REPORT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

1636  -  1961 


To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate : 

Our  325th  Anniversary  Year  was  not  only  a  year  of  cele¬ 
bration  and  pageantry,  but  a  year  of  progress  and  growth.  For 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  our  Town,  five  people  assumed 
the  role  of  an  elected  Board  of  Selectmen  and  have  given  much 
to  the  development  of  Scituate. 
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1961  clearly  defined  our  needs  for  foreshore  protection. 
Our  storm  of  mid-October  reaffirmed  the  dedicated  task  of 
seeking  funds  for  this  endless  problem.  Town  Officials  find 
themselves  somewhat  discouraged  when  they  find  so  many  pro¬ 
jects  still  not  activated  by  the  Division  of  Waterways.  It  is  an 
additional  burden  to  carry  when  we  realize  emergency  requests 
of  $38,000  plus  a  possible  new  wall  construction  in  Minot  and 
Humarock  costing  many  thousands  of  dollars  must  be  valued. 

The  time  and  effort  spent  by  your  Board  of  Selectmen  on 
matters  pertaining  to  dogs  has  necessitated  a  forceful  and  di¬ 
rected  program  of  dog  control  for  the  immediate  future,  and 
a  hope  that  the  degree  of  severity  of  this  problem  will  lessen. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  boating  enthusiasts  have  created 
needs  far  beyond  our  expectations.  Neeeds  of  ramps,  proper 
policing  of  our  Harbor,  supervision  of  parking  areas  surround¬ 
ing  these  facilities  are  matters  for  immediate  and  future  dis¬ 
cussion. 

It  is  the  duty  of  your  Board  of  Selectmen  not  only  to  scruti¬ 
nize  expenditures,  and  to  seek  means  of  savings,  but  also  to  see 
that  proper  Government  services  are  maintained  and  avenues 
of  additional  revenues  are  explored.  Your  Board  of  Selectmen 
have  cooperated  fully  with  the  vote  of  the  Town  and  the  Ac¬ 
cepted  Evans  Report  by  preparing  for  the  various  changes 
necessary  to  the  proper  operation  of  the  recently  installed  Ac¬ 
counting  machine.  The  future  success  of  this  new  machine  is 
dependent  on  cooperative  effort  in  its  use,  and  proper  planning 
in  the  system  employed  in  its  operation. 

With  a  goal  aimed  at  fulfilling  the  Town’s  wish  of  efficiency 
and  economy,  we  have  submitted  to  the  Legislature  an  Article 
seeking  the  creation  of  an  office  of  Comptroller.  This  phase 
should  represent  the  most  important  step  which  has  been  un¬ 
dertaken  thus  far. 

To  express  appreciation  to  all  who  have  cooperated  with 
your  Board  during  the  year,  would  be  endless.  Let  it  be  suffi¬ 
cient  to  say  that  if  we  have  made  a  better  Scituate  in  which  to 
work  and  play,  —  if  we  have  helped  to  make  this  a  happier  com- 
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munity  in  which  to  live  and  raise  our  families,  —  if  we  have 
given  ourselves  justification  for  the  phrase  —  “A  JOB  WELL 
DONE”  —  we  will  have  served  our  Town  well.

SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 
January  16,  1961 

A  legal  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Scituate 
qualified  to  vote  in  Elections  and  Town  Affairs  was  held  at  the 
High  School  Gymnasium  in  said  Scituate  on  Monday,  the  six¬ 
teenth  day  of  January,  1961,  at  7 :30  o’clock  P.M.  The  meeting 
was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  John  Barnard,  Jr. 

The  warrant  was  read  by  Town  Clerk  William  M.  Wade.

ARTICLE  I 

Will  the  Town  vote  to  amend  its  Zoning  By-Laws: 

1.  by  changing  the  designation  of  present  section  3-2b  to  3-2c, 
and  adding  a  new  section  3-2b  as  follows : 

“b  Permitted  Uses  in  Zone  “A-4” 

In  an  “A-4”  zone  the  following  uses  are  permitted  as  of 
right : 

(1)  All  uses  permitted  as  of  right  in  zones  “A-l”,  “A-2”, 
and  “A-3”,  subject  to  the  same  conditions  as  therein 
specified. 
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(2)  Marina  and  incidental  facilities  and  buildings ;  shops 
and  facilities  for  the  sale  of  marine  hardware  and 
equipment,  gasoline,  oil  and  engine  parts  for  marine 
use  only. 

(3)  Motel  or  restaurant.  Motels  shall  not  be  more^than 
two  stories  in  height,  and  the  individual  units  thereof 
shall  not  be  equipped  with  facilities  for  the  prepar¬ 
ation  or  cooking  of  food,  except  that  a  motel  may  con¬ 
tain  one  housekeeping  unit  consisting  of  not  more 
than  two  rooms  plus  a  bathroom  and  a  kitchenette¬ 
dining  area  for  every  ten  other  units  in  the  same 
motel.  For  the  purpose  of  the  preceding  sentence, 
all  units  operated  by  the  same  person  or  corporation 
on  a  contiguous  property  in  common  ownership  shall 
constitute  one  motel,  regardless  of  the  number  of 
buildings  which  the  units  occupy. 

Whenever  an  area  in  zone  “A-l”,  “A-2”,  “A-3”,  “B”  or  “C”  is 
changed  to  zone  “A-4”,  the  lot  area  and  width,  side  yard,  rear 
yard,  set-back  and  street  frontage  requirements  for  uses  other 
than  those  listed  in  paragraphs  (2)  and  (3)  above  shall  con¬ 
tinue  in  force  in  said  area  as  they  were  before  such  change. 
The  side  yard,  rear  yard,  set-back  and  street  frontage  re¬ 
quirements  for  the  uses  described  in  paragraphs  (2)  and  (3) 
above  shall  be  the  same  as  apply  to  private  residences  in  the 
same  zone,  but  there  shall  be  no  lot  size  restriction  for  such 
uses.  In  the  case  of  a  lot  used  for  a  motel  or  restaurant,  how¬ 
ever,  the  buildings  and  structures  thereon  shall  occupy  no  more 
than  fifty  per  cent  of  the  usable  area  thereof  above  high  water 
mark.” 

2.  by  deleting  present  section  1-1  and  substituting  therefor  a 

new  section  1-1  as  follows : 

“1-1.  Types  of  Zones 

For  the  purpose  of  this  by-law,  the  Town  of  Scituate  is 
hereby  divided  into  six  types  of  zones,  designated  as: 

“A-l”  (Residence  40,000  sq.  ft.) 

“A-2”  (Residence  20,000  sq.  ft.) 

“A-3”  (Residence  10,000  sq.  ft.) 
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“A-4”  (Residence  and  Recreational  Service) 

“B”  (General  Business) 

“C”  (Commercial) 

3.  by  deleting  the  last  clause  of  section  1-2  and  substituting 
therefor  the  following  clause : 

“  “C”  zones,  and  additional  or  revised  “B”,  “A-l”, 
“A-2”,  “A-3”  or  “A-4”  zones  will  be  shown  on  said 
map  as  any  such  area  or  areas  may  be  made  subject  to 
vote  of  the  town  at  any  annual  or  special  town  meet- 
mg. 

as  any  such  area  or  areas  may  be  made  subject  to  vote 
of  the  town  at  any  annual  or  special  town  meeting.” 

4.  by  deleting  the  present  introductory  clause  of  section  3-2c 
(heretofore  designated  as  section  3-2b)  and  substituting 
therefor  a  new  introductory  clause  of  follows. 

“In  an  “A-l”,  “A-2”,  “A-3”  and  “A-4”  zone  the  fol¬ 
lowing  additional  uses  are  permitted  if  authorized  by 
the  Board  of  Appeals.” 

5.  by  adding  at  the  end  of  section  3-4e  the  following  sentence : 

“The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  whenever 
appropriate  to  the  uses  specified  in  paragraphs  3-2c 
(2)  and  3-2c  (3).” 

6.  by  deleting  the  present  introductory  clause  of  section  3-5b 
and  substituting  therefor  a  new  introductory  clause  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

“In  an  “A-l”,  “A-2”,  “A-3”  or  “A-4”  zone,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  uses  are  hereby  specifically  declared  to  be  cus¬ 
tomary  accessory  uses  within  the  meaning  of  this 
by-law:” 

7.  by  adding  a  new  section  3-6c  as  follows : 

“c.  Signs  in  Zone  “A-4” 

In  an  “A-4”  zone  the  following  exterior  signs  are 
permitted : 

(1)  All  signs  permitted  in  zones  “A-l”,  “A-2”  and 
“A-3”. 

(2)  One  non-flashing  sign  not  over  forty  square  feet 
in  area  pertaining  to  permitted  buildings,  struc- 
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tures  and  uses  on  the  premises  other  than  dwell¬ 
ings  and  their  accessory  uses.  Signs  may  be 
lighted  but  no  neon  signs  and  no  colored  lights 
shall  be  permitted.

Rules  and  Regulations  for  Use  of  boats  in  Scituate  Harbor: 

1.  Harbor  Speed  Limit  -  6  knots  maximum,  all  craft. 
Power  boats  must  reduce  speed  when  in  the  vicinity  of 
smaller  boats,  or  floats  to  which  boats  may  be  tied. 

2.  Proper  Handling  of  Boats  -  Under  existing  statutes 
reckless  or  negligent  operation  of  power  boats  so  that 
the  lives  or  safety  of  the  public  might  be  endangered 
is  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more 
than  $50.00. 

3.  Racing  of  boats  within  the  Harbor  -  Racing  is  forbid¬ 
den  within  the  Harbor,  except  supervised  racing  of 
sailing  craft  of  the  Pram  or  other  small  Class. 

4.  Outboard  Motor  Boats  -  Must  be  operated  with  care 
and  caution  and  must  abide  by  Harbor  Speed  Limits. 

5.  Lights  -  All  boats  operating  in  the  Harbor  after  dark 
must  carry  lights. 

6.  Placing  of  Lobster  Buoys  -  Must  be  kept  out  of  con¬ 
gested  areas,  away  from  floats  and  out  of  channels. 

7.  Embarking  and  disembarking  Passengers  for  Hire  - 
Persons  using  Town  Public  Landings  and  floats  for 
this  purpose  shall  register  with  the  Harbor  Master  and 
shall  not  be  tied  up  for  more  than  one  hour. 

8.  Dumping  of  Garbage  or  Refuse  in  Harbor  -  This  Prac¬ 
tice  is  strictly  prohibited  in  accordance  with  existing 
laws. 

9.  Boats  without  their  own  power  -  No  person  in  charge 
of  any  boat  or  any  type  of  water  craft  over  30  feet  in 
length  which  is  not  equipped  with  its  own  power,  or 
which  does  not  have  a  sufficiently  large  crew  to 
properly  handle  such  a  craft  shall  be  allowed  to  anchor 
or  moor  such  craft  in  any  water  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Harbor  Master  without  his  approval. 
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10.  Diving  or  swimming  from  floats  or  piers  is  prohibited. 

VOTED:  Yes  80,  No  312. 

Resolved  that  the  Town  of  Scituate  instruct  the  Selectmen 
to  appoint  a  qualified  committee  of  three  citizens  at  large  to 
come  before  the  Town  Meeting  of  1962  with  a  set  of  compre¬ 
hensive  rules  and  regulations  governing  boating  and  use  of 
Scituate  Harbor. 


ARTICLE  83 

Will  the  Town  vote  to  amend  its  By-Laws  by  adding 
thereto  the  following  section. 


“Regulation  of  Discharge  of  Firearms” 

SECTION  1.  “Hunting  and  the  discharge  of  firearms,  air 

rifles  and  pellet  guns  is  prohibited  in  all  of  that 
part  of  Town  of  Scituate  lying  easterly  of  Chief 
Justice  Cushing  Highway  with  the  exception  of 
the  marshes  or  meadows  (so-called)  bordering 
the  North  River  and  in  North  Scituate,  the 
Glades  and  gulf  and  an  area  owned  by  the  Town 
known  as  Wagner’s  Meadow,  all  as  shown  on  a 
plan  on  file  at  the  Office  of  the  Town  Engineer. 

SECTION  2.  This  By-Law  shall  not  apply  to  the  lawful  de¬ 
fense  of  life  or  property  nor  to  any  law  enforce¬ 
ment  officer  acting  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

SECTION  3.  This  By-Law  shall  not  apply  to  hunting  or  the 

discharge  of  firearms  by  any  person  on  land 
owned  or  legally  occupied  by  such  person  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  existing  laws. 


SECTION  4.  The  penalty  for  the  violation  of  the  foregoing 

shall  be  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars 
for  each  offense  and  may  be  recovered  on  com¬ 
plaint  before  the  District  Court.”

Blanks  for  returns  of  births  will  be  furnished  upon  ap¬ 
plication  to  parents,  householders,  physicians,  and  registered 
medical  offices  as  provided  in  Chapter  46,  Section  15,  General 
Laws.

Continuous  Registration  of  Voters,  Chapter  51,  Section  33, 
General  Laws — In  towns  having  six  hundred  or  more  registered 
voters,  any  person  shall  be  registered  during  regular  business 
hours  on  application,  except  during  such  time  as  registration  is 
not  permitted  by  law. 

In  the  year  1961  there  were  78  names  added  to  the  voting 
list  by  registrations,  while  241  names  were  dropped  because  of 
deaths  and  change  of  residence. 

Registered  Voters  in  the  Town  of  Scituate  on  December 
31, 1961  were  6,105. 

The  attention  of  interested  parties  is  called  to  Chapter  51, 
Section  2,  of  the  General  Laws,  viz:  If  the  name  of  a  female 
who  is  duly  registered  as  a  voter  is  changed  by  marriage  or  by 
decree  of  court,  her  right  to  vote  in  her  former  name  shall 
continue  until  January  first  next  following.  Adherence  to  this 
law  requires  every  female  now  on  the  voting  list  whose  name  is 
changed  by  marriage  or  by  decree  of  court  to  appear  before  the 
Town  Clerk  or  at  an  advertised  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regis¬ 
trars  and  re-register  as  a  voter  if  desirous  of  continuing  to  vote 
in  Scituate,  as  her  previous  name  will  automatically  be  stricken 
from  the  list.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Voters  of  Scituate: 

As  Scituate  continues  to  grow  in  greater  proportions  each 
year,  it  becomes  necessary  for  the  Department  to  plan  ahead 
and  develop  its  water  systems  and  sources  of  supply. 

Each  year  it  becomes  necessary  to  increase  the  Water 
Dept,  budget  to  take  care  of  this  growth,  and  give  the  citizens 
of  Scituate  an  adequate  domestic  supply  of  water  as  well  as 
positive  fire  protection. 

We  have  a  long  range  plan  of  replacement  of  water  mains 
to  our  distribution  system.  This  has  been  in  effect  for  two 
years. 

We  are  always  looking  for  a  source  of  supply. 

This  year  we  Lope  to  take  care  of  the  storage  problem  by 
submitting  a  Special  Article  for  the  construction  of  a  stand¬ 
pipe.  A  new  standpipe  this  year  is  a  “must”  for  two  reasons 

1.  Our  present  storage  is  only  1,525,000  gals,  and  presents  a 
major  problem  each  summer  in  maintaining  adequate  pressure 
throughout  the  entire  town. 

2.  The  second  and  most  important  is  this:- 

In  July  of  this  past  year  the  original  bond  issue  for  the 
purchase  of  the  Water  Department  from  a  private  company 
was  retired ;  $25,000  plus  interest  has  been  paid  each  year  for 
the  past  thirty  years  by  the  Town.  If  we  take  this  amount  of 
money  and  apply  it  towards  a  new  standpipe  in  1962,  there  will 
be  no  additional  increase  in  the  tax  rate.  It  is  the  opinion  of 
the  Commissioners  that  this  would  be  the  most  logical  time  to 
act. 


We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  all  the  other  Town 
Departments  that  have  cooperated  to  make  this  past  year  a 
success.

To:  The  Water  Commissioners  of  Scituate: 

Gentlemen : 

Following  is  the  thirtieth  annual  report  of  the  Scituate 
Water  Department  recording  the  work  accomplished  during 
the  year  1961. 

During  the  first  two  months  of  1961  the  severe  cold  caused 
the  frost  to  penetrate  to  a  depth  of  four  feet  in  many  places  not 
protected  by  a  snow  blanket,  and  many  services  and  mains 
were  frozen.  The  main  on  the  north  end  of  Glades  Road  had 
to  be  replaced  for  a  distance  of  1211  feet. 

During  the  spring,  and  again  in  the  fall,  exploration  work 
was  carried  out  to  find  a  new  source  of  supply,  but  no  test  well 
produced  enough  to  warrant  the  construction  of  a  pumping 
station. 

A  pumping  station  was  built  over  the  well  found  in 
Wagner’s  Meadow  the  previous  year,  and  was  placed  in  opera¬ 
tion  on  June  23,  1961,  and  delivers  approximately  500,000  gals, 
per  day. 

A  booster  station  was  constructed  at  the  intersection  of 
Mann  Lot  Road  and  Route  3A,  and  houses  a  Peerless  Hydro¬ 
constant  pump,  which  raises  the  pressure  from  33#  to  72#. 
This  increase  in  pressures  gives  excellent  service  for  both 
domestic  needs  and  fire  protection  in  the  area  it  serves.  This 
plant  was  put  in  operation  on  Sept.  15,  1961. 

During  October  the  water  main  on  Edward  Foster  Road 
was  replaced  with  transite  pipe  for  a  distance  of  1536  feet,  and 
was  installed  entirely  within  the  road,  and  passed  through  the 
bridge  encased  in  steel.  The  old  main  left  the  road,  passed 
through  a  considerable  amount  of  marsh  land  and  under  the 
river  at  the  bridge,  and  was  a  continuous  source  of  trouble. 

The  need  for  extra  storage  in  the  form  of  a  standpipe  on 
Pincin  Hill  is  shown  by  the  demand  which  increased  from 
359,000,000  gals,  in  1960  to  418,000,000  in  1961,  and  an  Article 
for  the  proposed  standpipe  will  appear  in  the  Warrant  of  1962. 
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Exploration  work  must  also  continue  each  year  to  meet 
the  ever-increasing  demand  caused  by  the  rapid  growth  of  the 
Town. 

A  detailed  table  of  the  year’s  accomplishments  follows 
this  report,  including  Capital  Expenditures,  which  determine 
the  valuation  of  the  Department,  after  which  is  the  report  of 
the  Engineer. 

Again  I  wish  to  thank  the  heads  and  personnel  of  all 
departments  for  their  fine  cooperation  throughout  the  year.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE 
CLAM  WARDEN 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Scituate,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

The  clam  flats  at  Minot  have  been  open  for  seventeen 
months  and  have  provided  good  clamming  for  family  uses. 
These  flats  will  remain  open,  as  the  clams  are  still  plentiful. 
There  is  a  large  set  of  clam  seed  at  Minot,  on  the  Scituate  side 
of  the  entrance  to  Cohasset  Harbor.  This  area  covers  over  10 
acres  and  will  be  one  year  of  age  in  June. 

If  these  clams  can  make  legal  size,  it  would  pay  to  commer¬ 
cialize  them,  as  the  household  diggers  could  not  put  a  dent  in 
them.  We  will  watch  them  during  the  next  year  for  growth 
quantity,  etc.,  and  hope  for  a  good  survival  rate.  This  set  is 
away  from  the  area  in  Minot,  that  is  open  for  clamming. 

One  fenced  area  at  Humarock  was  opened  for  clamming 
this  fall.  This  area  was  seeded  with  clams  taken  from  Scituate 
Harbor.  Another  fenced  area  will  be  opened  in  the  fall. 

The  North  River  Area  has  provided  digging,  throughout 
the  creeks  and  ditches,  back  in  the  meadow. 

Seed  is  now  being  transplanted  from  the  Harbor  to  the 
North  River  and  Humarock. 

The  deep  freeze  of  last  winter  killed  most  green  crabs  to 
a  point  where  they  didn't  bother  the  clam  seed  last  summer. 
These  crabs  will  no  doubt  be  a  problem  again  in  the  future. 

One  man  has  been  dragging  by  boat  for  marketable 
mussels. 

All  mussels  were  removed  from  clam  seed  areas. 

Shellfish  permits  now  cost  one  dollar.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

DIRECTOR  OF  VETERANS’  SERVICES 
AND  VETERANS’  AGENT 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Scituate: 

The  increased  costs  in  our  medical  care  program  continue 
in  an  upward  trend.  This  expenditure  reflects  a  major  portion 
of  our  budget  and  we  may  expect  greater  costs  as  veterans  of 
World  War  I  advance  in  age.  The  hospital  facilities  of  the 
Veterans’  Administration  and  the  State  Soldiers’  Hospital  at 
Chelsea  have  been  taken  advantage  of  to  lessen  direct  hospital 
costs  for  those  veterans  who  were  in  need  of  such  care. 

The  administrative  work  in  these  two  positions  has  in¬ 
creased  due  to  changes  in  Veterans’  Laws  and  directives  issued 
by  the  Veterans’  Administration  and  the  Massachusetts 
Commissioner  of  Veterans’  Services. 

Every  case  for  Veterans’  Aid  must  be  thoroughly  in¬ 
vestigated  at  the  home,  not  from  behind  a  desk.  Applications 
for  entrance  to  and  medical  treatment  at  Veterans’  Adminis¬ 
tration  Hospitals  are  now  very  strict.  Federal  regulations 
governing  pensions  and  compensation  applications  also  have 
been  greatly  strengthened  to  a  degree  that  necessitates  exact¬ 
ing  information  for  adjudication  of  the  claims. 

The  benefits  of  Social  Security  have  been  a  great  factor  in 
keeping  within  budgetary  appropriations.  The  increasing 
demands  for  all  of  these  services  result  in  added  adminis¬ 
trative  costs. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  all  the  de¬ 
partments  of  the  Town  for  the  splendid  co-operation  extended 
to  me  over  the  past  year.  Also  I  extend  my  gratitude  to  the 
members  of  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  Post  and  Auxiliary 
and  the  members  of  the  American  Legion  and  Auxiliary  for 
their  continued  support  and  interest  in  this  entire  program. 

Especially,  I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  members 
of  the  Estrusco  Association.  They  have  provided  many  wheel 
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chairs,  beds,  crutches  and  special  prosthetic  articles  to  veterans 
and  their  families  in  our  town.  This  has  been  a  tremendous 
help  and  is  worthy  of  every  commendation. 

To  the  many  charitable  organizations  in  our  town  and 
to  the  many  kind-hearted  citizens  who  have  given  their  time 
and  money  to  special  needs  I  am  very  grateful.

REPORT  OF  THE 
INSPECTOR  OF  ANIMALS 

During  1961,  all  dogs  involved  in  biting  have  been 
quarantined,  stray  animals  have  been  boarded  and  disposed  of 
properly,  and  inspections  have  been  made  of  cattle,  horses, 
goats,  and  swine  as  required  by  the  statutes. 

INSPECTOR  OF  SLAUGHTER 

Inspections  have  been  made  of  meat  sold  and  all  animals 
slaughtered  in  Scituate  during  1961,  in  accordance  with  the 
Laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

SPECIAL  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  BOARD 

During  April,  a  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen 
to  study  the  drainage  problems  of  Tenth  and  Eleventh  Avenues. 
This  committee  leported  to  the  Selectmen  in  May  with  recom¬ 
mendations  for  improving  the  drainage  conditions  in  this  area. 
Further  action  was  delayed  to  1962. 

The  Board  sponsored  Rabies  Inoculations  for  dogs  during 
June  with  116  dogs  receiving  the  anti-rabies  vaccine. 

During  October  and  November,  the  Scituate  Health  Service 
sponsored  in  cooperation  with  the  Board,  two  public  clinics 
for  the  detection  of  Glaucoma.  This  program  was  well  received 
by  the  Town. 
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After  a  series  of  meetings,  the  Board  of  Health  received 
a  survey  report  on  nursing  needs  of  the  community  prepared 
by  a  committee  of  the  League  of  Women  Voters.  The  recom¬ 
mendations  of  this  report  were  given  extended  study  and 
certain  action  is  under  consideration. 

The  mobile  chest  X-ray  unit  was  present  in  town  early 
in  November  for  a  two-day  period.  A  total  of  979  persons 
received  chest  X-rays. 

Upon  the  retirement  of  Philip  S.  Bailey,  Plumbing  In¬ 
spector,  after  years  of  devoted  service  to  the  Town  in  many 
capacities,  the  Board  appointed  Edward  B.  McCarthy  and 
Merrill  A.  Merritt  to  this  post. 

During  the  year,  the  Board  reviewed  plans  of  16  major 
sub-divisions  presented  for  approval  of  land  for  the  disposal 
of  sewage.

The  Scituate  Health  Service,  Inc.  is  a  non-profit  volunteer 
group  which  offers  its  services  and  limited  financial  help  to 
the  community. 

For  1961  these  are  listed  as  follows : 

Conducted  the  Well  Baby  Conference  (12  clinics),  under 
the  guidance  of  Dr.  Olga  Allers  and  assisted  by  Mrs.  Alice 
Dowd,  R.N.  the  Board  of  Health  Nurse,  at  which  80  babies  were 
examined  and  the  mothers  advised  on  the  care  and  health  of 
their  children; 

Assisted  the  Board  of  Health  with  the  purchase  of  supplies 
and  volunteer  services  at  the  Immunization  or  Triple  Vaccine 
Clinic  and  administration  of  Booster  shots  (3  clinic  days),  and 
also  with  service  at  the  Mobile  Chest  X-ray  Program;

Purchased  all  supplies  used  by  the  Public  Health  Nurse;

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REPORT  OF  THE 

SEWERAGE  INVESTIGATING  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  in  July 
1961  and  held  its  first  meeting  on  August  23,  1961.  Since  that 
date  it  has  held  seventeen  meetings  up  to  the  deadline  date 
for  submission  of  these  reports  to  the  printer.  By  the  time  of 
town  meeting  in  March  1962,  another  six  meetings  will  have 
been  held. 

The  Committee  understood  its  responsibilities  as  being 
those  of  (a)  reviewing  the  history  of  earlier  sewerage  com¬ 
mittees  and  planning  in  the  town  of  Scituate ;  (b)  identifying 
and  evaluating  the  building  site  approvals  of  sewage  disposal 
units  and  the  soil  testing  procedures  presently  in  effect  in  the 
town;  (c)  identifying  critical  areas  in  the  town  where  sewage 
disposal  was  a  particular  problem;  (d)  considering  the  validity 
of  the  1955  Metcalf  and  Eddy  engineering  plan  for  construction 
of  a  sewerage  system  in  Scituate;  (e)  considering  modified 
and  smaller  sewerage  systems,  including  so-called  “package 
or  baby  treatment  plants” ;  (f )  reviewing  systems  installed  by 
other  towns  as  well  as  the  possibility  of  regional  planning; 
(g)  determining  methods  of  financing  any  sewerage  system 
finally  recommended  to  the  town. 

The  Committee  has  made  a  start  in  its  exploration  of  all 
the  indicated  areas.  Detailed  reports  of  former  sewerage  com¬ 
mittees,  articles  introduced  at  town  meetings,  the  Benjamin 
report  on  town  growth  and  planning,  the  1955  Metcalf  and 
Eddy  engineering  survey,  maps  of  proposed  sewer  lines  and 
treatment  plant  location  have  been  reviewed.  Publications  of 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare,  Com¬ 
munity  Facilities  Administration  of  the  U.S.  Housing  and 
Home  Finance  Agency,  the  Portland  Cement  Company,  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health,  the  Massachusetts 
Water  Resources  Commission,  relating  to  sewerage  planning, 
construction  and  financing,  have  been  obtained  and  reviewed. 

Meetings  have  been  held  regularly  at  the  Town  Hall.  Mr. 
Greeley  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health, 
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Mr.  Wade,  Health  Agent  for  the  town  of  Scituate,  Mr.  Mac- 
Pherson,  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board  and  member  of  the 
Conservation  Committee,  Mr.  Obert  of  Metcalf  and  Eddy  have 
kindly  agreed  to  meet  with  the  Committee  and  have  materially 
assisted  in  its  deliberations  by  providing  detailed  and  valuable 
information. 

Preliminary  discussions  have  been  held  by  Committee 
members  with  representatives  of  the  towns  of  Hull,  Duxbury, 
Braintree,  Cohasset,  Marshfield  and  Norwell.  Detailed  reports 
and  plans  of  the  proposed  localized  sewerage  plan  for  Cohasset 
were  made  available.  Two  members  of  the  Committee  attended 
the  “Washington  Workshop”  arranged  by  Congressman  Keith 
in  Plymouth  on  November  18, 1961.  Representatives  from  many 
of  the  federal  agencies  active  in  planning  and  financing  of 
community  programs  offered  much  valuable  data  at  this 
meeting.  One  member  of  the  Committee  who  also  attends 
meetings  of  the  South  Shore  Regional  Planning  group  has 
kept  the  Committee  informed  of  progress  and  possibilities 
in  this  area. 

Much  work  remains  to  be  done  before  a  specific  and  prac¬ 
tical  proposal  can  be  presented  to  the  town.  Areas  requiring 
further  investigation  are  as  follows : 

1.  Specific  investigation  of  problem  sewage  disposal 
areas  previously  outlined  in  statements  before  the 
Committee.  It  may  be  necessary  to  obtain  paid  assist¬ 
ance  for  protracted  tests  in  certain  areas  of  Scituate. 
Exploration  is  needed  of  experience  of  other  towns 
with  problem  areas.  The  Committee  will  work  with 
the  Board  of  Assessors,  the  Planning  Board  and  the 
School  Building  Needs  Committee  on  determining  an¬ 
ticipated  population  growth  areas  in  the  town. 

2.  Development  of  cooperative  planning  with  the  Board 
of  Health,  the  Planning  Board,  Water  Department  or 
other  official  town  bodies.  The  Committee  will  make 
available  any  information  it  develops  from  its  investi¬ 
gation  which  might  prove  helpful  to  their  program. 
This  will  include  recommendations  to  the  Planning

Board  on  desirability  of  requiring  contractors  to  install 
sewer  lines  in  new  housing  developments  in  anticipa¬ 
tion  of  later  sewerage  lines  and  connections  in  the  area. 

3.  Preparation  of  revisions  of  the  present  Enabling  Act, 
particularly  those  portions  covering  broad  powers  of 
land-taking  and  the  monetary  limit  of  funding  of  a 
specific  sewerage  system,  to  conform  with  any  new 
recommended  plan.  A  new  filing  of  an  Act  will  be  neces¬ 
sary  in  1962  to  insure  enactment  by  the  General  Court 
at  its  next  session. 

4.  Personal  inspection  of  various  types  of  sewerage  sys¬ 
tems  in  other  towns  of  comparable  size  to  evaluate 
efficiency  and  determine  common  problems  of  planning 
and  financing. 

It  is  the  unanimous  recommendation  of  its  members  that 
the  Committee  be  continued  for  another  year  and  permitted 
to  complete  the  detailed  work  as  outlined  above.  The  Commit¬ 
tee  has  worked  with  the  Selectmen  to  prepare  an  article  for  the 
1962  Town  Meeting  requesting  appropriation  of  additional 
funds  for  the  purpose  of  exploring  and  testing  problem  areas  of 
sewage  disposal  in  the  town  and  carrying  out  a  further  en¬ 
ginering  survey  on  feasibility  and  costs  of  a  modified,  rather 
than  comprehensive,  sewerage  plan  to  serve  localized  areas 
of  the  town. 

With  the  development  of  the  further  needed  information 
in  the  next  year,  it  is  the  belief  of  the  Committee  that  a  specific 
proposal  for  a  swerage  system  suited  to  the  particular  needs 
of  Scituate  can  be  presented  to  the  town  at  the  1963  Town 
Meeting.

SOUTH  SHORE  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 

November  16,  1961 


To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate : 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  South  Shore  Mos¬ 
quito  Control  Project  of  its  activities  in  the  Town  of  Scituate 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1961. 

The  Town  of  Scituate  appropriated  $8900  for  mosquito 
control  in  1961.  This  money  was  used  for  mosquito  control 
in  the  Town  of  Scituate  by  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control 
Project,  a  cooperative  effort  embracing  the  City  of  Quincy 
and  Towns  of  Braintree,  Cohasset,  Duxbury,  Hingham,  Hull, 
Marshfield,  Norwell,  Scituate  and  Weymouth.  In  addition,  the 
project  worked  under  contract  for  the  U.S.  Naval  Ammuni¬ 
tion  Depot. 


TYPE  OF  CONTROL  PROGRAM 

The  basic  program  of  control  continued  to  be  based  on 
drainage  in  the  off-season  and  larvaciding  of  all  areas  found 
to  be  breeding  during  the  mosquito  season.  This  program  was 
supplemented  by  application  of  D.D.T.  dust  to  selected  areas 
during  the  period  when  swamps  were  frozen.  Fog  generators 
and  mist  blowers  were  used  to  combat  flying  mosquitoes. 

Aerial  Dusting 

The  late  winter  dusting  of  all  fresh  water  swamps  too 
large  to  be  treated  by  hand  was  done  by  fixed  wing  aircraft 
in  March  and  April.  1350  acres  were  dusted  in  the  Town  of 
Scituate. 

Ground  Crew  Spraying 

The  ground  crews  circulated  on  a  schedule  throughout 
their  section  of  the  project.  They  varied  from  the  circuit  to 
treat  in  the  vicinity  of  complaints  or  to  treat  places  found  to 
be  breeding  by  superintendent  or  foreman.  They  then  returned 
to  their  rounds. 
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Catchbasin  Spraying 

Two  catchbasin  units  were  operated  the.  past  season.  These 
units  are  compressed  air  sprayers  mounted  on  three-wheeled 
motorcycles.  This  phase  of  work  is  particularly  important  in 
built-up  areas  since  one  drainage  basin  can  produce  thousands 
of  mosquitoes.  2025  breeding  basins  were  sprayed  in  the  Town 
of  Scituate. 

Drainage 

The  mosquito  drainage  program  has  eliminated  some 
ground  crew  spraying  and  air  spray  acreage.  In  the  Town  of 
Scituate  the  following  ditch  work  was  done:  1250  feet  of 
ditches  cleaned,  23,025  feet  reclaimed,  2985  feet  of  new.  In 
addition  250  feet  of  brushing  has  been  done  to  facilitate  en¬ 
trance  to  and  passage  along  streams  for  the  purpose  of  cleaning 
and  treating  streams  and  swamps. 

Adult  Mosquito  Control 

During  the  past  year  a  new  remote  control  insecticidal 
fogger  was  added  to  this  project.  It  was  delivered  too  late  to 
be  used  to  any  extent  this  year.  However,  next  year  along  with 
our  present  adulticiding  machines,  two  loggers  and  two  mist 
blowers,  it  will  enable  us  to  do  spot  adulticiding  at  a  pace 
beyond  that  of  past  years  and  will  be  good  insurance  in  the 
event  of  an  Encephalitis  outbreak. 

Plans  for  Winter 

Throughout  the  months  between  past  and  coming  mos¬ 
quito  breeding  seasons  much  attention  will  be  given  to  ditching. 
Work  on  the  salt  marsh  will  be  done  in  the  fall  and  early 
spring.  When  snow  and  ice  conditions  are  right,  prehatch 
dusting,  as  was  done  in  past  years,  will  be  done.  The  success 
of  past  years’  work  along  these  lines  makes  it  feasible  to  con¬ 
tinue  and  expand  this  program  as  help  and  weather  permit. 
In  addition  to  ground  dusting,  it  is  planned  to  continue  applica¬ 
tion  of  D.D.T.  insecticide  dust  by  air  in  the  Town  of  Scituate, 
as  results  last  year  were  successful. 
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Plans  for  Next  Year 

All  phases  of  the  work  carried  out  in  the  past  will  continue, 
placing  emphasis  on  drainage  for  permanent  control,  and  then, 
in  this  order :  dusting  for  prehatch  control,  spraying  for  larvae 
control,  mist  blowing  and  fogging  for  adult  control. 

The  Project  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  help  received  from 
officials  and  departments  of  the  Town  and  sincerely  hopes  that 
benefits  derived  by  these  departments  as  a  result  of  this  co¬ 
operation  are  as  great  as  those  derived  by  the  Project. 
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REPORT  OF 
PARK  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

We  are  pleased  to  report  another  year  of  progress  in  the 
work  and  development  of  your  Park  Department  during  1961. 
In  our  opinion  the  administrative  policies  set  by  the  Com¬ 
missioners  were  effectively  carried  out  by  the  Department's 
working  personnel  during  the  past  year. 

We  have  some  minor  problems  of  adjusting  to  the  ex¬ 
tremely  rapid  growth  in  the  responsibilities  of  a  Department 
such  as  this,  starting  out  from  a  relatively  small  base,  but  we 
look  forward  with  optimism  and  conviction  that  cooperation 
with  and  from  Town  Officials  and  committees,  with  whom  we 
are  associated  in  the  execution  of  our  duties  will  help  us  cope 
with  these  problems  efficiently  and  to  the  benefit  of  the  Town 
and  its  citizens. 

This  year  we  will  be  faced  with  the  addition  of  the  grounds 
surrounding  the  new  Senior  High  School  plus  the  renovated 
playing  area  at  the  Wampatuck  School  and  the  new  playground 
at  the  old  Hatherly  School  site  in  North  Scituate. 

In  general  terms  the  expenses  of  the  Department  will  vary 
with  the  caretaking  responsibilities  delegated  to  us  by  actions 
of  the  Town  at  town  meetings. 

Your  comments  in  the  past  year  about  the  work  of  the 
Department  have  been  most  helpful  and  complimentary  and 
we  thank  you  for  them.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

This  year  has  been  one  of  increased  administrative  duties, 
higher  case  loads  and  two  new  categories.  The  Medical  Assist¬ 
ance  for  the  Aged  program  in  effect  since  October,  1960,  has 
cost  approximately  $65,000  this  first  year.  We  expect  in¬ 
creases  in  numbers  of  applicants  and  costs  per  case  to  continue 
in  1962.  Passage  of  a  medical  bill  to  be  included  under  Social 
Security  benefits  would  cut  some  of  the  costs  but  increase 
administrative  procedures  as  the  bill  would  not  have  the  scope 
of  the  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  bill. 

There  has  been  a  rising  caseload  in  the  Aid  to  Dependent 
Children  program  with  the  liberalization  of  State  regulations. 

Old  Age  Assistance  has  decreased  due  to  a  forced  transfer 
of  cases  to  the  new  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  rolls,  and 
the  elimination  by  the  State  of  a  choice  of  assistance  if  eligible 
for  both  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Medical  Assistance  for  the 
Aged. 

During  the  year  a  new  State  drug  plan  was  introduced 
increasing  the  administrative  work  and  the  cost  of  drugs. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  having  a  small  General  Relief 
case  load  during  the  year,  though  costs  of  each  case  have  in¬ 
creased  proportionately  to  the  other  categories. 

A  bill  passed  this  year  makes  step-rate  increases  to  em¬ 
ployees  under  Civil  Service  mandatory.  Scituate  in  the  past 
has  voluntarily  followed  Civil  Service  plans  in  this  respect, 
so  this  bill  has  little  effect  locally. 

With  increased  case  loads,  work  involved  and  constant 
liberalization  of  eligibility  requirements,  it  would  appear  there 
may  be  a  need  of  more  staff  in  the  not-to-distant  future, 
may  be  a  need  of  more  staff  in  the  not-too-distant  future. 

Efforts  toward  receiving  maximum  State  and  Federal 
participation  in  dollars  have  been  successful,  so  that  despite 
total  costs  of  the  programs  we  are  not  raising  appropriations 
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this  year.  The  passage  of  a  single  budget  for  relief  has  saved 
money  for  the  town,  as  well  as  work  for  the  Treasurer’s  office. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  Town  departments  for  their  cooper¬ 
ation  during  the  year,  especially  the  services  of  the  police 
ambulance  which  is  so  valuable  and  police  cooperation  in 
locating  deserting  fathers.  Red  Cross  blood  bank  has  supplied 
a  great  deal  of  blood  to  hospitals  on  behalf  of  our  clients.  The 
health  clinics  and  Public  Health  nurse  are  most  helpful.

Gentlemen : 

The  work  load  of  this  department  during  1961  reached  an 
all  time  peak,  and  additional  full  time  assistance  must  be 
obtained.  It  is  my  opinion  that  the  Town  Engineer  should  be 
relieved  of  routine  detail  work  in  order  that  he  can  devote  more 
time  to  the  orderly  expansion  and  economic  future  of  the  Town. 
As  a  result,  I  am  recommending  an  assistant  engineer  be 
employed. 

The  more  important  projects  processed  by  this  department 
include ; 

1.  The  Chapter  90  Highway  layout  of  the  Driftway  and 
Kent  Street.  This  road  when  completed  will  furnish  a  main 
access  road  to  the  Cliffs  and  Scituate  Harbor. 

2.  The  numerous  changes  and  additions  to  the  Assessors 
Survey  Plans. 

3.  The  collapse  of  1900  feet  of  seawall  at  North  Scituate 
and  Humarock  Beaches. 

4.  The  laying  out  and  preparation  of  Highway  Acceptance 
Plans  of  Indian  Trail,  Cavanagh  Road,  Trysting  Road,  Shady 
Lane,  Mary’s  Lane,  Old  Colony  Way  and  Williamsburg  Lane. 

5.  The  processing,  checking  and  recommendations  relative 
to  the  creation  of  twenty  eight  new  streets  and  over  600 
building  lots  in  conjunction  with  the  Planning  Board. 

Despite  Planning  Board  regulations  governing  larger  lots, 
construction  of  class  A  Roads,  drainage,  sidewalks,  curbings, 
etc.,  last  year  saw  an  increase  of  400%  over  the  largest  previ¬ 
ous  year  (1958).  This  is  of  grave  concern  to  this  department 
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and  if  I  may  be  permitted  to  digress  from  the  usual  report 
and  insert  certain  recommendations — 

1)  That  the  Town  acquire  large  tracts  of  lands  for  con¬ 
servation,  recreation,  potential  well  sites  and  future  school 
buildings. 

2)  A  long  range  Foreshore  protection  program  be  insti¬ 
gated  to  rebuild  old  seawalls  and  replenish  our  rapidly  eroding 
beaches.  Additional  areas  be  made  available  with  adequate 
parking  for  Scituate  residents,  including  the  town  owned 
Egypt  Beach. 

3)  A  comprehensive  drainage  program  be  laid  out  and 
the  system  extended  each  year  under  a  planned  program. 
Drainage  has  been  and  is  an  ever  increasing  problem  for 
several  Town  Departments. 

It  is  true  that  the  above  recommendations  will  require 
considerable  funds  which  will  be  reflected  in  the  future  tax 
rates,  but  over  a  long  period  should  prove  to  be  of  economic 
value  to  the  Town.

Gentlemen : 

This  year  we  planted  209  new  shade  trees  on  our  roadsides. 
These  were  planted  as  follows,  where  diseased  elm  had  been 
removed,  on  newly  approved  streets  and  a  trial  planting  at 
Humarock  area.  We  lost  94  more  elms  this  year  from  dutch 
elm  disease.  All  these  trees  have  been  removed  and  wood 
burned. 

We  are  thankful  that  no  hurricanes  came  into  our  town 
this  year.  We  will  be  another  year  working  before  we  have 
entirely  cleaned  up  from  previous  ones.  We  then  can  get  back 
to  caring  for  the  trees  as  we  formerly  did. 

This  year  we  had  no  outbreaks  of  gypsy  moths,  and  oak 
leaf  minor  gave  us  very  little  trouble.  The  Jap  beetle,  the 
tick  and  the  ugly  tent  caterpillar  were  very  plentiful.  We  have 
also  felt  that  the  elm  leaf  beetle  was  increasing,  so  this  year 
we  changed  insecticides  and  think  we  can  see  a  improvement. 
We  have  also  changed  from  DDT  which  we  have  used  for  many 
years  to  another  insecticide  named  Seven. 

We  have  been  informed  of  no  new  controls  that  have  been 
successful  on  the  dutch  elm  disease.  We  can  only  continue  to 
do  as  we  have  been  and  hope  for  a  remedy  to  be  found. 

This  was  an  anniversary  year  in  Scituate  and  our  road¬ 
sides  were  kept  clean.  This  could  only  be  done  by  everyone 
being  litter  conscious  and  we  hope  it  continues. 

At  this  time  I  want  to  thank  everyone  who  assisted  this 
department  in  our  work.

During  1961  the  Planning  Board  investigated  and  ap¬ 
proved  more  new  building  lots  than  in  any  previous  year  since 
subdivision  control  was  adopted.  Plans  for  two  of  the  largest 
subdivisions  in  the  town  were  accepted  —  one  subdivision  con¬ 
taining  one  hundred  lots  and  the  other  one  hundred  and  fifty. 

A  total  of  twenty  subdivision  applications,  comprised  of 
five  hundred  and  forty-five  individual  building  lots,  were 
studied.  Prior  to  the  public  hearing,  each  application  for  sub¬ 
division  was  examined  by  the  Town  Engineer,  the  Board  of 
Health,  the  Water  Department,  and  the  Fire  Department.  Of 
the  four  hundred  and  seventy-eight  approved  lots  about  one 
fourth  were  approved  subject  to  restrictions  placed  on  them  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  and  by-laws  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  these  departments.  No  building  permits  will  be  issued  for 
these  restricted  lots  until  the  required  improvements  are  made. 

The  following  table  is  a  summary  of  subdivision  activity 
for  the  last  six  years.

In  addition  to  the  lots  generated  by  subdivision  many  lots 
are  created  annually  along  existing  streets  and  ways.  If  these 
building  lots  conform  to  the  lot  size  and  frontage  requirements 
of  the  zoning  by-laws  they  do  not  require  full  Planning  Board 
approval. 

The  business  profile  of  the  town  remains  much  the  same. 
One  business  block  in  the  Harbor  area  is  being  rebuilt  and 
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several  new  service  businesses  are  located  in  North  Scituate 
Village.  Scituate  is  a  residential  community  and  appears 
destined  to  remain  one.  Since  there  is  little  offsetting  income 
from  business  and  industrial  taxes,  the  tax  rate  is  and  will 
remain  sensitive  to  increases  in  the  school  population  and 
expansion  of  town  services. 

Because  of  the  decreasing  availability  of  land  close  to  the 
centers  of  population,  the  Planning  Board  has  recommended 
to  the  School  Committee  that  school  sites  be  selected  and 
acquired  in  advance  of  actual  need.  Several  of  our  members 
have  served  on  the  School  Site  Selection  Committee  which  has 
acted  in  an  advisory  capacity.  The  School  Committee  has 
submitted  two  land  acquisition  articles  which  will  come  before 
the  Town  in  March.  The  Planning  Board  fully  endorses  the 
principle  of  long  range  planning  exemplified  by  these  articles. 

Regional  planning  has  been  under  study  by  the  Board  for 
the  past  year.  Several  informal  meetings  with  the  Hingham, 
Hull,  and  Cohasset  Boards  were  held  early  in  the  year  to  dis¬ 
cuss  problems  of  mutual  interest.  Later  in  the  year  a  number 
of  South  Shore  towns  felt  it  worthwhile  to  group  together 
formally  as  the  South  Shore  Regional  Planning  Council.  Al¬ 
though  the  group  has  no  legislative  charter,  it  is  beginning  to 
function  as  a  central  clearing  house  for  problems  and  proposals 
affecting  the  region.  The  Scituate  Planning  Board  has  been, 
and  will  continue  to  be,  active  in  this  group. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  thanks  to  the  Town 
officials  and  committees  for  their  help  and  cooperative  spirit 
during  the  past  year.

In  accordance  with  its  assigned  responsibilities,  the  Board 
rendered  interpretations  of  the  Classification  and  Salary  Plan 
as  requested  and  reviewed  salaries  and  wages. 

Our  studies  indicated  the  need  for  the  following  adjust¬ 
ments:  (a)  An  increase  for  Clerical  and  Administrative 

Employees  in  Schedule  I  so  that  the  rates  of  pay  would  bear  a 
proper  relationship  to  comparable  and  surrounding  towns; 
(b)  an  increase  for  Fire  and  Police  Employees  in  Schedule  III 
in  order  for  the  rates  of  pay  to  bear  the  proper  relationship  to 
the  Highway  and  Water  Departments  and  to  comparable  and 
surrounding  towns.  The  May,  1960  Special  Town  Meeting 
voted  to  accept  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  for  Schedule 
III  but  voted,  against  the  recommendation  of  the  Board,  to 
increase  the  pay  scale  of  W  1-10  and  14  in  Schedule  II.  In 
order  for  our  salary  and  wage  scales  to  have  any  meaning  in 
recognizing  and  reflecting  differences  in  job  responsibilities 
and  skills  and  in  view  of  the  rates  of  pay  in  other  communities, 
the  Board  concluded  that  Schedule  III  should  be  adjusted. 
Therefore,  the  Board  sponsored  and  supported  Articles  in  the 
Warrant  in  the  March,  1961  Town  Meeting  for  revision  in  rates 
of  pay  for  Schedules  I  and  III.  The  Town  voted  to  accept  both 
Articles. 

A  re-evaluation  of  jobs  in  the  Park  Department  resulted 
in  the  establishment  of  two  new  classifications :  Mechanic  and 
Foreman. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Evans 
Report,  the  Board  sponsored  and  supported  Articles  to  increase 
the  work  week  from  32 ^  hours  to  35  hours  for  Clerical  Em¬ 
ployees  and  revised  the  method  of  establishing  the  work  week 
for  computing  weekly  pay. 

The  terms  of  Richard  Claybourne  and  Eliot  C.  Laidlaw 
expired  and  the  Moderator  appointed  Richard  Damon  and 
Paul  Harrigan  to  replace  them.  The  resignation  of  David 
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Barrie  was  submitted  and  the  Moderator  appointed  Richard 
Palm  to  replace  him. 

The  Board  held  24  meetings  during  the  year.

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

The  year  just  passed  has  been  a  very  busy  one  for  the 
Highway  Department  due  to  the  fact  that  our  highway  system 
continues  to  grow  more  and  more  each  year.  With  our  limited 
budget,  we  feel  that  we  have  accomplished  many  worthwhile 
projects  and  improvements. 

First,  the  resurfacing  of  Front  Street,  Scituate  Harbor, 
including  sidewalks  and  new  green  crosswalks  and  installing 
of  litter  baskets  has  improved  our  Harbor  shopping  area  a 
great  deal.  I  feel  that  with  our  large  parking  area  it  is  one  of 
the  most  attractive  shopping  centers  in  Plymouth  County. 

The  entire  length  of  Beal  Place  and  portions  of  Allen  and 
Otis  Streets  were  resurfaced  with  Type  I.  Edgar  Road  was 
completely  rebuilt  with  Type  I  surface.  Fifth  Avenue  was  also 
resurfaced  with  the  same  material.  Sections  of  Clapp,  Booth 
Hill  and  Orchard  Roads  were  resurfaced  with  a  cold  mix. 
Nelson  and  Curtis  Roads  were  completely  rebuilt  under  a 
special  article  and  new  drainage  systems  installed.  It  was  also 
necessary  to  rebuild  Glades  Road  again  due  to  the  damage 
done  by  the  storms  in  October,  caused  by  the  lack  of  shore 
protection.  Approximately  twenty  miles  of  our  highways 
were  surface  treated,  and  sand  covered  which  is  very  necessary 
once  every  four  years  to  preserve  the  stability  of  the  surface. 

All  guard  rails  were  checked,  repaired  and  painted  where 
necessary.  1240  linear  feet  of  new  guard  rails  were  con¬ 
structed  with  concrete  posts  which  are  made  at  the  Highway 
Department  garage  during  the  winter  months  at  a  great 
saving. 

All  street  and  traffic  signs  were  checked  and  replaced 
where  necessary.  Our  seventeen  miles  of  sidewalks  were  in¬ 
spected  and  patched  where  necessary  and  2500  feet  of  new 
sidewalk  was  constructed  on  Branch  Street  under  a  special 
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article.  We  hope  that  this  new  sidewalk  program  will  continue 
especially  around  our  public  schools. 

The  parking  area  at  Jericho  Road  was  brought  up  to  the 
proper  grade,  surface  treated,  white  parking  lines  painted  and 
new  settees  built  and  placed  for  the  convenience  of  our  citizens. 
I  have  noticed  during  the  summer  this  parking  area  and  boat 
ramp  are  used  more  by  out  of  town  people  than  by  residents  of 
Scituate  and  I  feel  that  some  revenue  should  come  back  to  us 
for  the  maintenance  of  this  parking  space  and  I  recommend 
that  the  Fees  Committee  make  a  study  of  this  situation. 

Every  street  in  the  Town  of  Scituate  has  been  swept  at 
least  twice  during  the  past  year  and  we  feel  that  our  street 
sweeper  at  this  time  should  be  traded  for  a  later  model  as  for 
the  past  two  years  we  have  spent  a  considerable  amount  of 
money  for  the  maintenance  of  this  machine.  We  have  a  man 
in  North  Scituate  Village  and  one  in  Scituate  Harbor  and  once 
a  week  in  the  Sand  Hills  and  Minot  Beach  sections,  trying  to 
keep  these  sections  clean. 

The  greatest  complaint  during  the  past  year  has  been  the 
drainage  problem  as  usual.  We  tried  to  take  care  of  the  most 
serious  ones  first,  but  our  appropriation  is  never  increased 
enough  to  take  care  of  all  the  problems.  This  year,  with  your 
help,  a  much  larger  drainage  program  will  be  undertaken. 
Despite  this  fact,  1547  feet  of  drainage  systems  were  installed 
and  28  new  catch  basins  were  built  and  1500  old  basins  were 
repaired  where  necessary  and  cleaned  twice  a  year. 

Nearly  600  gallons  of  traffic  white  paint  were  used  for  our 
white  lines  which  was  not  adequate  as  there  were  many  streets 
that  should  have  been  painted,  but  were  not  due  to  the  lack  of 
funds. 

I  feel  that  our  snow  removal  and  ice  control  program  is 
one  of  the  most  adequate  of  any  in  the  surrounding  towns  at  a 
cost  which  is  comparatively  low. 

During  the  month  of  July  1961,  in  co-operation  with  the 
Massachusetts  Highway  Association  and  the  University  of 
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Massachusetts,  a  two  day  course  was  set  up  for  all  highway 
officials  throughout  the  state.  I  attended  this  course  and  felt 
that  it  was  very  worthwhile  although  the  time  was  limited  to 
absorb  so  many  new  ideas  and  methods.  It  is  our  hope  during 
1962  that  this  course  will  continue  for  at  least  five  days. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  citizens  of  Scituate 
and  all  Town  Departments  for  their  fine  co-operation  during 
1961.

Gentlemen ; 

I  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Fire  Department  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1961. 

The  department  responded  to  a  total  of  793  fire  and 
emergency  calls.  Of  these,  48  were  audible  alarms  and  177 
first  aid  emergency  calls.  The  fire  calls  were,  for  the  most 
part,  easily  handled  with  only  9  of  serious  proportions. 

The  fire  alarm  switch-board  is  inadequate  for  the  addition 
of  the  many  boxes  which  should  be  installed  in  the  various 
newly  developed  subdivisions.  This  is  a  very  serious  problem 
and  leaves  these  areas  inadequately  protected,  prompt  notifi¬ 
cation  being  of  great  value  in  all  emergencies. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  co¬ 
operation  of  the  citizens  and  the  several  officers  and  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  town.

SCITUATE  LIBRARY  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

SUMMARY : 

This  report  on  the  libraries  of  Scituate  completes  the 
study  by  a  Committee  appointed  by  the  Town  Moderator  in 
accordance  with  a  resolution  of  the  March  1960  Town  Meeting. 
The  Committee,  composed  of  laymen  and  professional  librari¬ 
ans,  used  the  services  of  Dr.  Keyes  D.  Metcalf  of  Belmont, 
Mass.,  internationally  known  library  consultant.  It  is  sug¬ 
gested  that  reference  be  made  to  the  earlier  report  of  the 
Committee  and  the  prior  report  of  Dr.  Metcalf. 

The  two  Scituate  libraries  are  operated  as  separate 
organizations  by  the  Allen  Library  Association  and  the  North 
Scituate  Library  Association.  The  procedures  of  each  are  in 
accordance  with  general  library  practice.  Collections  are 
being  developed  to  serve  the  needs  of  a  growing  community. 
The  Committee,  after  considering  the  public  and  school  libra¬ 
ries  with  respect  to  service,  administration,  book  distribution, 
and  plant,  has  reached  the  following  conclusions. 

a.  An  early  merger  of  the  Allen  Library  Association  and 
the  North  Scituate  Library  Association  (Peirce  Me¬ 
morial  Library)  is  desirable  for  more  effective  current 
use  of  library  facilities  and  for  coping  with  the  de¬ 
veloping  demands  for  future  service. 

b.  School  libraries  should  be  developed  to  the  level  of 
recognized  professional  standards. 

c.  There  should  be  prompt  coordination  of  the  activity  of 
school  and  Town  libraries  within  the  sphere  of  student 
interest. 

GENERAL  REPORT: 

Scituate  as  a  small  seaside  village  was  fortunate  to  have 
men  like  Silas  Peirce  and  George  Allen  enrich  it  with  library 
buildings.  Since  1895  the  North  Scituate  Library  Association 
and  since  1911  the  Allen  Library  Association  have  managed 
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their  respective  collections  in  the  spirit  of  their  benefactors. 
In  recent  years  there  has  been  a  phenomenal  increase  in  the 
use  of  the  library  facilities.  From  1950  through  1961  the 
population  of  Scituate  grew  from  5990  residents  to  11550 
practically  doubling  while  combined  annual  circulation  at 
the  libraries  jumped  from  35,700  withdrawals  to  138,000 
nearly  quadrupling.  The  probability  of  similar  future  growth 
requires  present  consideration.  Libraries  must  house  people 
as  well  as  books.  There  are  times  when  students  work  shoul¬ 
der  to  shoulder  in  reading  rooms.  The  pressure  for  space  in 
both  public  libraries  has  forced  the  working  staffs  into  quarters 
that  should  be  enlarged. 

The  Committe  did  not  attempt  to  analyze  minutely  the 
quality  of  the  book  collections  but  examination  showed  a 
program  that  has  upgraded  the  collections  considerably  in 
recent  years. 

Although  Dr.  Metcalf  has  recommended  that  the  Town 
should  officially  take  over  a  merged  library  operation,  the 
Committee  does  not  believe  that  the  Town  would  gain  anything 
by  this  action  in  the  foreseeable  future.  Merger  will  provide 
better  library  service  than  now  for  the  tax  dollar  spent  and 
merger  should  defer  for  awhile  the  need  for  a  major  expansion 
of  facilities.  There  would  be  a  better  physical  distribution  of 
books.  The  early  completion  of  the  recataloging  and  classify¬ 
ing  of  the  Peirce  collection  which  is  now  approximately  one 
third  done  would  make  possible  a  union  catalog  for  all  collec¬ 
tions  and  a  free  interchange  of  books  between  libraries.  A 
merger  is  not  expected  to  create  substantial  savings  in 
operational  costs  but  some  duplications  would  be  eliminated. 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  Town  has  created  an  unprece¬ 
dented  increase  in  school  population.  Libraries  in  elementary 
schools  have  been  converted  to  class  room  use  and  book 
collections  penalized.  The  separation  of  the  Junior  and  Senior 
High  School  classes  into  different  buildings  and  the  division 
of  the  library  books  between  them  has  weakened  a  previously 
inadequate  collection.  Primarily,  this  resulted  from  failure  to 
provide  funds  for  books  in  the  new  High  School  library.  Such

an  oversight  should  be  guarded  against  in  planning  future 
school  buildings.  The  school  libraries  must  be  properly  de¬ 
veloped  in  accordance  with  the  needs  of  the  curriculum.  The 
elementary  school  libraries  should  be  restored  and  properly 
stocked  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  Libraries  are  a  tool  of 
the  educational  system.  Books  are  like  a  food  for  the  pupils. 

The  overlapping  functions  of  school  and  public  libraries 
could  be  coordinated  better  through  administrative  action. 
This  is  applicable  to  the  procurement  of  certain  books  and  to 
school  assignments  requiring  the  use  of  public  library  facili¬ 
ties.  The  Library  Committee  recommends  that  the  School 
Committee  be  represented  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
proposed  merged  library  association.  In  addition,  periodic 
meetings  of  the  school  and  town  librarians  are  recommended 
for  effecting  maximum  coordination. 

Finally  there  are  several  fundamental  principles  that 
should  be  noted  in  the  interest  of  the  community. 

It  is  important  to  have  a  sound  budget  for  a  successful 
library  operation. 

It  is  important  to  have  sound  evaluation  of  library  em¬ 
ployees  and  their  salaries  if  we  are  to  attract  and  hold  qualified 
personnel. 

It  is  important  to  have  sound  consideration  of  location  and 
space  requirements  for  future  school  libraries. 

It  is  important  to  have  sound  planning  for  future  library 
building  needs  in  the  long  range  capital  outlay  program  of  the 
Town.  The  current  guide  prepared  for  Scituate  by  Allen 
Benjamin,  Town  Planning  Consultant,  does  not  mention  libra¬ 
ries. 


George  Allen  and  Silas  Peirce  would  be  pleased  to  learn 
that  the  libraries  they  nurtured  are  used  more  by  fellow 
townsmen  than  are  the  libraries  of  many  comparable  com¬ 
munities.  Today,  the  book  circulation  of  our  libraries  repre¬ 
sents  sixteen  books  per  year  for  every  resident  of  the  Town 
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beyond  kindergarden  age.  This  speaks  well  for  the  libraries 
and  for  the  residents  of  Scituate. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  have  enjoyed  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  analyze  the  library  needs  of  Scituate.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  study  will  create  a  better  understanding  of  the  basic 
elements  that  can  improve  our  libraries  and  that  the  recom¬ 
mendations  will  be  given  thoughtful  consideration  by  all  who 
in  one  way  or  another  control  the  future  of  the  Scituate 
libraries.

REPORT  OF  THE 

ALLEN  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY  ASSOCIATION 

Board  of  Selectmen 
Scituate,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

On  August  29,  1961,  Mrs.  Andrew  S.  Finnie  our  esteemed 
librarian  for  the  past  decade  retired  from  the  service  of  the 
town.  The  present  excellent  state  of  the  Allen  Memorial 
Library  is  a  memorial  to  her  years  of  devoted  service. 

Mrs.  Finnie’s  successor  as  head  librarian  is  Mrs.  Ralph 
D.  Sanborn  who  brings  to  our  library  valuable  experience 

gained  in  larger  libraries  in  the  towns  of  Weymouth  and 
Arlington.  We  feel  confident  that  she  will  continue  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  our  library  in  the  new  directions  which  are  indi¬ 
cated  by  the  rapidly  increasing  population  of  our  town  and  the 
demands  for  a  broadening  of  library  service.  The  circulation 
of  books  in  1961  topped  the  100,000  mark,  and  there  has  been 
a  corresponding  increase  in  the  demand  for  personal  reference 
service. 

The  lack  of  adequate  reading  room  and  staff  work  space 
has  continued  to  be  acute  during  the  past  year,  but  we  are 
making  no  recommendations  for  action  on  this  problem  pend¬ 
ing  the  completion  of  the  study  of  the  Moderator’s  committee 
on  the  town  libraries. 

Toward  the  end  of  1961  circumstances  made  it  necessary 
for  us  to  reduce  our  hours  of  service.  Our  experience  at  this 
time  seems  to  indicate  that  the  varied  groups  of  library  users 
in  the  town  expect  and  appreciate  having  access  to  the  library 
over  an  extended  period  of  the  day  and  continuously  through¬ 
out  the  week.  The  needs  of  our  growing  town  for  library 
service  are  such  that  we  can  no  longer  contemplate  a  return  to 
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minimal  hours  or  a  reduction  in  services  currently  provided. 
We  wish  to  thank  the  many  persons  who  generously  volun¬ 
teered  their  services  in  this  emergency  thus  enabling  us  to 
minimize  the  curtailment  of  library  service.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Peirce  Memorial  Library  submit  this 
annual  report  for  the  year  1961. 

The  work  of  recataloguing  the  books  of  the  library  to  the 
Dewey  Decimal  Classification  got  under  way  at  the  end  of 
June,  and  Miss  Woodward,  a  professional  cataloguer,  and  her 
assistant  made  a  great  deal  of  progress.  Mrs.  Ladd,  of  our 
own  staff,  who  had  taken  an  Extension  Course,  continued  the 
work  in  the  fall  with  some  guidance  from  Miss  Woodward. 
The  work  is  making  good  progress  and  gives  us  hope  to  have  it 
finished  next  year. 

Mrs.  Fletcher  has  inaugurated  many  changes  to  make  the 
library  of  more  value  to  more  people,  and  the  circulation  figures 
reflect  her  efforts.  In  1960,  we  circulated  28,129  books;  in 
1961,  we  circulated  36,408  books. 

The  Reference  Room  is  filled  to  capacity  much  of  the  time 
in  the  afternoon  after  school  and  in  the  evening,  by  students. 

We  are  still  in  need  of  a  work  room,  to  serve  also  as  a  staff 
room  for  lunch  periods ;  at  present  we  use  the  Reference  Room 
for  both  purposes.  The  cataloguing  and  processing  of  new 
books,  re-cataloguing  and  reconditioning  of  old  books,  and 
typing,  pasting,  filing  of  these  takes  space  much  needed  by  the 
students. 

This  year  we  were  saddened  by  the  loss  of  Miss  Madeleine 
Ellis,  long  a  faithful  worker  and  member  of  the  Association. 

Mrs.  Fletcher  and  her  staff  are  always  ready  to  help  any¬ 
one  in  need  of  reference  material  or  a  book  for  a  relaxing  hour. 
We  cordially  invite  you  to  use  the  Peirce  Memorial  Library.

PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  AID  TO  AGRICULTURE 

(Plymouth  County  Extension  Service) 

by 

ROBERT  B.  EWING,  County  Agent-Manager 

The  Cooperative  Agricultural  Extension  Service  was 
established  in  1914,  when  Congress  passed  the  Smith-Lever 
Act.  The  question  heard  so  many  times  since  then  is  “What  is 
the  Extension  Service,  and  what  does  it  do?” 

The  answer  to  that  question  is  clearly  defined  in  the  Act 
passed  by  Congress  which  states,  in  part,  that  the  Extension 
Service  shall  —  “aid  in  diffusing  among  the  people  of  the 
United  States  useful  and  practical  information  on  subjects 
relating  to  Agriculture  and  Home  Economics,  and  to  en¬ 
courage  the  application  of  the  same”. 

Each  year  agreements  are  written  between  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  University  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  and  Plymouth  County.  The  Federal,  State  and 
County  governments  cooperate  in  furnishing  this  service  to 
the  citizens  of  Plymouth  County.  Thus  the  name  “Coopera¬ 
tive”  Extension  Service.  Since  the  Plymouth  County  Exten¬ 
sion  Service  was  organized  and  established  in  1915,  informa¬ 
tion  pertaining  to  Agriculture,  Home  Economics  education, 
4-H  Club  Work,  has  been  given  free  to  all  citizens  of  Plymouth 
County.  •  The  Extension  Service  has  always  been  known  as  the 
“educational  arm”  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri¬ 
culture. 

The  Extension  Service  office  is  located  in  the  Court  House, 
Brockton  and  is  staffed  by  agents  who  conduct  programs  in 
Agriculture,  Home  Economics  and  4-H  Club  Work  by  furnish¬ 
ing  educational  information  through  farm  and  home  visits, 
letters,  newspaper  articles,  radio  talks,  meetings,  office  visits. 
The  basic  job  of  the  Extension  Service  has  always  been  the 
same  and  that  is  “to  aid  in  diffusing  among  the  people  of 
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Plymouth  County,  useful  and  practical  information  on  subjects 
relating  to  Agriculture  and  Home  Economics”. 

Funds  for  conducting  the  Plymouth  County  Extension 
Service  are  derived  from  three  sources:  Federal,  State  and 
County  Governments.  Along  with  these  funds,  most  towns  in 
Plymouth  County  make  an  annual  appropriation  which  is  used 
for  the  general  expenditures  of  the  Plymouth  County  Exten¬ 
sion  Service.  Town  Directors  are  appointed  in  those  towns 
where  an  appropriation  is  made.  These  Town  Directors  are 
unpaid  volunteer  leaders  who  serve  as  the  Extension  Service 
representative  in  their  respective  towns. 

For  the  commercial  and  part-time  farmers,  information  is 
available  in  the  following:  agronomy,  farm  management, 
insect  and  disease  control,  marketing,  production,  rodent 
control  and  weed  control. 

For  the  home  owners  information  is  available  in  the 
following:  Growing  Vegetables,  Flowers  and  Shrubs:  insect 
and  disease  control :  also  information  on  lawns  and  household 
insects. 

For  the  housewife  and  homemaker  information  and  pro¬ 
grams  are  available  in  the  following  subjects:  Consumer  edu¬ 
cation,  home  management,  homemaking  skills,  and  leadership 
development. 


4-H  Club  Work  is  a  youth  program  and  is  available 
to  any  boy  or  girl  between  the  ages  of  10  and  21.  These  young 
people  are  organized  in  agricultural  and  home  economics  clubs 
of  all  kinds. 

Requests  for  information  in  agriculture,  home  economics 
or  4-II  Club  Work  should  be  directed  to  the  Plymouth  County 
Extension  Service,  Court  House,  Brockton. 

While  the  Extension  Service  furnishes  information,  it  is 
up  to  the  individual  who  receives  this  information  to  make  the 
decision  as  to  how  it  can  be  used  to  the  best  advantage. 
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Many  Plymouth  County  citizens  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  each  year  to  secure  this  free  help  and  information 
pertaining  to  the  home,  home  grounds,  4-H  Club  Work  and 
agriculture.  As  the  Extension  Service  is  supported  by  the 
Federal,  State  and  County  governments,  all  citizens  should 
make  full  use  of  their  Extension  Service.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Scituate,  Mass. 

Your  newly  formed  Conservation  Commission  held  its 
organizational  meeting  on  April  12,  1961.  It  was  the  opinion 
of  the  commissioners  that  there  were  two  area  projects  that 
required  the  immediate  attention  of  the  Commission;  these 
were  the  North  River  Valley  and  the  Hingham  Ammunition 
Depot. 

In  may  the  Conservation  Commissions  of  Marshfield, 
Hanover,  Pembroke  and  Norwell  were  invited  to  attend  a 
meeting  sponsored  by  the  Scituate  Conservation  Commission 
to  hear  Prof.  William  Vinal  speak  on  the  North  River.  From 
this  initial  meeting  the  idea  of  the  North  River  Valley  Conser¬ 
vation  Group  was  conceived. 

The  Scituate  Conservation  Commission  is  proud  of  the 
instrumental  part  it  played  in  co-ordinating  the  North  River 
Valley  Towns  for  the  preservation  and  protection  of  the 
river  and  marshes.  The  unification  of  the  Conservation  Com¬ 
missions  is  ample  demonstration  of  the  interest  in  the  North 
River,  and  evidence  of  the  desire  of  all  the  Towns  along  the 
river  “to  keep  the  river  blue  and  the  valley  green”. 

Your  Commission  would  also  like  to  report  that  the 
Conservation  Commissions  of  the  Towns  of  Hingham,  Norwell, 
Cohasset  and  Scituate  are  working  in  co-operation  for  the 
acquisition  of  the  Hingham  Naval  Ammunition  Depot.  Scitu¬ 
ate  is  fortunate  in  having  104  acres  of  woodland,  which  has 
not  been  developed  by  the  Navy  for  ammunition  magazines, 
that  would  make  an  ideal  out-door  recreation  and  conservation 
preserve.  The  members  of  your  Commission  feel  that  if  the 
Town  could  acquire  this  land  by  gift,  or  at  minimum  market 
price  with  Federal  and  State  assistance,  the  time  and  effort  put 
into  this  project  will  be  well  expended. 
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The  Navy  contemplates  releasing  the  land  to  the  General 
Services  Administration  in  mid-1962,  and  the  Conservation 
Commission  anticipates  having  definite  plans  for  acquisition 
available  for  Town  Meeting  1963. 

It  is  with  regret  that  your  Commission  reports  that  the 
sudden  and  unfortunate  death  of  Miss  Madeline  Ellis  termin¬ 
ated  negotiations  undertaken  wherein  Miss  Ellis  contemplated 
a  gift  of  a  portion  of  her  land  to  the  Town  of  Scituate  for 

conservation  purposes.  At  an  appropriate  time  the  Commission 
will  take  up  this  matter  with  the  heirs,  and  if  it  meets  their 
wishes  and  your  approval,  it  is  hoped  that  a  park  or  conserva¬ 
tion  area  dedicated  to  her  memory  may  be  established. 

Your  Conservation  Commission  is  extremely  interested  in 
acquiring  suitable  land  for  conservation  and  would  like  to 
remind  you  that  land  gifts  to  the  Commission  by  deed,  lease, 
easement  or  devise  have  certain  tax  advantages  to  the  donor 
or  his  estate. 

There  is  feeling  among  the  Commission  that  membership 
should  be  expanded  to  the  statuatory  maximum  of  seven  mem¬ 
bers  but  we  should  wait  until  we  have  had  another  year  of 
experience  before  we  request  any  changes. 

Your  Conservation  Commission  had  had  thirteen  meetings, 
and  has  had  representative  attendance  at  five  regional  meet¬ 
ings  and  two  state  wide  conferences. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  for  the  assistance  given  to  us  by 
Hank  Foster,  the  Commissioner  of  Natural  Resources,  and 
Egbert  Hans  and  Robert  Yassi,  his  assistants,  and  our  own 
Town  Officials  and  Departments. 

We  have  accomplished  the  above  within  our  1961  budget 
of  $300.00  and  our  request  for  appropriations  for  1962  will 
remain  the  same. 
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This  year  has  been  a  busy  one,  important  ground-work  has 
been  established,  but  there  is  still  more  work  to  be  done.  We 
need  and  want  your  support  in  helping  us  preserve  the  in¬ 
tangible  assets  that  nature  has  abundantly  provided  for  our 
community.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
TOWN  COUNSEL 


Board  of  Selectmen 
Scituate,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen : 

Rather  than  merely  review  the  details  of  my  activity  as 
Town  Counsel,  I  will  attempt  to  state  the  general  function  of 
the  office  and  the  principles  which  govern  my  operation  of  it 
with  some  specific  examples. 

Our  By-Law  states  that  “The  duties  of  the  Town  Counsel 
shall  be  to  advise  and  serve  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  all  other 
Boards,  Departments  and  Officials  of  the  Town  in  any  and  all 
legal  problems  in  cases  arising  in  the  conduct  of  their  respective 
offices  as  they  may  deem  necessary”,  (emphasis  supplied).  It 
is  also  the  generally  accepted  practice,  which  I  have  followed, 
to  represent  the  interests  of  the  Town  as  a  whole  in  its  corporate 
capacity,  as  when  the  Town  is  sued  for  land  damages  or  personal 
injury  arising  out  of  a  street  defect. 

In  between  Town  Meetings  and  elections,  the  actions  of 
duly  elected  public  officials  must  be  taken  as  the  only  legiti¬ 
mately  ascertainable  voice  of  the  Town.  Certainly  this  or  that 
group  of  a  dozen  or  forty  people  who  may  be  making  the  loudest 
outcry  at  a  given  moment  cannot  make  this  claim,  even  though 
their  complaints  arouse  sympathy  and  have  support  in  the  local 
press.  The  Supreme  Judicial  Court  has  said  that  the  actions 
of  public  boards  and  officers  are  presumed  to  be  correct  and 
valid  and  their  discretion  concerning  the  subject  matter  com¬ 
mitted  to  them  by  law  is  wide.  Their  actions  therefore  are  en¬ 
titled  to  the  highest  degree  of  legal  protection.  Any  person 
seeking  to  overturn  their  decisions  has  the  burden  of  seeking 
timely  legal  advice  and  taking  the  correct  procedural  steps 
required  by  law. 

The  duty  of  the  Town  Counsel,  like  that  of  any  other 
lawyer,  is  threefold : 

1.  To  advise  and  represent  his  clients,  the  Town  Boards 
and  Officers,  and  to  utilize  every  proper  legal  procedure 
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to  assist  them  to  accomplish  their  goals.  (It  is  im¬ 
portant  to  note  that  his  personal  judgment  of  their 
goals  is  not  relevant,  since  his  function  is  not  to  make 
policy,  except  as  it  affects  the  legal  aspects  of  the  case, 
but  to  assist  in  carrying  it  out) . 

2.  To  the  Courts,  to  facilitate  the  administration  of  the 
law,  to  promote  the  rule  of  law  and  to  avoid  any  mis¬ 
representation  of  law  or  fact  in  the  trial  of  cases. 

3.  To  himself,  not  to  violate  his  professional  judgment 
and  to  protect  his  professional  reputation. 

During  the  last  year,  I  was  called  upon  to  act  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing  in  the  following  litigation: 

Mulqueeney  vs.  Town  of  Scituate 
Street  defect.  Pending. 

Smith  vs.  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals 

Alleged  zoning  violation.  Settlement  by  consent  de¬ 
cree  that  no  violation  exists. 

Hughes  vs.  Town  of  Scituate 
Water  damage.  Pending. 

Shore  vs.  Town  of  Scituate 
Street  defect.  Settled. 

Driscoll  vs.  Sexton 

Petition  for  writ  of  mandamus  against  the  Building 
Inspector.  Pending. 

Ledgewood  Estates,  Inc.  vs.  Planning  Board 

Appeal  under  Subdivision  Control  Law.  Pending. 

Town  of  Scituate  vs.  Winchester  et  al 

Bill  in  Equity  to  enjoin  construction  within  the  street 
layout. 

There  were  additional  small  claims  which  were  settled 
without  legal  action  and  also  a  pending  action  to  foreclose  a 
lien  on  property  belonging  to  the  estate  of  a  former  welfare 
recipient. 
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A  case  involving  a  difficult  application  of  the  above  stated 
principles  arose  in  a  zoning  appeal  concerning  a  new  two  family 
house  in  Zone  A-2.  A  variance  was  granted  by  the  Zoning  Board 
of  Appeals  and  an  appeal  was  subsequently  taken  to  the  Su¬ 
perior  Court  and  ultimately  to  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court.  My 
duty  was  to  make  every  possible  argument  in  support  of  the 
variance  for  which  I  could  find  any  authority  at  all.  I  could  find 
none.  I  therefore  declined  to  represent  the  Board  of  Appeals 
and  took  no  part  in  the  trial  or  subsequent  argument  of  the  case. 
My  position  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  If  the 
Selectmen  had  insisted  that  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  be 
represented,  I  would  have  had  to  resign.  The  case  was  fully 
argued  by  counsel  for  the  applicants  and  counsel  for  the  ob¬ 
jectors  and  the  variance  was  held  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
to  be  illegal  on  several  grounds.  Barnhart  vs.  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeals. 

Other  major  legal  matters  were  the  taking  of  land  for  the 
new  Hatherly  School  and  the  acquisition  of  a  public  easement 
at  North  Scituate  Beach  after  long  negotiation.  An  action  for 
land  damages  for  the  school  site  is  contemplated.  Drainage 
easements,  foreshore  protection  easements  and  street  takings 
also  added  to  the  year’s  work  load,  as  did  consideration  of  mat¬ 
ters  under  the  liquor  licensing  law  and  the  law  relating  to  the 
control  of  dogs.  I  also  considered  at  length  the  internal  admin¬ 
istration  of  the  Town  as  a  result  of  the  Evans  Report  and  at 
the  request  of  the  Selectmen  drafted  legislation  authorizing 
the  Town  to  establish  the  office  of  comptroller.

325th  ANNIVERSARY  COMMITTEE

Gentlemen : 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  on  the  activities  of  the  325th 
Anniversary  Committee.  At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men,  this  committee  was  set  up  by  the  Scituate  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  Weekly  meetings  were  scheduled  early  in  February 
and  held  in  the  Directors’  Room  of  the  Scituate  Federal  Savings 
and  Loan  Co.  Volunteers  came  from  all  parts  of  town  to  help 
make  plans  for  the  celebration  of  this  anniversary.  Many  clubs 
and  organizations  tied  in  their  events  with  our  theme  and 
started  as  early  as  June.  Scituate  Founders  Week,  July  8th  to 
15th  highlighted  our  celebration.  The  clergy  of  the  various 
churches  were  asked  to  make  appropriate  references  to  the 
Anniversary  on  Sunday,  June  9th. 

On  June  10th,  the  Parents  Teachers  Association  sponsored 
a  pageant  at  Central  Elementary  School  with  grade  school 
pupils  performing  “The  Story  of  Scituate”.  The  play  was  well 
attended. 

Blue  Water  Sailing  Club  held  their  races  of  Scituate  Har¬ 
bor  on  June  9th  and  10th.  Scituate  Boat  Club  and  Scituate 
Harbor  Yacht  Club  held  their  competitive  races  on  July  9th. 

Scituate  Arts  Festival  was  held  July  28,  29,  30  at  Central 
Elementary  School  Grounds. 

Barbershoppers  Program  was  held  July  14th  at  High 
School  Auditorium.  Proceeds  were  donated  to  help  defray 
Anniversary  expenses. 

On  Saturday,  July  15th  was  the  Founders  Day  Parade. 
The  parade  formed  at  Jericho  and  Hatherly  Roads,  proceeded 
along  Front  Street  and  First  Parish  Road.  There  were  six  bands 
and  eighteen  decorated  floats.

The  town  appropriated  $500.00  for  the  anniversary.  That, 
along  with  other  donations  and  funds  raised  by  the  Commit¬ 
tee  was  sufficient  to  pay  all  Anniversary  expenses.

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  Scituate  Civil  Defense 
Agency  for  the  year  1961 : 

During  the  period  there  has  been  three  Directors  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  namely:  Mr.  John  Schultz, 
January  through  August;  Mr.  George  Mitchell,  month  of  Sep¬ 
tember;  Mr.  Allen  E.  VonDette  from  16  October  to  the  end  of 
the  year. 

The  following  has  been  accomplished  during  the  period : 

( 1 )  One  person  graduated  from  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  School  in  Brooklyn,  N.Y.  in  Radiological 
subjects. 

(2)  One  person  graduated  from  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  School  in  Brooklyn,  N.Y.  in  Shelter  sub¬ 
jects. 

(3)  Three  persons  graduated  from  the  Mass.  C.D. 
School,  Topsfield,  Mass,  in  Home  Preparedness 
courses. 

(4)  One  person  graduated  from  the  Mass.  C.D. 
School,  Topsfield,  Mass,  in  Rescue  work. 

(5)  A  Survival  Plan  was  completed  in  accordance 
with  Federal,  and  State  Laws,  Regulations  and 
Directives  and  was  approved  by  the  Mass.  C.D. 
Agency  on  30  December,  1961. 

(6)  The  Town  of  Scituate  was  certified  as  being 
eligible  for  participation  in  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  Matching  Funds  Programs,  and  for 
Government  Surplus  Property  immediately 
after  the  Town’s  Plan  was  approved. 

(7)  A  reorganization  of  the  Communications  Sec¬ 
tion  under  the  Direction  of  Mr.  Arthur  Sylves-

ter  has  been  accomplished  and  a  training  pro¬ 
gram  is  being  instituted. 

(8)  There  were  two  general  meetings  held  in  the 
Town  of  Scituate  during  the  period,  one  for 
General  Civil  Defense  Subjects  and  the  second 
for  Medical  personnel,  active  and  non-active. 

(9)  A  survey  of  the  Town  of  Scituate  for  Warning 
Devices  was  conducted  by  Engineers  from  the 
Federal  Sign  and  Signal  Company  of  Boston, 
together  with  their  recommendations. 

(10)  A  survey  of  the  public  buildings  in  the  Town 
was  made  by  Engineers  from  the  GM  Construc¬ 
tion  Company  of  Waltham  with  regards  to  shel¬ 
ter  areas  together  with  estimated  costs. 

(11)  The  undersigned  has  attended  five  conferences 
on  Civil  Defense  matters  outside  the  Town  of 
Scituate,  two  with  members  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

(12)  A  budget  for  the  year  1962  has  been  carefully 
drawn  up  and  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  this 
budget  at  a  minimum  figure  for  the  coming 
year. 

While  “apathy”  has  been  the  way  of  life  in  the  past  with 
regards  to  a  Civil  Defense  Program  in  Scituate,  it  is  the  belief 
of  the  Director,  as  it  has  been  in  the  past,  that  the  words 
“Progress”  and  “Protection”  should  be  the  slogan  for  the 
coming  year. 

To  make  this  slogan  realistic,  it  is  up  to  You,  the  Citizens 
of  Scituate  to  insure  that  you  have  a  full-time  Civil  Defense 
Agency  operating  and  that  you  endeavor  to  find  spare  time  to 
give  the  Agency.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Scituate  for  the  period  from  May  24, 
1959  to  February  13,  1961,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a 
report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  William  Schwartz,  Assistant  Director 
of  Accounts.

Sir: 


In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Scituate  for  the 
period  from  May  24, 1959,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination, 
to  February  13,  1961,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of 
the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for 
the  Town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined, 
checked,  and  verified  by  comparison  with  the  books  of  the 
town  accountant  and  the  town  treasurer. 
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The  books  and  accounts  in  the  office  of  the  town  accountant 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were 
checked  with  the  records  of  the  departments  making  payments 
to  the  treasurer  and  with  the  treasurer’s  books,  while  the  pay¬ 
ments  were  checked  with  the  treasury  warrants  approved  by 
the  selectmen  and  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book.  The  appro¬ 
priations  and  transfers  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk’s 
records  of  town  meetings  and  the  reserve  fund  transfers  were 
checked  with  the  records  of  the  advisory  board. 

The  accountant’s  ledgers  were  analyzed,  the  necessary 
adjusting  entries  resulting  from  the  audit  of  the  several  depart¬ 
ments  were  made,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to 
this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of 
the  town  on  December  31,  1960. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Town  treasurer  were  exam¬ 
ined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with 
the  several  departmental  records  of  payments  to  the  treasurer, 
with  other  sources  from  which  the  town  received  money,  and 
with  the  accountant’s  books,  while  the  recorded  payments  were 
checked  with  the  approved  warrants  authorizing  the  disburse¬ 
ment  of  town  funds  and  with  the  accountant’s  books.  The  cash 
balance  on  February  13,  1961  was  proved  by  verification  of 
the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances 
with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  transactions  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the 
custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  verified,  the  savings  bank 
books  representing  the  investment  of  these  funds  being  exam¬ 
ined  and  listed. 

The  recorded  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and 
interest  were  checked  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with 
the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  for  Federal  and  State 
taxes,  the  county  retirement  system,  and  hospitalization  and 
group  insurance  were  examined  and  checked,  the  payments  to 
the  proper  agencies  being  verified. 
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The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the 
town  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  taxes  and 
water  liens  transferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were  compared 
with  the  tax  collector’s  books,  while  the  recorded  disclaimers, 
abatements,  and  foreclosures  were  verified.  The  redemptions 
and  sales  of  tax  possessions  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s 
recorded  receipts,  and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on 
hand  February  13,  1961,  were  listed,  reconciled  with  the  ac¬ 
countant’s  ledger,  and  checked  with  the  records  at  the  Registry 
of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  exam¬ 
ined  and  checked.  The  taxes,  excise,  assessments,  and  water 
liens  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination,  as 
well  as  all  subsequent  commitments,  were  audited  and  proved. 
The  recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the  payments  to 
the  treasurer,  the  recorded  abatements  were  proved  with  the 
assessors’  records  of  abatements  granted,  the  transfers  to  the 
tax  title  account  were  checked  with  the  records  of  tax  titles 
held  by  the  town,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
reconciled  with  the  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  commitments  of  departmental  and  water  accounts 
receivable  were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  collec¬ 
tions  were  proved  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the 
abatements  as  recorded  were  compared  with  the  departmental 
records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  controlling  ledger  accounts. 

The  outstanding  tax,  excise,  assessment,  departmental, 
and  water  accounts  were  further  verified  by  mailing  notices 
to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as 
owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indi¬ 
cating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

As  may  be  noted  from  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  out¬ 
standing  tax  and  excise  accounts  dating  back  to  1956.  It  is 
recommended  that  the  collector  make  a  determined  effort  to 
effect  a  prompt  settlement  of  all  delinquent  accounts. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  collections  on  account  of  dog  and  sporting 
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licenses,  as  well  as  of  miscellaneous  receipts,  were  verified  and 
compared  with  the  payments  to  the  State  and  to  the  Town 
treasurer. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  select¬ 
men,  and  the  building,  wire,  plumbing  and  sewerage  inspec¬ 
tors,  as  well  as  by  the  police,  and  health  departments,  were 
checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  who  are  required 
by  law  to  furnish  them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in 
proper  form. 

The  available  records  of  departmental  cash  collections  by 
the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  as  well  as  by  the  school 
department,  and  by  all  other  departments  in  which  money  was 
collected  for  the  town,  were  examined  and  checked.  The  pay¬ 
ments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified  and  the  cash  on  hand  in 
the  several  departments  was  proved  by  actual  count. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the 
balance  sheet,  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  treasurer’s 
and  the  collector’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  assess¬ 
ment,  tax  title,  tax  possession,  departmental,  and  water  ac¬ 
counts,  together  with  schedules  showing  the  condition  and 
transactions  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds. 

During  the  progress  of  the  audit  cooperation  was  received 
from  all  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

TOWN  ACCOUNTANT'S  REPORT 
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REGIONAL  SCHOOL  COMMITEE  REPORT 


REPORT  OF  THE  REGIONAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE  TO  MEMBER  TOWNS 

The  construction  of  the  vocational  high  school  building 
is  proceeding  on  schedule.  It  is  hoped  that  the  weather  will 
permit  pouring  of  the  roof  soon,  so  that  inside  work  can 
proceed  during  cold  and  bad  weather.  There  is  no  indication 
at  the  present  time  that  the  building  will  not  be  ready  for  oc¬ 
cupancy  in  September,  1962. 

Some  items  of  equipment  have  been  obtained  from  the 
Department  of  Defense  Machinery  Reserve.  These  items  have 
a  value  of  about  $50,000.00.  Bids  for  other  equipment  items 
will  be  advertised  as  soon  as  the  exact  nature  of  these  items 
and  the  surplus  property  items  are  known. 

Applications  for  Director  are  now  being  reviewed  and 
interviews  will  be  held  soon.  It  is  hoped  that  an  appointment 
will  be  made  before  March.  As  soon  as  the  Director  assumes 
his  duties,  pupils  applications  for  admission  and  applications 
for  instructorships  will  be  processed.  At  the  present  time  there 
are  indications  that  the  pupils  applications  will  exceed  the 
facilities  in  some  courses. 

Course  descriptions  and  applications  have  been  sent  to  the 
school  departments  of  all  member  towns  and  some  surrounding 
towns.  Treasurer’s  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1961  and  the  estimated  budget  for  the  year  1962  are  in 
the  hands  of  member  town  officials.

REPORT  OF  THE 
SCITUATE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

The  Scituate  School  Committee  realizes,  as  we  start 
another  year,  that  more  and  more  we  face  difficult  problems  in 
providing  for  the  education  of  our  students.  All  these  problems 
seem  to  be  more  or  less  directly  related  to  our  enormous 
population  growth. 

Our  large  numbers  of  children  force  us  to  plan  constantly 
for  new  school  buildings  or  additions  to  present  schools  simply 
to  provide  classroom  space. 

Along  with  new  buildings  our  pupils  require  additional 
teachers,  new  textbooks,  new  supplies,  new  educational  equip¬ 
ment  plus  additional  expenditures  to  maintain  and  operate 
the  schools. 

The  Committee  is  further  concerned  with  maintaining 
and  hopefully  raising  the  level  of  educational  opportunity  for 
each  student.  Good  teachers  we  have  and  good  teachers  we 
must  continue  to  hold.  Our  children  must  be  able  to  compete  in 
the  field  of  College  Entrance  and  also  in  the  world  of  industry. 

Our  problems  would  be  far  more  difficult  as  we  seek  the 
finest  schools  possible  for  the  Town  of  Scituate  but  for  the 
splendid  leadership  of  our  School  Administration.  We  are  most 
grateful  for  the  wonderful  assistance  provided  by  other  Town 
Officials,  the  Youth  Center,  the  PTA,  the  Scituate  Boosters 
Club,  the  Kiwanis  Club  and  the  many  other  organizations  and 
public-spirited  citizens  who  support  our  aims  with  scholar¬ 
ships,  activities,  and  enthusiasm. 
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We  are  very  proud  of  the  academic,  musical  and  athletic 
accomplishments  of  our  students.  As  parents  we  owe  much 
gratitude  to  the  dedication  and  devotion  of  the  teachers  of 
the  Scituate  Public  Schools.

SPECIAL  REPORT  BY  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
REGARDING  SCHOOL  SITES 

Those  of  you  who  read  this  section  of  the  Town  Report 
last  year  will  recall  that  it  was  devoted  largely  to  a  detailed 
description  of  the  history  of  school  construction  in  Scituate 
since  World  War  II  and  a  completely  revised  analysis  of 
expected  school  population  through  1965.  As  a  result  of  this 
projection  of  future  school  enrollment  it  was  predicted  that 
Scituate  will  need  two  additional  elementary  schools  by  1964, 
as  well  as  more  housing  space  for  the  secondary  schools  by 
1965.  The  first  portion  of  this  report,  therefore,  will  be  de¬ 
voted  to  a  discussion  of  that  enrollment  projection,  in  light 
of  the  present  actual  student  population,  to  see  how  accurate 
the  prediction  proved  to  be  and  what  revision  the  new  figures 
may  dictate. 
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1.  The  enrollment  projection  made  a  year  ago  can  now 
be  compared  with  the  actual  figures  of  October  1961.  They 
are  as  follows :

While  this  would  seem  to  be  a  rather  respectable  result,  pre¬ 
dicting  growth  in  Scituate  is  a  tricky  business.  Within  those 
figures  is  a  sizeable  error.  The  projection  for  grade  1,  which 
had  grown  during  five  years  from  210  to  242  to  258  to  316  to 
320  was  calculated  to  be  355  this  year.  The  actual  result:  391! 

The  1961  figures  have  now  been  added  to  (and  the  1956 
figures  removed  from)  the  five  year  experience  tabulation  and 
a  new  projection,  revised  somewhat  upward  and  carrying 
through  1966,  has  been  prepared.  This  indicates  the  need  for 
a  third  new  elementary  school  by  1966.  Also,  it  suggests  that 
the  additional  housing  for  the  junior  high  grades  should  take 
the  form  of  a  wing  on  the  new  high  school  in  1965,  to  permit 
the  ninth  grade  to  be  retained  in  that  building,  where  it  is  now. 

Again  next  October  the  1962  enrollment,  with  its  grade 
to  grade  growths,  will  be  tabulated,  the  results  inserted  in  the 
five  year  experience  figures  in  place  of  those  of  the  oldest 
year  and  a  new  enrollment  projection  through  1967  prepared. 
By  doing  this  regularly  the  town  will  be  able  to  determine 
realistically  each  year  its  school  housing  obligations  for  five 
years  ahead. 

2.  In  last  year’s  report  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  School 
Committee  recognized  the  wisdom  of  the  suggestion  by  the 
Planning  Board  that  sites  for  all  future  schools  be  obtained  as 
quickly  as  possible,  while  appropriate  land  was  still  available. 
Accordingly,  the  Committee  revived  in  September  the  informal 
Site  Committee  which  was  described  in  the  1960  Report.  Its 
first  steps  were  to  bring  up  to  date  all  figures  used  a  year  ago 
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and  to  review  the  Planning  Board’s  latest  ideas  and  estimates 
of  the  town’s  growth. 

The  next  step  was  to  attempt  a  master  plan  for  Scituate’s 
schools  when  it  reaches  maximum  population,  estimated  by 
the  Benjamin  Report  to  be  about  31,000.  This  report  had  di¬ 
vided  the  town  into  eight  parts  (without  counting  Humarock) , 
with  maximum  potential  population  estimated  for  each.  By 
using  these  it  is  possible  to  estimate  how  many  elementary 
school  children  each  may  eventually  contain  and  how  many 
elementary  schools  will  be  required.  The  result  is  as  follows :

Note  that  it  has  been  assumed  that  25%  of  the  town’s  popula¬ 
tion  will  be  in  the  public  schools.  This  is  high  for  a  mature 
town  but  lower  than  the  present  proportion  of  over  26%. 
Also,  there  are  people  highly  knowledgeable  about  Scituate  who 
believe  that  31,000  will  prove  to  be  conservative  as  an  estimate 
of  maximum  population.  Thus,  25  %  hedges  against  that 
possibility. 

Note,  too,  that  it  has  been  assumed  that  the  population 
in  the  elementary  schools  will  be  about  55%  of  total  enroll¬ 
ment.  Presently,  due  to  the  town’s  rapid  and  steady  growth, 
the  figure  is  over  60%  but  it  should  decline  as  the  town  matures. 
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A  540  student  school  is  defined  as  one  having  the  equiva¬ 
lent  of  18  thirty-student  classrooms,  plus  kindergarten  rooms, 
probably  as  large  as  an  elementary  school  should  be.  The 
Central  is  such  a  school  and  the  new  Hatherly  has  been  so 
designed.  Jenkins  and  Wampatuck  are  smaller.  Thus,  for  our 
purposes  here,  the  first  two  are  1.00  school  each,  the  other 
two  are  .83  of  a  school. 

At  present,  then,  the  table  shows  that  Section  V  (the 
Center)  has  its  one  school  and,  when  the  new  Hatherly  School 
is  built,  Section  VII  (bounded  by  the  ocean,  Mushquashicut 
Pond,  the  railroad  tracks  on  the  west  and  Jericho  Road  on 
the  south)  will  have  its  proper  quota.  This  leaves  one  standard 
school  each  needed  for  the  West  End,  the  Old  Oaken  Bucket- 
Greenbush  area  and  North  Scituate  village,  with  “fractions” 
of  a  school  needed  near  the  Harbor  and  in  Minot  (defined  as 
everything  from  Border  Street  east  and  Gannett  Road  north) . 

So  far  as  Minot  is  concerned,  this  presents  a  difficult 
problem  which  has  not  yet  been  resolved.  There  is  little  suitable 
land  there  and  the  large  amount  of  ledge  throughout  the  area 
is  apt  to  make  school  construction  rather  expensive.  The 
Harbor  area,  similarly,  has  little  or  no  land  available,  except 
for  a  piece  behind  Greenfield  Lane  near  Kent  Street,  now 
owned  by  the  town  and  presently  used  by  the  Highway  Depart¬ 
ment  as  a  gravel  pit.  If  this  eventually  proves  to  be  needed, 
when  its  present  use  is  exhausted,  the  problem  will  be  very 
simple,  since  we  already  own  it.  The  thinly  populated  West 
End,  of  course,  contains  a  large  amount  of  available  land  and 
it  is  our  opinion  that  action  in  this  area  can  be  deferred  for 
two  or  three  years. 

This  leaves  the  Old  Oaken  Bucket-Greenbush  area  and 
North  Scituate  village  to  be  considered  presently.  The  School 
Committee  recommends  that  a  site  be  purchased  in  each  area 
this  year.  Articles  for  them  have  been  inserted  in  the  warrant 
for  the  March  Town  Meeting.  One  of  them  (for  O.O.B.-Green- 
bush)  will  be  accompanied  by  an  Article  requesting  funds  for 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  1964  school,  which  means  that 
this  is  just  normal  timing,  to  fit  the  thirty  month  schedule 
for  school  construction. 
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The  second  article  represents  an  advance  purchase,  for 
a  sixth  elementary  school  at  North  Scituate,  by  current  esti¬ 
mates,  in  1966.  Please  note  that  this  parcel  is  largely  in  the 
20,000'  zone  portion  of  a  large  tract  of  land  now  in  the  estate 
of  its  deceased  owner,  which  portion  is  expected  to  be  sub¬ 
divided  promptly  into  house  lots.  This  probably  will  be  our 
only  opportunity  to  obtain  the  only  really  desirable  school  site 
in  the  North  Scituate  village  area.  By  another  year  it  is  likely 
to  be  gone  and  the  next  most  desirable  site  is  considerably  in¬ 
ferior  to  it,  in  size,  access  and  location. 

Finally,  Scituate  will  eventually  need  a  second  junior 
high  school,  probably  about  1970.  In  view  of  the  conclusions 
of  the  study  described  above,  the  School  Committe  has  decided 
that  it  would  best  be  located  on  the  additional  land  owned  by 
the  Town  behind  the  new  high  school.  There  are  several  reasons 
for  this  decision.  The  first  is  that  the  land  falls  within  Section 
V  and  the  Center  already  has  the  one  elementary  school  it  will 
need.  Second,  the  area  of  the  land  is  larger  than  is  necessary 
for  an  elementary  school.  Third,  its  topography  is  better  suited 
than  the  other  potential  sites  examined  by  the  Site  Committee 
for  the  more  extensive  playing  fields  required  by  a  junior  high 
school.  Fourth,  it  will  permit  helpful  integration  with  the 
playing  fields  of  the  high  school  (both  for  use  and  mainten¬ 
ance)  and  with  its  interior  educational  facilities.  Finally, 
though  we  shall  never  need  more  than  one  high  school,  its 
maximum  capacity  of  1,200  will  one  day  become  severely 
strained,  even  with  only  three  grades.  An  adjacent  building 
properly  designed,  particularly  with  adequate  gymnasium 
facilities,  can  provide  valuable  assistance  to  the  high  school. 

These  advantages  will  be  purchased  at  the  cost  of  one 
logistic  disadvantage,  a  minor  one,  in  the  view  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  ;  it  will  be  less  than  a  mile  from  the  present  junior  high 
school.  This  means  that  somewhat  more  students  will  be 
transported  over  somewhat  longer  distances  than  if,  let  us 
say,  the  second  building  were  placed  where  the  new  Hatherly 
school  is  to  be  built.  Even  so,  however,  by  grouping  the  three 
secondary  schools  the  busing  operation  may  well  be  more 
efficient.  Also,  many  profound  changes  are  beginning  to  take 
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place  in  the  patterns  of  education.  Most  of  them  tend  to  have 
the  effect  of  breaking  down  the  barriers  between  grades.  As 
a  conference  we  may  stand  to  gain  a  substantial  advantage 
educationally,  with  two  of  our  secondary  schools  cheek  by 
jowl,  the  third  just  up  the  road. 

The  members  of  the  Site  Committee  urge  their  fellow 
citizens  to  accept  the  two  Articles  in  the  warrant  for  school 
site  purchase.  With  those  behind  us  we  shall  then  need  to  make 
only  two  more  purchases,  one  in  the  West  End  and  one  in  or 
near  Minot,  at  which  time  we  shall  have  sufficient  land  for 
Scituate’s  entire  future  educational  needs.  Each  year  we  wait 
will  see  the  best  sites  covered  with  houses.  Each  year  we  wait 
will  see  the  remaining  sites  become  more  expensive  to  buy, 
more  expensive  to  build  on.  By  acting,  on  the  other  hand,  we 
shall  save  money  in  purchase  outlay  and  building  outlay,  we 
shall  have  land  where  schools  should  be  and  of  sufficient  size  to 
hold  both  the  buildings  themselves  and  some  of  the  recreational 
facilities  that  a  growing  town  needs  in  growing  quantities.

REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  second  annual  report 
to  the  Town  of  Scituate. 

As  one  reviews  the  events  of  the  last  decade  it  is  quite 
conceivable  that  this  period  will  be  considered  very  important 
in  the  history  of  public  education.  It  has  been  a  period  of  signi¬ 
ficant  educational  change. 

The  new  horizons  stretching  before  us  into  the  1970’s  will 
also  unfold  many  educational  innovations.  Some  of  these  newer 
ideas  in  teaching  methods,  materials,  school  building  plants 
and  longer  school  hours  are  already  in  practice  or  subject  to 
discussion  and  evaluation.  There  is  one  point  I  should  like  to 
make  clear,  however,  that  while  new  and  often  worthwhile

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ideas  and  changes  are  suggested  each  year  it  is  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  the  school  committee,  administration  and  teachers  to 
investigate  and  carefully  weigh  the  old  with  the  new. 

Our  primary  goal  at  all  times  must  be  based  upon  the  firm 
conviction  that  excellence  in  education  is  of  highest  priority 
in  our  society  today. 

We  must  face  the  fact  that  children  are  growing  up  in  a 
world  that  differs  radically  from  the  past.  The  tremendous 
expansion  of  knowledge  and  extraordinary  technological  de¬ 
velopments  are  changing  the  ways  of  man  everywhere.  As  a 
step  in  meeting  these  new  challenges,  school  curricula  are  now 
being  revised  and  expanded.  At  the  same  time  parents  and 
citizens  of  Scituate  are  showing  increasing  awareness  in  the 
school  plant  needs  at  both  the  elementary  and  secondary  school 
level.  A  careful  examination  of  the  School  Site  Report,  prepared 
by  the  School  Committee,  suggests  how  this  continuing  problem 
may  be  relieved. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  ACTIVITIES 

Our  three  elementary  schools  in  Scituate  continue  to  offer 
a  balanced  program  of  organized  experiences  for  all  children 
in  Kindergarten  through  grade  six.  The  common  learnings  in¬ 
clude  the  elementary  skills,  knowledges,  and  understandings  of 
language  arts,  mathematics,  social  studies,  science,  the  arts 
and  physical  well-being. 

This  is  the  second  year  of  French  in  the  elementary  grades. 
Scituate  at  this  point  compares  favorably  with  other  school 
systems  of  this  size.  The  TV  program,  “Parlons  Francais,” 
which  is  the  foundation  of  instruction  and  under  the  direction 
of  Mrs.  Hickok,  begins  in  the  fourth  grade.  When  it  reaches 
the  sixth  grade,  or  third  year  level,  the  classes  are  selected  with 
the  parents'  approval.  The  seventh  and  eighth  grade  classes  will 
combine  the  audio-visual  method  with  more  formalized  work 
in  preparation  for  continuity  in  the  high  school  courses. 

Of  special  value  to  the  success  of  the  program  is  the  co¬ 
operation  and  effort  of  our  fourth  and  fifth  grade  teachers  in 
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working  out  a  sound  follow-up  program  which  has  been  in¬ 
corporated  into  their  already  heavy  daily  schedule. 

It  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  all  three  elementary  schools 
are  operating  under  the  severe  handicap  of  crowded  facilities. 
Every  available  space  has  been  converted  to  classroom  use.  The 
libraries  and  playrooms  are  now  being  used  as  Kindergartens 
or  primary  grades.  All  of  the  sixth  grade  students  have  been 
transferred  from  their  respective  elementary  schools  and  are 
temporarily  housed  in  the  annex  of  the  Junior  High  School. 

It  is  only  by  careful  planning  that  the  School  Committee 
has  been  able  to  prevent  the  use  of  double  sessions  in  the  ele¬ 
mentary  schools.  It  is  imperative  that  the  new  Hatherly  School 
on  Ann  Vinal  Road  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  September,  1963. 

SECONDARY  SCHOOL  ACTIVITIES 

In  the  Junior  High  School  (grades  seven  and  eight)  the 
program  is  planned  to  meet  the  needs,  interests  and  abilities  of 
each  student.  In  an  attempt  to  accomplish  this  objective,  ability 
grouping  has  been  utilized.  Thus,  we  have  tried  to  place  each 
student  in  as  homogeneous  a  setting  as  is  possible.  This  type 
of  grouping  enables  the  teachers  to  provide  a  more  suitable 
program  for  each  pupil. 

This  year  Mrs.  Janice  Bush  has  been  assigned  as  the 
remedial  reading  instructor  in  the  Junior  High  School.  With 
her  full  time  services,  we  have  been  able  to  offer  help  to  more 
pupils. 

The  Junior  High  School  faculty  is  now  in  the  process  of 
reviewing  and  revising  the  curriculum  guides  which  they  use  as 
a  reference  in  planning  their  teaching  activities. 

This  year  three  school  buses  have  been  made  available  at 
3 :30  p.m.  for  those  pupils  in  the  Junior  High  School  who  wish 
to  remain  after  school  for  extra  help  in  various  subjects,  for 
make-up  work  due  to  absences,  and  to  participate  in  extra¬ 
curricula  activities.  Thus,  an  intra-mural  athletic  program  for 
boys  is  now  in  progress.  This  available  time  after  school  has 
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also  been  used  for  band  rehearsals,  glee  club  practice  and  other 
club  activities. 


Senior  High  School 

On  Friday,  February  10,  1961  grades  nine  through  twelve 
moved  out  of  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  on  First  Parish 
Road  to  the  new  Senior  High  School  at  606  Chief  Justice 
Cushing  Way. 

Many  students  and  faculty  members  regretted  leaving 
their  familiar  surroundings.  However,  within  a  short  time  they 
were  proud  and  appreciative  of  the  fine  educational  facilities 
in  the  new  high  school. 

The  English  department  is  constantly  reviewing  its  pro¬ 
gram  of  studies.  It  is  aware  of  the  pressure  from  many  direc¬ 
tions  to  upgrade  its  instruction  and  is  challenged  to  find  the 
best  means  for  meeting  the  individual  needs  of  all  students.  The 
goal  is  to  find  ways  to  challenge  the  very  bright  student,  to 
keep  the  average  child  working  to  his  capacity  and  to  provide 
additional  time  and  help  for  the  student  who  is  below  average. 

Last  year  the  English  department  offered,  on  a  voluntary 
basis,  a  seminar  to  students  who  were  eager  to  enrich  their 
reading  experience  on  a  mature  level.  Particular  consideration 
was  given  to  the  study  of  European  literature  with  emphasis 
on  Greek  and  Elizabethan  tragedy  in  relation  to  contemporary 
tragedy,  the  English  and  French  novel  of  the  nineteenth  cen¬ 
tury  and  the  essay  and  poetry  of  the  twentieth  century.  Stress 
was  placed  on  the  critical  approach  to  literature.  Beginning 
this  year  this  material  has  been  incorporated  in  all  of  the  col¬ 
lege  preparatory  sections  of  the  junior  and  senior  classes. 

The  high  school  provides  many  new  facilities  designed 
especially  for  science  activities  and  teaching.  Individual  work 
in  Physics  and  Chemistry  is  now  carried  out  in  separate  labora¬ 
tories  specifically  created  for  each  subject.  The  biology  rooms 
with  a  common  greenhouse  and  work  area  have  been  put  to 
extensive  use. 
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At  the  present  time,  courses  in  science  are  offered  each 
year  starting  in  grade  nine  with  General  Science.  In  the  tenth 
grade  Biology  is  offered,  Chemistry  in  the  eleventh  and  Physics 
in  the  twelfth. 

The  introduction  of  the  language  laboratory  into  many 
school  systems  has  created  the  necessity  for  reevaluating  pres¬ 
ent  methods  of  modern  foreign  language  instruction.  Because 
the  new  high  school  is  equipped  with  a  language  laboratory, 
our  teachers  are  aware  of  this  situation  and  are  alert  and  eager 
to  improve  their  teaching  techniques.  During  the  past  year  they 
have  attended  meetings  which  have  been  sponsored  by  the 
State  Department  of  Education.  These  courses  were  designed 
to  acquaint  the  teacher  with  the  electronic  equipment,  the 
various  methods  which  may  be  used  in  the  presentation  of  the 
language,  and  with  the  available  source  material. 

Because  of  the  emphasis  on  the  aural-oral  aspect,  the 
language  laboratory  is  an  important  feature  of  this  learning 
process.  Through  its  use  the  student  will  hear  not  only  voices 
(and  often  accents)  other  than  the  teacher’s  but  also  his  own 
voice  in  comparison  with  that  on  the  master  tape.  In  this  way 
he  can  correct  his  pronunciation  as  well  as  his  comprehension. 
The  language  laboratory  may  be  a  place  in  which  the  student 
will  overcome  his  timidity  of  speaking  the  new  tongue. 

The  teachers  in  the  Social  Studies  area  report  a  satisfying 
year.  This  is  directly  related  to  the  improved  classroom  facili¬ 
ties  and  reference  resources  which  have  been  provided  in  the 
new  high  school. 

This  year  the  high  school  has  been  honored  by  having  a 
member  of  the  Social  Studies  Department  chosen  as  a  Fulbright 
Exchange  Teacher.  Miss  Sally  Kennedy,  a  graduate  of  Swarth- 
more,  B.  A.  and  Boston  University,  M.  A.,  is  now  teaching  in 
England.  In  her  place  it  is  our  privilege  to  have  Miss  Gwyneth 
M.  Marston,  a  graduate  of  Oxford  University,  B.  A.,  M.  A.  Miss 
Marston  is  the  Assistant  School  Mistress  at  Croydon  Girls’ 
School,  Croydon,  England.  Her  presence  in  our  school  system 
has  been  a  rewarding  and  stimulating  experience  for  both  the 
students  in  her  classes  and  the  faculty  of  the  school. 
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TIME  OUT  FOR  SCHOOL  LUNCH 

Every  experience  in  a  child’s  life  should  contribute  to  his 
education  and  training.  Our  school  cafeterias  have  an  influence 
in  education  far  beyond  what  most  of  us  believe.  When  one  meal 
supplies  one-third  to  one-half  the  daily  nutritional  diet,  as  our 
school  lunch  does,  you  can  be  well-assured  that  it  “feeds”  the 
student.  But,  if  you  think  of  the  food  and  food  combinations 
that  the  student  learns  to  accept  and  enjoy,  and  the  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  teaching  health  habits,  manners  and  social  ex¬ 
periences — then  one  must  acknowledge  that  this  “time  out”  for 
school  lunch  means  “time  in”  for  education. 

Last  year  236,167  school  lunches  were  served  to  our  ele¬ 
mentary  students  which  was  52,412  more  than  the  previous 
year.  This  would  indicate  a  total  student  participation  of  ap¬ 
proximately  75%.  On  February  13,  1961,  when  our  new  High 
and  Junior  High  school  cafeterias  were  in  operation,  this  figure 
doubled  the  number  of  lunches  which  were  served  daily. 


PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

The  physical  education  program  has  been  adjusted  to  meet 
President  Kennedy’s  Fitness  Program.  The  emphasis  has  been 
placed  on  physical  conditioning  through  calisthenics  and 
muscle-strengthening  games  in  both  the  elementary  and  junior 
high  grades.  In  the  high  school  this  has  been  accomplished 
through  calisthenics,  weight  lifting,  rope  climbing,  use  of  the 
chinning  bar,  and  running.  The  program  is  hampered  in  the 
elementary  schools  because  some  of  the  playrooms  are  again 
being  used  for  classrooms. 

The  athletic  program  in  Scituate  has  been  highly  success¬ 
ful  during  the  past  year.  The  football  team  was  again  unde¬ 
feated  in  league  competition  with  an  8-0  record,  thereby  win¬ 
ning  the  Southeastern  Football  Conference  and  also  the  State 
Class  “C”  title.  The  baseball  team  won  the  South  Shore  League 
title  and  went  to  the  second  round  of  the  state  tournament.  The 
girls’  tennis  team  was  again  undefeated,  not  having  lost  a 
match  in  six  years.  The  girls’  basketball  team  was  co-champion 
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of  the  league.  The  boys'  tennis  team  was  co-champion  of  the 
South  Shore  Tennis  League.  The  number  one  player  on  the 
tennis  team,  Thomas  Bauer,  went  on  to  win  the  state  schoolboy 
championship  and  is  presently  rated  second  in  New  England 
for  his  age  group.  Other  outstanding  individual  performers 
were  Peter  Scott  who  won  the  state  880  championship  and  the 
New  England  880  championship,  and  Patrick  O’Donnell,  who 
won  the  state  mile  championship.  The  cross  country  team  won 
the  league  championship  with  a  7-0  record. 

The  cooperation  received  from  the  park,  highway,  police 
departments,  the  Scituate  Country  Club,  and  the  Hatherly 
Country  Club  was  of  great  help  in  making  the  athletic  program 
a  success. 


GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT 

An  adequate  program  of  testing  is  being  carried  on  with 
expensive  batteries  eliminated.  Academic  ability  tests  are  given 
in  grades  two,  five,  eight,  and  ten.  Achievement  tests  are  given 
at  the  end  of  each  grade.  The  Cooperative  and  California  tests 
are  given  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  schools,  the  Stanford 
tests  in  the  elementary  schools.  All  college  preparatory  juniors 
took  the  Preliminary  Scholastic  Aptitude  tests  (College  Board) 
in  October.  Juniors  also  took  the  regular  Scholastic  Aptitude 
tests  (College  Board)  in  March  and  the  Achievement  tests  in 
May.  Seniors  took  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  tests  in  December 
and  their  Achievement  tests  in  January.  The  General  Aptitude 
Testing  Battery  of  the  United  States  Employment  Service  was 
administered  to  seniors  who  do  not  plan  to  go  to  college  and 
wished  to  take  the  tests.  Stanford  Binet  and  Wechsler  Bellevue 
tests  are  given  individually  throughout  the  system  when  re¬ 
quested  by  a  principal  or  teacher. 

The  geographical  distribution  of  colleges  continues  to 
broaden  yearly  as  applications  to  the  competitive  colleges 
steadily  increase.  In  the  last  four  years  Scituate  has  had  stu¬ 
dents  enrolled  in  a  degree  program  at  over  ninety  different 
colleges.  These  include:  Archbishop  Cushing,  Bates,  Boston 
College,  Boston  University,  Bowling  Green,  Bowdoin,  Belmont 
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Abbey,  Bridgewater,  Brigham  Young,  Brown,  Buffalo,  Chat¬ 
ham,  Colby,  Connecticut,  Cornell,  Delaware,  Dickinson,  Em¬ 
manuel,  Franklin  &  Marshall,  Florida,  Framingham,  Georgian 
Court,  Goucher,  Harvard,  High  Point,  Hobart,  Hood,  Illinois, 
Immaculata,  Iowa  State,  Iowa  State  Teachers,  Jackson,  Johns 
Hopkins,  Lehigh,  Lesley,  Lowell  Tech,  Maine,  Maine  Maritime, 
Marymount,  Massachusetts,  M.I.T.,  Massachusetts  Maritime, 
Merrimack,  Miami,  Michigan,  Michigan  State,  Middlebury, 
Mount  Holyoke,  Mount  St.  Mary's,  Nasson,  New  Hampshire, 
Nichols,  Northeastern,  Norwich,  Oklahoma  State,  Our  Lady  of 
the  Elms,  Pennsylvania,  Pensylvania  State,  Regis,  Rensselaer, 
Ricker,  Roanoke,  Rochester,  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design, 
Rollins,  Russell  Sage,  Salem,  Simmons,  Skidmore,  St.  Anselms, 
St.  Bonaventure,  St.  Lawrence,  St.  Michael's,  Stonehill,  Suffolk, 
Swarthmore,  Syracuse,  Texas  A  &  M,  Trinity  (Washington), 
Tufts,  U.  S.  Coast  Guard  Academy,  U.  S.  Military  Academy, 
U.  S.  Naval  Academy,  Vermont,  Villanova,  Westfield,  Wheel- 
ock,  Williams,  and  Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute. 

The  new  South  Shore  Regional  Vocational  School  will  open 
in  the  fall.  This  will  provide  technical  training  that  has  been 
unavailable  to  Scituate. 

Mr.  John  Collins,  consulting  psychologist  of  the  Quincy 
Child  Guidance  Center,  spends  every  Wednesday  in  the  schools. 
He  consults  with  teachers  and  administrators  in  reference  to 
children  with  emotional  problems. 

The  Guidance  department  has  been  in  communication  with 
the  Armed  Forces.  The  recruiting  officers  have  discussed  the 
opportunities  open  to  boys  and  girls  who  are  not  going  to  col¬ 
lege.  Representatives  of  many  Boston  business  firms,  seeking 
business  students  who  plan  to  work,  are  in  frequent  contact 
with  the  Guidance  Office. 

At  this  time,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  School  Committee  who  gave  unselfishly  of  their  time 
and  ability  to  the  welfare  of  the  public  schools.  I  am  deeply 
appreciative  of  the  efforts  of  my  associates  and  fellow  em¬ 
ployees  who  have  shown  me  every  cooperation.  And,  finally,  Lo 
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my  assistant  and  to  my  office  staff,  I  express  my  gratitude  for 
loyal  and  efficient  service.

BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

1636  -  1962 


To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

During  the  year  1962,  your  Board  of  Selectmen  made  its  choice  of  a  Comp¬ 
troller,  and  a  cautious  and  progressive  program  was  initiated.  Many  changes, 
involving  the  much  needed  budget  control  under  an  incumbrance  system,  have  had 
their  testing  period,  and  we  look  to  the  full  success  of  this  change  in  the  future. 
Efficiency  and  acceptance  of  changes  do  not  always  meet  with  the  cooperation 
necessary  to  success.  However,  we  are  certain  that  in  carrying  out  the  mandate 
of  the  town,  we  are  building  toward  full  cooperation. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  so-called  “Conflict  of  Interest” 
By-Law  voted  by  the  town  under  Article  65  of  the  1962  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the 
Selectmen  set  up  rules,  regulations  and  procedures  for  compliance.  Question¬ 
naires  were  submitted  to  all  Town  officials  and  employees  with  specific  instruc¬ 
tion  that  failure  to  answer  and  sign  the  questionnaire  would  be  reported  herein  as 
an  apparent  violation.  The  Selectmen  reviewed  all  returned  questionnaires,  and 
in  view  of  the  replies,  suggested  certain  procedures  to  be  followed  and  permission 
obtained  where  Town  officials  or  employees  performed  other  services  for  the 
town.  At  present,  the  Selectmen  find  no  apparent  violation  in  connection  with  re¬ 
turned  questionnaires.  However,  the  failure  of  any  employee  to  file  the  question¬ 
naire  will  be  considered  as  an  apparent  violation  to  comply  with  the  By-Law,  and 
will  necessitate  action  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  has  been  a 
costly  By-Law,  costly  for  publication  and  costly  in  administration;  since  it  is  now 
being  superseded  as  of  May  1,  1963,  by  a  State  law,  the  Selectmen  are  asking  re¬ 
peal  of  this  By-Law. 

Under  the  provision  of  Chapter  80  of  the  General  Laws  (the  Betterment  Act) 
all  drainage  appropriations  as  voted  were  carefully  challenged  as  to  need,  cost 
and  betterments  received.  Those  projects  completed  during  the  past  year  have 
been  processed  through  the  various  stages  of  betterment  procedure. 

The  need  of  clarification  of  the  powers  of  the  Harbor  Master  had  been 
accepted  as  a  challenge  for  many  years.  An  outstanding  presentation  before  the 
Massachusetts  Selectmen^  Association  in  October  received  their  support  and 
recommendation  of  submission  of  an  Act  to  the  Legislature.  Senate  Bill  number 
206  is  now  listed,  and  we  look  forward  to  success  in  the  Legislature. 

Endless  requests  for  foreshore  protection  and  lack  of  financial  cooperation 
on  the  part  of  the  Division  of  Waterways  have  necessitated  the  submission  of  an 
Act  authorizing  and  directing  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  construct  fore¬ 
shore  protection  works  in  the  Town  of  Scituate,  and  to  appropriate  $116,025.00  to 
accomplish  these  needs.  Public  hearings  will  be  announced  soon  and  your  help 
will  be  appreciated. 
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The  needs  of  our  various  beach  areas  have  been  studied,  and  a  sincere  effort 
will  be  made  to  solve  some  of  the  problems  presented  to  us  during  the  past  year. 
A  combined  study  with  the  Planning  Board  regarding  enlargement  of  beach  park¬ 
ing  facilities  is  now  in  progress  and  Articles  will  be  submitted  to  the  Warrant. 

It  is  our  hope  that  during  the  year  of  1963  that  a  thorough  study  can  be  planned 
regarding  our  harbor.  We  are  constantly  challenged  by  lack  of  time,  and  we 
pledge  ourselves  to  the  task  which  we  feel  is  one  deserving  of  concentrated  effort. 

You  will  have  the  opportunity  of  casting  your  ballot  relative  to  the  need  of 
Public  Works  during  this  year’s  annual  election.  It  is  our  hope  that  you  will  value 
this  consolidation,  and  the  many  advantages  which  are  to  be  gained  by  this  pro¬ 
cedure  by  voting  favorably  for  this  Act. 

May  we  extend  to  you  our  sincere  appreciation  for  the  assistance  and  coop¬ 
eration  received  during  the  year  1962.

ARTICLE  22 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  its  By-Laws  by  adding  the  following 
thereto: 

That  in  all  instances  where  an  amount  in  excess  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars 
($500.00)  is  to  be  spent  for  the  purchase  of  any  material,  equipment  or  for  the 
performance  of  work,  by  any  department  of  the  Town,  said  performances,  ma¬ 
terials  or  equipment  be  submitted  to  public  bid  and  be  advertised  in  at  least  four 
(4)  public  newspapers  or  other  instruments  of  public  advertising. 
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VOTED:  To  indefinitely  postpone. 

ARTICLE  23 

Will  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $125.00  for  Channel  Markings 
and  regulations  of  the  usage  of  the  North  River  from  Humarock  Beach  to  the  sea, 
or  act  thereon. 

VOTED:  To  raise  and  appropriate  $125.00. 

ARTICLE  24 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $8900.00  for  Scituate 
to  continue  as  a  member  of  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control  Project,  said  sum 
to  include  the  amount  which  may  be  assessed  against  the  Town  for  Mosquito 
Control  (Chapter  112,  Acts  of  1931),  or  act  thereon. 

VOTED:  To  raise  and  appropriate  $8,900.00. 

ARTICLE  25 

Will  the  Town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  an  amount  sufficient  to  provide 
for  installation  of  an  emergency  generator  in  the  Town  Hall. 

VOTED:  To  raise  and  appropriate  $1,362.00. 

ARTICLE  26 

Will  the  Town  of  Scituate  vote  to  prohibit  the  passage  of  commercial  vehicles 
weighing  2  1/2  tons  and  over,  of  the  type  commonly  used  for  carrying  gravel,  fill 
or  similar  materials  over  any  of  the  following  residential  streets  in  Scituate: 
Maple  and  Grove  Sts.  and  that  portion  of  Mann  Lot  Road  lying  westerly  of  State 
Highway  3A,  except  when  such  commercial  vehicles  are  used  to  deliver  or  collect 
aforesaid  or  other  material  to  points  on  the  aforementioned  streets.  Said  trucks 
have  access  to  an  alternate  route  via  Winter  St.,  Cross  St.,  Route  123  to  Route  3A, 
the  two  last  routes  being  heavy  duty  roads. 

VOTED:  Yes  274  No  202 

ARTICLE  27 

Will  the  Town  of  Scituate  vote  against  the  introduction  of  sodium  flouride  into 
the  Town  water  supply. 

VOTED:  To  indefinitely  postpone. 

ARTICLE  28 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  additional  funds  for  the 
purpose  of  continuing  a  study  of  sewerage  disposal  in  the  Town,  including  exploring 
and  testing  problem  areas  of  sewage  disposal  in  the  Town  and  carrying  out  a 
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further  engineering  survey  on  feasibility  and  costs  of  a.  modified,  rather  than 
comprehensive  sewerage  plan,  to  serve  localized  areas  of  the  Town. 

VOTED:  To  raise  and  appropriate  $2,000.00. 

ARTICLE  29 

Will  the  Town  vote  to  adopt  the  following  By- Law  relative  to  height  of  hedges, 

etc.: 

“No  person  being  in  possession  or  control  of  property  abutting  or  adjacent  to 
public  ways  within  the  Town  shall  permit  any  hedge,  tree,  bush,  fence,  wall 
or  similar  object  standing  on  said  property  to  obstruct  the  view  of  either 
pedestrian  or  vehicular  traffic  at  any  intersection  of  such  ways  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  create  a  traffic  hazard.  The  Chief  of  Police  and  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  shall  be  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  this  By-Law.  The 
determination  of  the  Chief  of  Police  that  such  an  object  creates  or  does  not 
create  a  traffic  hazard  shall  be  binding  and  conclusive  on  all  persons.  Any 
person  violating  this  section,  after  being  notified  of  such  determination  by 
the  Chief  of  Police  by  registered  mail  addressed  to  his  last  known  address, 
shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  to  exceed  $20.00.  In  addition  to  criminal  re¬ 
medies,  the  Selectmen  may  bring  a  bill  in  equity  to  enjoin  the  maintenance 
of  any  object  in  violation  of  this  By-Law.” 

VOTED:  No. 


ARTICLE  30 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  its  By-Laws  by  repealing  the  By-Law 
voted  under  Article  58  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1960,  and  approved 
by  the  Attorney  General  on  May  24,  1960,  and  enact  the  following  By-Law  in  lieu 
thereof: 


SCITUATE  HARBOR  BY-LAW 

Section  I  -  In  construing  this  By-Law  the  following  words  shall  have  the  meaning 
herein  given  unless  a  contrary  intention  clearly  appears. 

“Scituate  Harbor”  -  are  the  waters  between  the  flashing  red  light  on  Cedar 
Point  breakwater  and  the  lookout  tower  on  the  Scituate  Coast  Guard  building  on 
First  Cliff  and  all  the  waters  inside  this  line. 

“Harbor  Master”  -  shall  mean  harbor  master  and  assistant  harbor  masters 
duly  appointed  by  the  Selectmen. 

“Boat”  -  includes  every  description  of  watercraft  -  other  than  a  seaplane  on 
the  water  -  used  or  capable  of  being  used  as  a  means  of  transportation  on  water. 

“Persons”  -  shall  include  individuals,  corporations,  societies,  associations 
and  partnerships. 

“Skin  Diver”  -  shall  include  swimmers  using  fins  and/or  mask  and/or 
snorkel  tubes  as  self-contained  underwater  breathing  devises. 

Section  II  -  No  master  or  person  acting  as  master,  owner,  custodian,  or  other 
person  shall  moor  any  boat  within  the  limits  of  Scituate  Harbor  wrthout  first  ob¬ 
taining  a  permit  to  moor  said  boat  from  the  Harbor  Master.  Such  permit  must 
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be  obtained  for  each  calendar  year.  The  application  for  such  permit  shall  be 
made  to  the  Harbor  Master  on  a  form  prescribed  by  the  Selectmen.  The  applica¬ 
tion  shall  set  forth  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner,  the  size  and  type  of  boat  to 
be  moored,  the  size  and  type  of  the  mooring,  and  if  the  mooring  is  already  in  the 
water,  the  location  thereof  with  sufficient  details  to  enable  the  Harbor  Master  to 
locate  it. 

The  Harbor  Master  shall  prepare  regulations  governing  the  size  and  speci¬ 
fications  for  moorings,  their  hardware  and  pennants,  and  shall  submit  the  same  to 
Selectmen  for  approval.  Upon  approval  the  regulations  shall  be  published  in  a 
newspaper  published  in  the  Town,  at  the  Harbor  Master’s  office  at  the  Town  Pier, 
and  shall  be  available  upon  request.  The  regulations  may  be  amended  from  time 
to  time  in  the  same  manner. 

If  the  Harbor  Master  shall  determine  that  any  mooring  applied  for  will  con¬ 
form  to  the  requirements  of  said  regulations,  he  shall  issue  the  permit  and  assign 
a  location  for  the  mooring  provided  such  a  location  is  available. 

If  the  Harbor  Master  has  determined  that  the  mooring  will  not  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  said  regulations,  or  if  he  shall  for  other  valid  reasons  deem  it 
improper  to  issue  such  mooring  permit  he  shall  refuse  to  issue  the  permit.  The 
Harbor  Master  shall  issue  or  deny  such  permit  within  two  weeks  from  the  date 
of  application. 

The  applicants  for  mooring  permits  and  permits  for  tieup  of  small  boats 
shall  be  issued  by  the  Harbor  Master  and  a  duplicate  thereof  filed  at  the  office  of 
the  Selectmen.  No  boat  shall  be  made  fast  to  a  Town  Landing  or.  Pier  for  more 
than  30  minutes,  except  by  permission  of  the  Harbor  Master. 

The  Harbor  Master  shall  keep  accurate  records  and  books  and  shall  issue 
receipts  in  duplicate  for  mooring  and  tie  up  permits,  the  original  of  which  shall 
be  given  to  the  applicant  for  thS  permit  and  the  duplicate  shall  be  filed  at  the  of¬ 
fice  of  the  Selectmen. 

Boats  anchored  or  moored  in  such  a  manner  as  to  constitute  a  hazard  to  navi¬ 
gation  or  property  may  be  moved  at  the  expense  of  the  owner.  As  far  as  practical, 
the  Harbor  Master  shall  require  all  commercial  boats  to  be  moored  in  a  common 
area. 

Winter  mooring  buoys  must  be  removed  from  Scituate  Harbor  and  suitable 
floating  buoys  attached  by  June  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Harbor  Master  to 
give  written  notice  of  two  weeks  to  the  owner  and  then  to  affix  a  proper  buoy  at 
the  owner’s  expense. 

Section  III  -  No  person  carrying  passengers  for  hire  shall  embark  or  disembark 
such  passengers  from  any  boat  at  the  Town  Landings  without  permission  of  the 
Harbor  Master. 

Section  IV  -  No  boat  shall  exceed  a  speed  of  six  (6)  nautical  miles  per  hour  or 
cause  a  disturbing  wake  within  the  confines  of  Scituate  Harbor. 

Section  V  -  Any  person  skin  diving  in  Scituate  Harbor  shall: 

(a)  display  a  diver’s  flag  consisting  of  a  red  field  and  a  white  diagonal  stripe 
of  sufficient  size  not  less  than  twelve  (12)  inches  square. 

(b)  display  such  flag  on  a  float  or  other  similar  device  holding  flag  up¬ 
right  at  a  height  sufficient  to  be  visible  to  passing  boats. 

(c)  tow  the  aforesaid  float  and  flag  with  him  while  he  is  submerged  in  the 
water  and  surface  thereunder,  unless  for  commercial  purposes,  permis- 
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sion  is  granted  in  writing  by  the  Harbor  Master  to  otherwise  display  flags 
for  the  protection  of  divers  in  Scituate  Harbor. 

(d)  no  skin  diver  shall  operate  in  Scituate  Harbor  except  from  a  boat  and  at¬ 
tended  by  another  person. 

Section  VI  -  No  person  shall  operate  a  boat  in  Scituate  Harbor  while  towing  water 
skiers,  aqua-planes  or  other  similar  devices  except  in  connection  with  water  car¬ 
nivals  and  exhibitions  authorized*  by  the  Selectmen,  or  in  an  area  designated  by 
the  Selectmen.  No  person  shall  operate  such  boat  or  equipment  in  the  vicinity  of 
swimmers  at  any  of  the  beaches  of  Scituate. 

Section  VII  -  Lobster  pots,  crab  pots  and  other  obstacles  which  will  cause  or 
create  a  hazard  to  navigation  will  not  be  placed  in  areas  usually  used  for  naviga¬ 
tion. 

Section  VIII  -  Discharging  or  depositing,  or  causing  to  be  thrown  overboard,  oil, 
refuse,  or  waste  into  the  harbor  is  prohibited. 

Section  IX  -  Small  sailing  classes  will  be  allowed  to  race  within  the  Scituate 
Harbor  area  when  under  the  jurisdiction  of  an  authorized  race  comrhittee  recog¬ 
nized  by  the  Harbor  Master.  Such  small  boats  shall  not  have  courses  laid  out 
which  use  government  marks  for  turning  buoys  or  use  fairways  as  a  leg  of  the 
race  course.  Such  small  boats  shall  respect  the  maneuvering  problem  of  larger 
vessels  in  the  harbor. 

Section  X  -  The  proper  usage  of  the  Town  launching  ramps  shall  be  determined  by 
the  Selectmen.  This  shall  include  the  proper  parking  of  trailers  and  motor  vehicles 
at  the  approach  to  the  ramp. 

Persons  using  Town  ramps  for  hauling  of  larger  boats  requiring  cradles 
shall  apply  to  the  Harbor  Master  for  a  written  permit:  Such  cradles  and/or  boats 
shall  not  remain  on  the  Town  ramps  for  more  than  one  tide. 

Section  XI  -  Nothing  contained  herein  shall  be  held  or  construed  to  supersede  or 
conflict  or  interfere  or  limit  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  Government  with 
respect  to  the  enforcement  of  the  navigation,  shipping,  anchorage,  and  associated 
laws  of  the  United  States,  or  any  lawful  regulation  of  the  Division  of  Waterways  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  or  the  Division  of  Motorboats  of  the  Registry  of 
Motor  Vehicles,  or  to  conflict  with  any  of  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

Section  XII  -  Penalties 

Whoever  violates  any  of  these  regulations  and  refuses  or  neglects  to  obey  the 
lawful  and  reasonable  orders  of  the  Harbor  Master,  or  resists  him  in  the  execu¬ 
tion  of  his  duties  shall  be  fined  for  the  first  violation  not  less  than  ten  dollars 
($10.00)  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00);  repeated  or  other  violations 
not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars

the  validity  of  the  remaining  portions  of  this  By-Law.

Enforcement: 

The  Building  Inspector  shall  have  the  duty  to  enforce  the  Town’s  Zoning  By- 
Laws  and  may  institute  appropriate  civil  or  criminal  proceedings  or  both  in  the 
fulfillment  of  such  duty. 

Any  person  owning  real  estate  within  the  Town  who  is  aggrieved  by  reason  of 
the  fact  that  the  use,  enjoyment  or  value  of  his  property  has  been  substantially  af¬ 
fected  by  an  alleged  violation  may  file  a  written  request  to  the  Building  Inspector 
for  enforcement  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  with  reference  to  such  alleged  violation. 
He  shall  also  file  a  copy  of  such  request  with  the  Town  Clerk.  The  Building  In¬ 
spector  shall  thereupon  take  such  action  as  he  deems  appropriate  with  reference 
to  such  violation;  but  if  he  decides  that  there  is  no  violation  he  shall  give  written 
notice  of  his  decision  to  such  aggrieved  person  and  shall  file  a  copy  of  such  notice 
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with  the  Town  Clerk  within  twenty  (20)  days  after  the  filing  of  such  written  request 
with  the  Town  Clerk.  Such  notice,  or  failure  or  refusal  of  the  Building  Inspector 
to  take  effective  action  to  abate  the  alleged  violation  within  twenty  (20)  days  after 
the  filing  of  the  written  request  for  enforcement  with  the  Town  Clerk  shall  con¬ 
stitute  an  order  or  decision  within  the  meaning  of  Section  13  of  Chapter  40A  of  the 
General  Laws;  and  such  aggrieved  person  shall  have  an  appeal  therefrom  to  the 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  persuant  to  Section  15  of  said  Chapter  40A. 

After  notice  and  hearing  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law,  including  notice  by 
registered  mail  to  the  person  complained  of,  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  shall 
make  a  determination  as  to  the  existence  of  the  alleged  violation  and  if  it  deter¬ 
mines  that  a  violation  exists  it  shall  order  the  Building  Inspector  to  take  appro¬ 
priate  steps  to  enforce  the  Zoning  By-Law  with  reference  to  such  violation.  The 
Building  Inspector  shall  commence  proceedings  pursuant  to  such  order  within 
seven  (7)  days  after  he  has  received  written  notice  thereof.

ARTICLE  65 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  its  By-Laws  by  adding  the  following 
thereto; 

SECTION  1.  DECLARATION  OF  INTENT 

In  our  free  society,  the  honor  of  holding  a  public  office  is  sought  and  accepted 
freely  and  without  duress.  Commensurate  with  this  great  honor  is  the  great  pub¬ 
lic  trust  imposed.  Each  public  official  intrusted  with  the  welfare,  prosperity, 
security  and  safety  of  the  people  he  serves,  must  observe  standards  above  the 
morals  of  the  market  place,  and  should  endeavor  to  pursue  a  course  of  conduct 
which  will  not  raise  suspicion  among  the  public  that  he  is  likely  to  be  engaged  in 
acts  that  are  in  violation  of  his  trust. 

The  people  are  entitled  to  know  that  no  substantial  conflict  between  private 
interest  and  official  duties  should  exist  in  those  who  serve  them.  The  public  in¬ 
terest,  therefore,  requires  that  the  law  protects  against  such  conflicts  of  interest 
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and  establish  appropriate  ethical  standards  with  respect  to  the  conduct  of  public 
officials,  where  actual  or  potential  conflicts  exist,  but  without  unduly  impeding  the 
recruitment  and  retention,  by  the  Town,  of  those  men  and  women  qualified  to  serve 
it.  It  is  the  intent  of  the  Town  that  this  By-Law  shall  serve  not  only  as  a  guide 
for  official  conduct  of  the  town’s  public  officers  and  employees  but  also  as  a  basis 
for  discipline  for  those  who  refuse  to  abide  by  its  terms. 

SECTION  2.  DEFINITIONS 

In  this  Section,  the  following  words,  unless  a  different  meaning  is  required  by 
the  context  or  is  specifically  prescribed,  shall  mean  the  following: 

“Officer  or  Employee”  any  person  holding  Town  office,  elective  or  appoin¬ 
tive,  including  members  of  standing  committees,  Boards  or  Commissions  of 
the  Town,  and  including  persons  employed  by,  or  holding  a  position  in  the 
Town  and  serving  for  salary  or  other  payment,  for  their  services. 
“Compensation”  means  any  money,  thing  of  value,  or  financial  benefit  con¬ 
ferred  in  return  for  services  rendered  or  to  be  rendered. 

i 

SECTION  3.  STANDARDS  OF  CONDUCT 

(a)  No  officer  or  employee  of  the  Town  should  disclose,  or  use  for  his  per¬ 
sonal  interest,  any  confidential  information  which  he  has  acquired  in  the  course  of 
his  official  duties. 

(b)  No  officer  or  employee  of  the  Town  should  use  or  attempt  to  use  his  of¬ 
ficial  position  to  secure  unwarranted  privileges  or  exemptions  for  himself  or 
others,  nor  to  gain  collateral  personal  advantages  from  his  official  activities. 

(c)  No  officer  or  employee  of  the  Town  should  engage  in  any  transaction  as 
representative  or  agent  of  the  Town  with  any  business  entity  in  which  he  or  his 
spouse  has  a  direct  or  indirect  financial  interest  that  might  reasonably  tend  to 
conflict  with  the  proper  discharge  of  his  official  duties. 

(d)  No  officer  or  employee  of  the  Town  should  by  his  conduct  or  otherwise, 
give  reasonable  basis  for  the  impression  that  any  person  can  improperly  influence 
him  or  unduly  enjoy  his  favor  in  the  performance  of  his  official  duties,  or  that  he 

>  is  unduly  affected  by  the  kinship,  rank,  position  or  influence  of  any  other  person. 

(e)  No  officer  or  employee  of  the  Town  should  place  himself  in  the  position 
where,  for  some  advantage  to  be  gained  for  himself,  he  find  it  difficult  or  impos¬ 
sible  to  devote  himself  with  complete  energy  and  loyalty  to  the  public  interest,  nor 
shall  he  place  himself  in  a  position  in  which  his  objectivity  is  compromised,  or 
his  independence  of  judgment  impaired. 

SECTION  4.  RULE  WITH  RESPECT  TO  APPOINTING  POWERS 

No  officer  having  power  or  authority  to  appoint  any  Town  Officer  or  employee 
shall  appoint  himself,  any  member  of  his  Board  or  Committee,  or  any  member  of 
his  family  to  any  salaried  office  or  position  in  the  Town. 

SECTION  5.  RULE  WITH  RESPECT  TO  CONFLICT  OF  INTEREST 

(a)  No  officer  or  employee  of  the  Town  shall  sell  materials  or  supplies  to 
the  Town,  nor  receive  any  compensation  directly  or  indirectly,  for  services 
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rendered  by  him  to  the  Town,  except  his  official  salary  and  fees  allowed  by  law, 
without  obtaining  permission  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  expressed  in  a  vote  which 
shall  appear  on  their  records,  and  be  made  open  to  public  inspection. 

(b)  No  officer  or  employee  of  the  Town  shall  participate  in  any  transaction 
which  requires  supervision  or  regulation  by  himself  in  his  official  capacity  by 
the  Board  or  committee  of  which  he  is  a  member,  or  by  any  Town  officer  dr  em¬ 
ployee  which  he  or  the  committee  or  Board  of  which  he  is  a  member,  has  ap¬ 
pointed,  without  first  obtaining  permission  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  expressed  in 
a  vote  which  shall  appear  on  their  records  and  be  made  open  to  public  inspection. 

(c)  The  Selectmen  shall  set  up  and  adopt  appropriate  rules,  regulations  and 
procedures  in  order  to  efficiently  implement  this  section. 

SECTION  6.  ENFORCEMENT 

(a)  The  Treasurer  shall  pay  no  bills  contracted  in  violation  of  any  provision 
of  this  Chapter,  without  unanimous  vote  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  which  shall 
appear  on  their  records  with  the  reasons  therefor  and  shall  be  made  open  for 
public  inspection. 

(b)  There  shall  be  a  penalty  of  Twenty  Dollars  ($20.00)  imposed  for  each 
violation  of  Section  5  of  this  By-Law. 

(c)  The  Selectmen  shall  investigate  any  alleged  violation  of  this  Chapter 
when  they  have  cause  Which  they  deem  reasonable  to  believe  that  there  has  been  a 
violation.  Specifications  of  any  apparent  violation  of  this  Chapter  shall  be  made  in 
writing  upon  the  officer  or  employee  involved,  stating  the  alleged  violation.  The 
said  officer  or  employee  shall  have  the  opportunity  to  request  a  hearing  or  to  sub¬ 
mit  written  evidence  explanations  or  other  proofs  or  arguments  to  mitigate  or  to 
rebut  the  existance  of  any  violation.  The  Selectmen  may  then  determine  the  exist- 
ance  of  any  apparent  violation  stating  their  reasons  for  so  determining,  which 
shall  appear  on  their  record,  which  shall  be  made  open  for  public  inspection. 

(d)  A  full  statement  of  the  pertinent  facts  related  to  any  apparent  violation 
shall  be  made  a  public  record  as  a  part  of  the  Selectmen’s  Annual  Report,  which 
shall  be  printed  in  the  Town’s  Annual  Report.  Any  officer  or  employee  of  the 
Town  who  purposely  or  knowingly  fails  to  comply  with  one  or  more  of  the  fore¬ 
going  standards  of  conduct  or  rules  with  respect  to  conflict  of  interest  shall  make 
himself  liable  for  expulsion,  removal  from  office  or  discharge,  whichever  is 
applicable.

QUESTION  NO.  1 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Do  you  approve  of  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  summarized 
below  which  was  approved  by  the  General  Court  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two 
branches  held  May  13,  1959,  received  143  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  118  in  the 
negative,  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held  March  29,  1961,  received 
144  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  121  in  the  negative? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  amendment  imposes  no  new  taxes  but  gives  the  General  Court 
the  power  to  pass  an  income  tax  at  graduated  or  proportioned  rates  and  is  a 
change  in  the  constitutional  limitations  now  in  effect  on  the  power  of  the  General 
Court  to  pass  tax  measures.  The  proposed  amendment  would  add  a  new  Article  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  by  which  full  power  and  authority  is  granted 
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to  the  General  Court,  in  the  alternative  to  the  power  and  authority  to  tax  incomes 
in  the  manner  provided  in  Article  XLIV  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution,  to 
impose  a  tax  on  incomes  at  rates  which  are  proportioned  or  graduated  according 
to  the  amount  of  income  received,  irrespective  of  the  source  from  which  it  may 
be  derived,  and  to  grant  reasonable  exemptions,  deductions  and  abatements.  It 
further  provides  that  any  property  the  income  of  which  is  taxed  under  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  proposed  Article  may  be  exempted  from  the  imposition  and  levying  of 
proportional  and  reasonable  assessments,  rates  and  taxes  as  at  present  authorized 
by  the  Constitution,  and  that  the  Article  shall  not  be  construed  to  limit  the  power 
of  the  General  Court  to  impose  and  levy  reasonable  duties  and  excises.

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  which  was  approved  by  both 
branches  of  the  General  Court  by  vote  not  recorded? 

SUMMARY 

This  act  increases  the  compensation  each  member  of  the  General  Court  shall 
receive  for  each  regular  annual  session  from  fifty-two  hundred  dollars  to  sixty- 
seven  hundred  dollars  and  increases  the  additional  compensation  the  President  of 
the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  receive  from 
fifty-two  hundred  dollars  to  sixty-seven  hundred  dollars.  The  act  also  increases 
the  additional  compensation  the  floor  leaders  of  the  major  political  parties  in  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  the  Chairman  of  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Ways  and  Means  and  the  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  of  the  House  Committee  on 
Ways  and  Means  shall  receive  from  twenty-six  hundred  dollars  to  thirty-three 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  provides  that  a  member  of  the  General  Court  chosen 
to  fill  a  vacancy,  or  who  resigns  his  seat  during  a  regular  annual  session,  shall 
receive  a  per  diem  compensation  at  the  increased  rate  of  compensation  for  each 
regular  annual  session.

46,  Section  15,  General  Laws.

as  registration  is  not  permitted  by  law. 

In  the  year  1962  there  were  702  names  added  to  the  voting  list  by  registra¬ 
tions,  while  253  names  were  dropped  because  of  deaths  and  change  of  residence. 

Registered  Voters  in  the  Town  of  Scituate  on  December  31,  1962,  were  6,554. 

The  attention  of  interested  parties  is  called  to  Chapter  51,  Section  2,  of  the 
General  Laws,  viz:  If  the  name  of  a  female  who  is  duly  registered  as  a  voter  is 
changed  by  marriage  or  by  decree  of  court,  her  right  to  vote  in  her  former  name 
shall  continue  until  January  first  next  following.  Adherence  to  this  law  requires 
every  female  now  on  the  voting  list  whose  name  is  changed  by  marriage  or  by 
decree  of  court  to  appear  before  the  Town  Clerk  or  at  an  advertised  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Registrars  and  re-register  as  a  voter  if  desirous  of  continuing  to 
vote  in  Scituate,  as  her  previous  name  will  automatically  be  stricken  from  the 
list.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

It  has  been  our  pleasure  this  past  year  to  see  the  results  of  longrange  planning. 
Eight  years  ago  this  Board  started  planning  for  a  new  standpipe  to  provide  the 
Town  with  a  water  system  adequate  to  take  care  of  the  Town’s  needs.  This 
standpipe  alone  is  not  enough.  In  1963  we  hope  to  finish  the  replacement  of  water 
mains  on  First  Parish  Road.  This  plan  started  five  years  ago  at  Scituate  Center 
and  extends  to  the  Harbor.  The  Main  replacement  program  has  a  long  way  to  go 
and  at  2,000  feet  per  year  it  will  take  26  years  to  complete  this  task. 

Our  water  supply  at  the  present  is  sufficient  to  take  care  of  our  needs  for 
nine  months  of  the  year.  During  the  summer  months,  demand  at  times  exceeds 
the  supply. 

We  are  prospecting  for  additional  water  each  year  through  the  combined 
efforts  of  well  drilling  and  seismic  survey. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  many  Town  Departments  for  their  cooperation  during 
the  past  year,  and  especially  the  Highway  Department  for  keeping  many  water 
trenches  in  repair.

REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  SUPERINTENDENT 

To:  The  Water  Commissioners  of  Scituate: 

Gentlemen: 

Respectfully  submitted  herewith  is  the  31st  Annual  Report  of  the  Scituate 
Water  Department,  showing  the  work  accomplished  during  the  year  1962. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  $130,000.00  was  voted  for  the  construction  of 
a  1,250, 000-gallon  water  tower  on  Pincin  Hill.  This  money  included  the  cost  of  a 
twelve-inch  water  main  from  Route  3-A  running  to  and  connecting  with  the  water 
tower,  together  with  all  necessary  appurtenances. 

Ground  was  broken  in  the  spring  and  the  base  of  the  tower  prepared.  The  con¬ 
tract  for  the  structure  was  awarded  to  the  Graver  Tank  &  Mfg.  Co.  for  a  low  bid 

of  $70,970.00. 

During  the  summer  the  concrete  base  was  installed  and  in  October  the  steel 
tower  construction  began  and  was  completed  in  December. 

The  tower  will  be  painted  and  put  into  operation  during  the  spring  of  1963  and 
be  ready  for  the  peak  summer  loads.

The  Scituate  Health  Service,  Inc.,  is  a  non-profit  volunteer  group  which  offers 
its  services  and  limited  financial  help  to  the  community. 

In  1962  the  following  activities  were  conducted  in  cooperation  with  the  Board 
of  Health: 

A  Well  Baby  Conference  (11  clinics),  under  the  guidance  of  Dr.  Olga  Allers, 
at  which  95  babies  were  examined  and  the  mothers  advised  on  the  care  and  health 
of  their  children; 

Volunteer  services  at  the  Immunization  or  Triple  Vaccine  Clinic; 

Two  successful  Glaucoma  Detection  Programs  April  and  December,  1962,  at 
which  151  adults  were  examined; 

Purchased  and  turned  over  to  the  Board  of  Health  a  Sterneedle  Gun  for  use 
in  Tuberculin  testing; 

Members  assisted  the  school  authorities  in  the  Tuberculin  testing  program 
conducted  in  the  schools,  also  the  follow-up  Mobile  Chest  X-ray  program; 

Adult  Sabin  Oral  Vaccine  Program  at  which  2,139  oral  doses  were  administered 
of  Type  I  &  III.  Type  II  scheduled  for  April,  1963; 

Members  assisted  the  school  personnel  in  the  administration  of  the  Sabin  Oral 
Vaccine  in  the  schools. 

Awarded  two  $200  scholarships  to  seniors  who  were  accepted  at  an  accredited 
school  of  nursing,  one  to  Miss  Livia  Walsh  who  entered  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hos¬ 
pital  School  of  Nursing  and  another  to  Miss  Caroline  Kennedy  who  entered  St. 
Vincents  Hospital  School  of  Nursing;

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REPORT  OF  THE 

SEWERAGE  INVESTIGATING  COMMITTEE 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Committee  has  continued  its  investigations  of  the  sewerage  problems  for 
a  second  year.  At  the  1962  Town  Meeting,  additional  funds  were  appropriated  for 
the  purpose  of  exploring  and  testing  problem  areas  of  sewage  disposal  in  the  Town 
and  carrying  out  a  further  engineering  survey  on  feasibility  and  costs  of  a  modi¬ 
fied,  rather  than  comprehensive,  sewage  plan  to  serve  localized  areas  of  the  Town. 

A  specific  proposal  for  a  sewerage  system  suited  to  the  particular  and  imme¬ 
diate  needs  of  Scituate  will  be  presented  to  the  Town  at  the  1963  Town  Meeting. 
The  plan  proposed  will  call  for  the  construction  of  sewerage  lines  which  will  serve 
what  is  apparently  the  most  critical  area  in  Scituate,  located  in  the  Sand  Hills- 
Shore  Acres  section.  Recommendation  will  be  made  for  the  planning  and  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  sewerage  treatment  plant,  located  at  the  previously  proposed  site  off  the 
Driftway,  near  the  Boston  Sand  &  Gravel  Company.  The  treatment  plant  building, 
insofar  as  size  is  concerned,  would  be  designed  to  serve  the  ultimate  plant  capacity, 
but  only  sufficient  equipment  (tanks,  etc.)  would  be  installed  to  serve  the  initial 
sewered  area.  A  main  connector  line  through  the  harbor  area  to  the  Sand  Hills- 
Shore  Acres  section  will  permit  later  planning  for  sewerage  service  to  that  area, 
if  this  seems  desirable. 

Proposals  have  been  worked  out  for  appropriate  financing,  with  estimated 
approximate  annual  cost  to  the  Town  to  be  reflected  in  the  tax  rate,  and  an  assess¬ 
ment  method  which  would  provide  for  the  appropriate  betterment  charges  to  the 
individual  property  owner  benefiting  from  the  installation  of  the  sewerage  lines. 

In  the  Town  Meeting  Warrant  for  1963,  the  voters  will  be  asked  to  consider 
five  Articles  which  will  affect  the  sound  and  orderly  development  of  a  sewerage 
system  for  Scituate.  These  are  as  follows: 

1.  Acceptance  by  the  Town  of  an  Enabling  Act. 

I 

2.  Authorization  for  the  Selectmen,  or  their  appropriate  representatives,  to 
act  as  a  temporary  board  of  sewer  commissioners. 

3.  Election  by  the  Town  of  a  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  at  a  subsequent 
Town  election. 

4.  Appropriation  of  funds  for  land-taking  and  necessary  easements  for  the 
sewerage  treatment  plant  site. 

5.  Approval  to  make  application  for  a  Federal  loan  covering  necessary  con¬ 
struction  plans  and  specifications,  said  loan  to  be  interest-free  and  repaid 
to  the  Federal  agency  only  when  the  Town  votes  to  start  construction. 

Details  of  the  proposed  plans,  sections  to  be  sewered  initially  and  specific 
financing  mechanisms  are  covered  in  the  drafted  material  prepared  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  and  made  available  for  distribution  at  the  public  hearings  and  at  the  Town 
Meeting. 
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Other  than  funds  for  the  purchasing  of  a  treatment  plant  site,  no  further  ap¬ 
propriations  are  required  toward  the  project  this  year.  When  the  Town  is  asked 
to  consider  financing  for  construction  in  the  future,  a  two-third  vote  will  be 
necessary. 

The  Committee  has  worked  intensively  on  the  whole  problem  of  sewerage  in 
Scituate  and  the  several  alternatives  available  in  both  comprehensive  and  modified 
sewerage  plans.  It  has  had  the  benefit  of  advice  from  federal  and  state  authorities 
and  from  one  of  the  most  respected  engineering  firms  in  the  East.  Realizing  that 
the  matter  of  sewerage  for  Scituate  has  now  been  under  consideration  for  nearly 
15  years,  and  that  specific  and  detailed  proposals  have  been  submitted  in  each 
year  except  one  since  1956,  the  Committee  believes  that  more  than  adequate  con¬ 
sideration  has  been  given  to  all  facets  of  the  subject  and  ample  opportunity  has 
been  provided  for  the  expression  of  all  points  of  view.  The  Committee,  therefore, 
urges  the  Selectmen  and  the  citizens  of  Scituate  to  accept  the  proposed  Articles 
and  adopt  the  recommended  plan  of  construction  and  financing  in  order  that 
Scituate  may  make  a  sound  beginning  on  a  sewerage  system  which  the  Town  badly 
needs  and  which  will  contribute  directly  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  its  citizens 
in  the  years  ahead.

REPORT  OF  THE 

SOUTH  SHORE  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control  Project 
of  its  activities  in  the  Town  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1962. 

The  Town  of  Scituate  appropriated  $4,900.00  for  mosquito  control  in  1962. 
Along  with  this  $4,000.00  was  appropriated  for  salt  marsh  maintenance.  This 
money  was  used  for  mosquito  control  in  the  Town  by  the  South  Shore  Mosquito 
Control  Project,  a  cooperative  effort  embracing  the  Towns  of  Scituate,  Braintree, 
Cohasset,  Duxbury,  Hingham,  Hull,  Marshfield,  Norwell,  and  Weymouth,  and  the 
City  of  Quincy.  In  addition,  the  project  worked  under  contract  for  the  U.  S.  Naval 
Ammunition  Depot  for  a  period  up  to  June  30th,  ending  our  final  contract  before 
its  deactivation. 


TYPE  OF  CONTROL  PROGRAM 

The  basic  program  of  control  continued  to  be  based  on  drainage  in  the  off¬ 
season  and  larvaciding  of  all  areas  found  to  be  breeding  during  the  mosquito 
season.  This  program  was  supplemented  by  application  of  D.D.T.  dust  to  selected 
areas  during  the  period  when  the  swamps  were  frozen.  Fog  generators  and  mist 
blowers  were  used  to  combat  flying  mosquitoes. 
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ENCEPHALITIS 

As  a  result  of  the  dry  weather  and/or  other  factors  not  yet  recognized, 
Eastern  Equine  Encephalomyelitis  did  not  appear  in  humans  in  Massachusetts  this 
past  summer.  However,  since  there  is  always  a  definite  threat  present  during 
late  summer  and  early  fall,  the  period  when  Encephalitis  is  most  likely  to  appear, 
the  project  was  in  contact  with  the  U.S.  Public  Health  Service,  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  other  mosquito  control  agencies  in  a  cooperative 
effort  to  recognize  the  danger  signs  so  that  work  could  be  directed  against  the 
suspected  species  of  mosquitoes. 

AERIAL  DUSTING  AND/OR  SPRAYING 

The  spring  dusting  or  spraying  of  all  fresh  water  swamps  known  to  be  breeders 
and  too  large  to  be  treated  by  hand  was  done.  D.D.T.  was  used  at  the  rate  of  a 
half  to  one  pound  per  acre,  keeping  well  within  the  realm  of  safety  to  humans  and 
wildlife.  Twenty-eight  hundred  acres  were  treated  in  the  Town  of  Scituate. 

GROUND  SPRAYING 

The  ground  crews  circulated  on  a  schedule  throughout  their  section.  They 
varied  from  this  circuit  to  treat  in  the  vicinity  of  complaints  or  to  treat  places 
found  to  be  breeding  by  the  superintendent  or  foreman’s  inspection.  They  then 
returned  to  their  rounds. 

CATCHBASIN  SPRAYING 

Catchbasin  spraying  was  done  with  a  motorcycle  servicar,  a  compressed  air 
sprayer  mounted  on  the  rear.  Due  to  reduction  of  summer  personnel  only  one  unit 
was  operating  this  year.  A  dry  summer  enabled  regular  crews  to  treat  basins  in 
their  assigned  towns,  thus  enabling  us  to  keep  ahead  of  this  type  of  breeding. 

DITCHING 

Drainage,  always  considered  the  keystone  of  mosquito  control,  is  more  than 
ever  important  as  a  result  of  a  growing  concern  by  certain  groups  over  the  use 
and  buildup  of  insecticides  and  other  chemicals  in  our  wildlife  areas. 

Over  the  years  the  ditching  done  by  this  project  has  greatly  reduced  the 
areas  that  need  spraying  or  dusting  of  insecticides.  On  fresh  water  only  areas 
capable  of  mosquito  breeding  are  drained,  shallow  stagnant  pools.  On  salt  marshes 
we  attempt  to  keep  all  ditches  clear  of  grass  and  mud  to  allow  tidal  water  a  free 
flow  in  and  out,  also  to  eliminate  all  brackish  sheet  water  at  upper  ends  of  marsh 
where  salt  marsh  mosquitoes  will  breed. 

The  largest  amount  of  mosquito  control  can  be  reached  with  a  good  drainage 
program.  With  this  idea  in  mind,  we  have  proceeded  in  all  areas  possible  to  ditch. 
In  the  Town  of  Scituate  215 feet  of  ditches  have  been  cleaned,  27,375  feet  reclaimed 
and  1,200  feet  of  new  ditch  have  been  dug. 

FOGGING 

This  past  season  the  project  has  had  in  operation  Curtis  Dyna  Fog  Insecti¬ 
cidal  Fog  Applicator.  This  machine  emits  a  smoke  containing  small  particles  of 
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insecticide.  This  smoke  or  fog  drifts  with  air  currents  over  the  area,  wiping  out 
all  mosquitoes  and  other  flying  insects  present.  This  machine  makes  it  possible 
to  cover  a  large  area  and  with  insecticide  particles  being  so  small  there  is  very 
little  residue  to  build  up  in  any  one  area. 

PLANS  FOR  WINTER 

Throughout  the  months  between  the  past  and  coming  mosquito  breeding  season, 
much  attention  will  be  given  to  ditching.  Work  on  the  salt  marsh  will  be  done  in 
the  fall  and  early  spring,  and  the  colder  winter  months  will  be  spent  in  the  more 
protected  areas. 

In  addition,  when  snow  and  ice  conditions  are  right  prehatch  dusting  by  ground 
crews,  as  was  done  in  the  past  year,  will  be  applied.  The  success  of  the  past 
work  along  these  lines  makes  it  feasible  to  continue  the  program.  All  areas  that 
were  hand  dusted  were  free  of  mosquito  breeding  in  most  cases  until  mid-July. 

PLANS  FOR  NEXT  YEAR 

All  phases  of  the  work  carried  out  in  the  past  will  continue,  placing  emphasis 
on  drainage  for  permanent  control  and  then,  in  this  order:  dusting  for  prehatch 
control,  spraying  for  larval  control,  mist  blowing  and  fogging  for  adult  control. 

PROBLEMS  TO  BE  SOLVED 
N.  A.  D. 

Since  1957  the  project  has  been  under  contract  to  the  U.  S.  Navy  to  do  all 
phases  of  mosquito  control  in  their  Ammunition  Depot,  Hingham  and  Cohasset 
Annex.  In  June  of  this  year,  the  Navy  decommissioned  this  reservation,  leaving  a 
large  area  in  the  center  of  the  project  with  no  control.  At  present  it  is  uncertain 
as  to  what  will  be  done  with  this  area.  If  the  land  involved  should  revert  back  to 
their  former  towns,  Cohasset,  Hingham,  Nor  well,  Scituate  and  Weymouth,  it  will 
be  necessary  to  up  the  assessments  of  these  towns  for  mosquito  control  as  with 
our  present  budget  we  would  be  unable  to  handle  it. 

NEED  FOR  NEW  DITCHING  TRACTOR 

The  project  operates  two  pieces  of  tractor  equipment  on  its  drainage  opera¬ 
tion,  an  OC-6  scavel  plow  used  for  cleaning  out  existing  ditches  and  an  OC-4 
backhoe  trencher  for  making  new  drainage  work.  They  have  both  been  in  constant 
use,  one  since  1955,  the  other  1957. 

On  ordinary  dry  trenching  operations  these  machines  might  last  a  few  more 
years.  However,  on  mosquito  control  ditching,  the  machine  is  constantly  in  water, 
mainly  salt  water,  year  round.  Consequently,  rust  corrosion,  along  with  wear, 
have  reached  a  point  where  they  must  be  replaced  in  order  to  maintain  what  has 
been  accomplished  and  to  continue  the  phase  of  machine  ditching. 

It  would  not  be  necessary  to  replace  both  tractors  as  one  tractor  so  con¬ 
structed  could  receive  and  operate  both  a  scavel  and  backhoe  trencher.  This 
would  necessitate  the  need  for  just  one  tractor  as  both  these  are  usually  being 
used  on  the  same  job.

South  Shore  Mosquito  Control  Project 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 
To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

We  can  report  another  year  of  development,  progress,  and  work  growth  in 
your  Park  Department  during  1962,  The  administrative  policies  set  and  the  de¬ 
cisions  made  by  the  Commissioners  were  effectively  carried  out  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment’s  working  personnel  during  the  year. 

Responsibility  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  grounds  surrounding  the 
new  Senior  High  School  was  not  transferred  to  the  Town,  and  hence  to  the  Park 
Department,  as  early  as  we  had  expected  a  year  ago.  Some  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  football  field  and  to  the  grounds  in  front  of  the  building.  We  expect 
that  the  remaining  acreage  will  be  transferred  to  us  sometime  during  1963.  In 
our  opinion,  the  condition  of  most  of  the  athletic  fields  in  the  rear  of  the  building 
will  be  such  as  to  require  the  expenditure  of  additional  funds  by  the  Town  as  a  re¬ 
sult  of  the  inability  of  the  original  contractor  to  supply  the  Town  with  a  completely 
satisfactory  installation. 

A  second  problem  area  facing  the  Department  is  that  of  the  Town’s  beaches. 
We  recognize  full  well  the  importance  to  the  entire  Town  of  beaches  properly 
cared  for  and  maintained.  Changes  in  policies  and  attitudes  brought  about  by  in¬ 
creases  in  population  and  changes  in  the  uses  of  the  beaches  we  hope  will  be  re¬ 
flected  in  a  comprehensive  beach  program  to  be  worked  out  and  discussed  by  the 
Commissioners  with  the  Selectmen  and  certain  other  'Town  Officials.  Lessons 
were  learned  in  1962  which  should  better  enable  us  to  cope  with  similar  situations 
in  the  future. 

As  in  the  past  your  comments  about  the  work  in  the  Department,  both  com¬ 
plimentary  and  critical,  have  been  most  helpful  and  we  thank  you  for  them.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

A  sweeping  new  program  of  Social  services  to  families,  with  emphasis  on 
prevention  of  dependency  and  rehabilitation  has  been  started  during  the  year  by 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare.  It  is  hoped  that  more  local  resources  may 
be  developed  to  assist  in  these  efforts. 

In-service  training  courses  for  local  Welfare  personnel  are  scheduled  in 
1963,  through  the  various  district  offices  of  the  State  Department.  Prevention 
and  rehabilitation  have  long  been  stressed  in  Scituate  and  we  welcome  the  fuller 
cooperation  of  the  State  in  this  respect. 
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Costs  will  be  increased  this  coming  year  for  medical  services  of  all  kinds. 
We  are  able  to  decrease  our  budget  request  only  because  of  increased  Federal 
dollar  return.  Federal  participation  in  salaries  for  administration  of  the  Aid  to 
Dependent  Children  program  has  been  increased  to  75%  with  State  share  of  12  1/2%. 

The  year  1962  shows  that  of  a  total  relief  bill  of  approximately  $191,100.00, 
approximately  $93,600.00  was  returned  Federally  and  $55,565.52  received  from 
the  State  for  Town’s  general  funds. 

Legislation  is  filed  this  year  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  wholesale 
hospital  notices  sent  to  Welfare  departments.  New  wording  of  Sections  24  and 
24a  of  Chapter  117  will  clarify  and  simplify  the  situation,  if  passed. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  other  Town  Departments  who 
cooperate  so  fully  with  us,  as  well  as  all  Scituate  churches,  private  organizations 
and  individuals  who  do  so  much  for  our  clients,  of  a  confidential  nature.

Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  a  brief  resume  of  the  activities  of  the  Engineering  Depart¬ 
ment  for  1962.  We  were  very  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of  an  assistant 
Town  Engineer  during  March  and  unfortunate  in  December  when  he  resigned  for 
more  lucretive  employment  elsewhere. 

The  more  important  projects  processed  by  this  department  include  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  highway  acceptance  plans  of  Pheasant  Hill  Drive,  Arborway  Drive, 
Bonnie  Briar  Circle,  Edith  Holmes  Drive,  Strawberry  Lane,  Clover  Lane,  and  a 
part  of  Aberdeen  Drive. 

The  State  Aid  program  included  the  placing  of  rip  rap  at  North  Scituate  and 
Humarock  beaches,  also  numerous  studies  of  our  existing  foreshore  protection 
barriers.  Shore  erosion  is  and  will  continue  to  be  a  more  complex  and  expensive 
problem  along  our  fextensive  coastline. 

Considerable  progress  was  made  in  bringing  up  to  date  the  Assessor’s  Zoning 
and  Highway  maps.  The  routine  details  of  the  office  have  been  processed  as  they 
arose,  and  engineering  assistance  has  been  given  to  all  Town  departments  re¬ 
questing  it.  I  sincerely  appreciate  the  cooperation  given  us  by  the  other  Town 
departments.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN

Gentlemen: 

This  year  we  planted  241  new  shade  trees  on  our  roadsides.  We  used  maples, 
birch,  willow,  oaks  and  the  moraine  locust  as  they  have  been  the  hardiest  types 
for  this  seashore  town.  We  have  tried  to  plant  all  the  spots  elms  have  been  re¬ 
moved  from  and  newly  approved  streets. 

We  had  no  new  insect  outbreaks  this  year.  The  gypsy  moth,  oak  leaf  minor, 
birch  leaf  minor  and  the  elm  leaf  beetle  were  about  the  same  as  in  the  past,  but 
the  Jap  beetle  and  the  ticks  were  very  bad.  We  have  had  good  control  with  Seven, 
the  new  insecticide  we  are  using  to  replace  DDT. 

We  removed  and  burned  all  Dutch  elm  diseased  elm  trees.  We  are  following 
the  control  methods  recommended  by  the  University  of  Massachusetts  as  we  have 
in  the  past,  and  nothing  new  has  been  effective  in  the  continued  spread  of  this 
disease.  We  have  122  elms  to  remove  in  1963. 

We  want  to  thank  everyone  for  their  help  this  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

In  1962  the  Planning  Board  has  completed  formal  approval  of  2  subdivisioons 
creating  17  new  house  lots  which  is  461  less  than  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  the  Planning  Board  met  with  other  Town  agencies  to  attempt 
to  bring  together  a  better  understanding  of  the  Town  problems.  A  study  into  the 
present  Fire  and  Police  alarm  and  detection  system  was  initiated. 

Meetings  with  the  School  Committee  were  designed  to  more  effectively  pin¬ 
point  the  growth  of  the  Town  and  its  needs  for  schools  in  the  future.  The  Water 
Commissioners  and  Board  of  Health  were  consulted  and  suggestions  made  and 
adopted  to  further  strengthen  the  Rules  and  Regulations  Governing  the  Subdivision 
of  Land  in  Scituate. 

Each  year  the  Planning  Board  reviews  the  Zoning  By-Laws  and  Rules  and 
Regulations  Governing  the  Subdivision  of  Land  in  Scituate  and  recommends  to  the 
Town  the  changes  which  it  feels  are  necessary  to  keep  these  continuingly  effective 
and  up-to-date. 

The  matter  of  additional  sidewalk  construction  is  recommended  annually  by 
the  Planning  Board  in  line  with  its  long-range  program. 

This  year  saw  the  adoption  of  Article  11  of  the  State  Public  Health  Code 
which  put  the  Board  of  Health  in  a  strong  position  relative  to  the  issuance  of  new 
Building  Permits  in  the  Town  of  Scituate. 

We  have  continued  our  work  in  the  South  Shore  Regional  Planning  Council  and 
are  presently  faced  with  the  large  regional  planning  problem  of  the  fate  of  the 
Hingham  Ammunition  Depot  as  this  3000  acre  site  has  been  declared  surplus  by 
the  Federal  Government. 

Many  of  the  phases  of  planning  which  were  discussed  during  the  year  have 
not  gone  into  the  stage  of  execution  but  will  continue  to  be  worked  on  and  discussed 
in  the  coming  year.  Additional  playground  facilities,  increased  parking  areas  at 
the  public  beaches,  new  school  sites,  sewerage  disposal,  new  road  patterns  from 
our  expressways,  continuance  of  the  sidewalk  program,  aid  for  beach  erosion 
program,  aid  for  sea  walls  and  foreshore  protection,  these  items  will  continue  to 
bear  the  full  attention  of  the  Planning  Board  in  addition  to  subdivision  control. 

The  Board' enjoyed  the  cooperation  of  the  other  Town  agencies  this  year  and 
in  thanking  them  for  their  cooperation  looks  forward  to  a  continuance  of  their  fine 
support.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
PERSONNEL  BOARD 


Board  of  Selectmen

The  Board,  in  accordance  with  its  assigned  responsibilities,  reviewed  salary 
and  wages  and  rendered  interpretations  of  the  Classification  and  Salary  Plan  in 
the  year  1962. 

Our  studies  indicated  that,  generally,  salary  and  wages  in  Scituate  compared 
favorably  to  those  being  paid  in  surrounding  and  similar  communities.  However, 
changes  were  recommended  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  and  voted  favorably  for 
certain  of  the  positions  in  SCHEDULE  IV  -  UNCLASSIFIED  AND  PART-TIME 
POSITIONS. 

A  major  improvement  was  recommended  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  and 
favorably  voted  regarding  sick  leave  benefits.  Previous  to  this  year,  employees 
covered  by  Workmen’s  Compensation  could  only  receive  Workmen’s  Compensation 
payments  when  absent  from  work  due  to  an  on-the-job  injury.  Since  both  the  Town 
and  the  employee  could  have  a  joint  responsibility  in  an  on-the-job  injury,  the 
Board  felt  that  the  employee  should  receive  the  equivalent  of  his  regular  salary. 
Therefore,  the  Classification  and  Salary  Plan  was  amended  so  that  an  employee 
injured  on  the  job  would  be  paid  the  difference  between  the  Workmen’s  Compen¬ 
sation  payments  and  his  ordinary  salary  and  should  sick  leave  allowance  expire 
due  to  an  on-the-job  injury,  the  employee  has  the  right  to  apply  to  this  Board  for 
additional  sick  leave  allowance.  In  addition,  the  sick  leave  section  was  amended 
to  require  a  doctor’s  certificate  after  an  employee  has  been  absent  from  work  for 
five  or  more  consecutive  working  days. 

Mr.  R.  Damon  resigned  from  the  Board  on  April  28,  1962,  to  accept  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  Director  of  Civil  Defense,  and  for  the  remainder  of  the  year,  the  Board 
has  operated  with  only  four  members. 

During  the  year,  the  Board  held  28  meetings.

Our  first  year  of  full  occupancy  at  Lincoln  Park  ended  on  October  1,  1962, 
and  during  this  year  we  continued  to  provide  for  the  well  being  of  our  Senior 
Citizens. 
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Finishing  touches  were  made  at  Lincoln  Park  which  added  greatly  to  its  at¬ 
tractiveness.  One  of  the  nicest  of  these  were  the  beautiful  flowers  planted  and 
grown  in  the  window  boxes  by  the  residents  themselves. 

The  residents  formed  the  Lincoln  Park  Club  and  have  their  own  Mayor.  The 
Community  Building  has  served  its  purpose  well  and  many  organizations  and 
friends  have  come  to  entertain  and  serve  suppers  here  for  them.

REPORT  OF  THE 
HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

Through  our  new  economy  drive,  I  have  been  requested  to  make  this  report 
as  brief  and  concise  as  possible. 

For  the  interest  of  our  citizens,  during  the  past  ten  years,  we  have  accepted 
as  public  ways,  seventy-three  new  streets  to  our  road  system.  You  realize  that 
this  means  more  cost  for  their  upkeep  and  maintenance,  due  to  our  tremendous 
growth,  and  there  are  still  more  to  be  considered  in  the  future.  According  to  the 
Bureau  of  Research  on  Massachusetts  affairs  conducted  by  the  University  of 
Massachusetts,  the  cost  of  maintaining  our  present  highway  system  here  in 
Scituate  is  below  normal  compared  to  the  three  hundred  fifty-one  other  cities  and 
towns  in  our  state.  During  the  past  two  years,  I  have  had  the  opportunity  of  attend¬ 
ing  this  university  for  a  short  course  which  I  believe  is  very  helpful  to  me  and  I 
hope  I  have  the  privilege  of  attending  again  this  coming  year. 

As  you  remember,  last  March  our  drainage  program  was  voted  under  the 
Betterment  Act  which  means  that  the  cost  must  be  assessed  to  the  abutters  on 
the  street  where  this  drainage  is  constructed.  I  feel  that  any  problem  created  by 
the  Town  of  Scituate  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Town  and  should  not  be  charged 
to  the  citizens  as  we  have  tax  burdens  enough. 
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We  must  report  that  we  have  lost  four  members  of  our  highway  crew  this 
year  through  death  and  illness.  They  will  be  greatly  missed. 

It  is  very  satisfying  to  me  after  being  connected  with  the  Highway  Department 
for  over  twenty  years,  to  have  received  such  a  vote  of  confidence  as  I  did  last 
March.  Thank  you. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  Departments  for  their  fine  cooperation, 
and  I  feel  that  with  this  cooperation,  Scituate  can  grow  and  prosper  and  be  one  of 
the  nicest  communities  on  the  South  Shore.

The  Department  responded  to  a  total  of  756  fire  and  emergency  calls,  in¬ 
cluding  52  audible  alarms  and  200  first  aid  emergencies. 

The  apparatus,  equipment  and  stations  are  in  good  repair  and  will  require 
only  normal  maintenance  during  the  present  year;  excepting  Station  1  and  Station 
4,  (Brook  St.,  and  Mitchell  Ave.,  respectively)  which  need  repairs  and  painting. 
A  contract  has  been  awarded  providing  for  repairing  and  painting  Station  1  and  a 
sum  of  money  is  included  in  the  budget  request  for  1963  to  provide  for  the  painting 
and  repairing  of  Station  4. 

The  Department  has  lost  a  faithful  member  with  the  death  of  Lloyd  A.  Turner 
who  served  his  fellow  townsmen  loyally  and  unstintingly  from  1905  until  his  death 
on  June  25th  of  this  year.  He  will  be  long  remembered  by  the  officers  and  men 
of  this  department. 

In  conclusion,  I  express  my  thanks  to  all  officers  and  departments  of  the 
town,  and  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  who  have  been  very  cooperative  and  under¬ 
standing.

ALLEN  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY  ASSOCIATION

Gentlemen: 

The  number  of  books  circulated  is  the  traditionally  accepted  measurement  of 
library  use.  In  1962  the  circulation  of  the  Allen  Memorial  Library  was  109,235. 
However,  this  statistic,  alone,  does  not  present  a  complete  picture  of  the  total 
service  provided  by  a  library.  Each  year  finds  greater  demands  being  made  upon 
our  staff  for  personal  reference  service  and  readers  advisor  service.  Also  of 
significance  is  the  number  of  new  applications  for  library  cards.  In  1962  this 
figure  was  1207. 

The  continually  increasing  cost  of  books  has  prevented  us  from  providing  as 
many  new  books  as  we  would  have  wished  to,  but  we  were  able  to  purchase  1979 
books  with  the  money  available. 

Mrs.  Francis  C.  Curran,  a  member  of  the  library  staff  for  several  years  was 
appointed  head  librarian  following  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Ralph  D.  Sanborn. 

We  are  not  making  any  requests  or  recommendations  for  major  projects 
this  year,  as  we  anticipate  that  this  responsibility  will  properly  fall  within  the 
province  of  the  newly  formed  Scituate  Library  Committee.

PEIRCE  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY  ASSOCIATION 

I  would  like  to  see,  right  now,  the  looks  on  the  faces  of  Silas  Peirce  and  his 
good  wife  in  whose  memory  the  library  was  given,  when  I  announce  to  the  citizens 
of  Scituate  that  the  circulation  of  books  has  jumped  to  an  all  time  high  of  40,298. 
This  represents  an  increase  of  5,703  over  last  year  and  a  total  increase  of  12,000 
in  the  last  two  years.  Registered  borrowers  sky-rocketed  685  to  a  new  total  of 
1,668  for  the  year.  With  the  serious  quest  for  knowledge,  1,203  students  signing 
in  to  use  our  Reference  Room,  we  were  sorely  tried  to  find  room  for  the  staff  to 
operate. 

Mrs.  Mary  Fletcher,  our  Librarian,  did  an  outstanding  job  for  us  this  year  in 
keeping  things  running  smoothly  while  arranging  a  major  portion  of  books  to  new 
locations  for  greater  efficiency  and  convenience  to  borrowers.  Mrs.  Harriet  Ladd 
and  the  other  members  of  the  staff  are  to  be  commended  for  their  re-cataloguing 
work  (we  are  changing  to  the  Dewey  Decimal  system).  From  July  1961  to  December 
1962  there  have  been  a  total  of  8,000  books  re-catalogued  so  that  we  should  see 
the  end  of  this  tedious  task  in  1963.  We  regret  that  this  process  has  to  be  done  in 
space  that  ordinarily  would  be  used  for  student  reading  and  reference. 

Our  staff  this  year  has  been  literally  driven  to  the  wall  by  the  public  and  al¬ 
though  we  have  wished  that  “Silas* *  would  come  back  to  help  us  out  on  a  small 
addition  for  our  employees*  use  in  cataloguing  and  office  space,  we  find  that  he 
expects  the  Town  henceforth  to  subscribe  to  the  cost  of  this  worthwhile  need  itself. 

1962  is  the  year  for  the  announcement  of  the  amalgamation  of  the  “Peirce** 
and  the  “Allen**  under  a  joint  committee  which  will  be  responsible  for  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  both.  This  joint  venture  will  add  much  to  the  efficiency  of  book  purchase 
and  cut  down  on  the  duplication  of  purchase  and  effort  and  create  a  unified  library 
facility  for  the  better  service  and  edification  of  our  citizenry.

REPORT  OF  THE 

PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  AID  TO  AGRICULTURE 

(PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  EXTENSION  SERVICE) 

BY 

ROBERT  B.  EWING,  County  Agent-Manager 

A  review  of  last  year’s  report  would  show  that  an  attempt  was  made  to  an¬ 
swer  the  question  -  “What  is  the  Extension  Service?**  The  report  stated  that  in 
1914  Congress  passed  the  Smith-Lever  Law  which  clearly  stated,  that  the  Exten¬ 
sion  Service  shall  “aid  in  diffusing  among  the  people  of  the  United  States  useful 
and  practical  information  on  subjects  relating  to  Agriculture  and  Home  Economics, 
and  to  encourage  the  application  of  the  same.** 
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The  Extension  Service  has  always  been  known  as  “the  educational  arm”  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  title  “Cooperative  Extension 
Service”  is  used  because  Federal,  State  and  County  Governments  cooperate  in 
furnishing  this  service  to  the  citizens  of  Plymouth  County.  Each  year  agreements 
are  written  between  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  the  University 
of  Massachusetts,  and  Plymouth  County. 

Since  1915,  when  the  Plymouth  County  Extension  Service  was  organized  and 
established,  educational  information  pertaining  to  Agriculture,  Home  Economics 
and  4-H  Club  Work  has  been  given  free  to  citizens  of  Plymouth  County. 

Although  methods  may  change  with  the  times,  the  basic  job  of  the  Extension 
Service  remains  the  same,  and  that  is,  as  the  1914  Law  states,  “to  £idin  diffusing 
among  the  people  of  the  United  States  useful  and  practical  information  on  the 
subjects  relating  to  Agriculture  and  Home  Economics  and  to  encourage  the  appli¬ 
cation  of  the  same.” 

The  Extension  Service  office  is  located  in  the  Court  House,  Brockton,  Mass, 
and  is  staffed  by  agents  who  conduct  programs  in  Agriculture,  Home  Economics 
and  4-H  Club  Work  by  furnishing  educational  information  through  farm  and  home 
visits,  letters,  newspaper  articles,  radio  talks,  meetings,  office  visits  and  tele¬ 
phone  calls. 

Federal,  State  and  County  government  funds  are  used  for  conducting  the 
Extension  Service  programs.  Along  with  these  funds,  most  towns  in  Plymouth 
County  make  an  annual  appropriation  which  is  used  for  the  general  expenditures 
of  the  Plymouth  County  Extension  Service.  Town  Directors  are  appointed  in 
those  towns  where  an  appropriation  is  made.  These  Town  Directors  are  unpaid 
volunteer  leaders  who  serve  as  the  Extension  Service  representative  in  their 
respective  town. 

All  citizens  should  make  full  use  of  their  Extension  Service  as  it  is  supported 
by  the  Federal,  State  and  County  Governments.  It  should  be  remembered  that 
while  the  Extension  Service  furnishes  the  information,  it  is  up  to  the  individual 
citizen  who  receives  this  information  to  decide  how  it  can  be  used  to  best  ad¬ 
vantage. 

Requests  for  information  can  be  directed  to  the  Plymouth  County  Extension 
Service,  Court  House,  Brockton,  Massachusetts.

REPORT  OF  THE 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Scituate,  Massachusetts 

A  goodly  portion  of  our  time  during  the  past  year  was  directed  toward  our 
two  crucial  area  projects,  the  marshes  and  North  River  Valley,  and  the  Hingham 
Ammunition  Depot. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  on  the  enactment  and  approval  of  the  Conservation 
Zone.  This  legislation  will  assist  in  preserving  and  protecting  our  marshes  and 
river  valley  until  such  time  when  long  range  conservation  programs  can  be  formu¬ 
lated. 

Through  close  cooperation  with  the  Conservation  Commissions  and  Selectmen 
of  the  towns  of  Norwell,  Hingham  and  Cohasset  and  our  own  Selectmen,  a  final 
proposal  for  acquisition  of  the  Hingham  Ammunition  Depot  was  reached.  The 
2991  acres  available,  of  which  Scituate  owns  approximately  100  acres,  are  to  be 
placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Fisheries  and 
Games  for  wildlife  management. 

The  depot  will  remain  a  green  belt  as  desired  and  subsidiary  benefits  of 
conservation,  recreation  and  watershed  will  be  enhanced.  Most  important  there 
will  be  no  cost  for  acquisition,  and  our  town  will  not  be  assessed  for  maintenance 
and  development  expense. 

Steps  to  enact  this  program  are  now  being  taken.  A  favorable  conclusion  is 
anticipated  shortly. 

We'  have  yet  to  implement  our  land  conservation  acquisition  program.  We 
will  aim  our  efforts  toward  this  phase  in  the  forthcoming  year. 

It  was  with  regret  that  we  learned  of  the  resignation  of  G.  Leonard  Arnold. 
His  dedication  to  our  work  was  sincere  and  he  will  be  missed. 

We  will  not  request  funds  for  our  budget  for  the  next  year.  Our  present 
reserve  is  ample  to  sustain  our  anticipated  expenditures.

REPORT  OF  THE  CIVIL  DEFENSE  AGENCY 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1962 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Scituate,  Massachusetts 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  Scituate  Civil  Defense  Agency  for  the  year 
1962. 

During  the  period  there  have  been  three  Directors  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  namely:  Mr.  Allen  E.  VonDette,  January  through  February  27,  1962; 
Mr.  Lester  Gates  from  February  28  through  April  16,  1962;  Mr.  Richard  Damon 
from  April  17,  1962  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  following  were  accomplished  during  the  period: 

1,.  Various  pamphlets  relative  to  Civil  Defense  were  made  available  at  the 
Selectmen’s  Office  and  periodically  at  the  North  Scituate,  Scituate  Harbor 
and  Egypt  Post  Offices. 

2.  Established  a  basic  Natural  Disaster  Plan. 

3.  Resumed  radio  drills  twice  a  month  from  local  Civil  Defense  to  Sector 
Headquarters. 
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4.  Held  a  radio  drill  from  local  Civil  Defense  Headquarters  to  Communica¬ 
tion  Mobile  Units  throughout  the  Town. 

5.  Installed  an  alert  warning  system  which  ties  the  local  police  to  the  State 
Police  radio  network. 

6.  Had  a  survey  conducted  by  the  Gamewell  Company  of  the  Town  of  Scituate 
for  warning  devices. 

7.  Nineteen  men  completed  an  Accelerated  Radiological  Monitoring  Course 
thereby  qualifying  the  Town  for  the  necessary  radiological  equipment  for 
five  Fixed  Monitoring  Stations. 

8.  The  undersigned  attended  two  conferences  on  Civil  Defense  matters  out¬ 
side  the  Town  of  Scituate,  one  with  representatives  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

9.  Two  meetings  were  held  in  the  Town  of  Scituate  -  one  general  and  the 
other  for  Communications  personnel,  as  well  as  several  minor  con¬ 
ferences. 

10.  Phase  2  of  the  Federal  Shelter  Program  was  completed  and  an  inspection 
of  the  Police  Station,  Town  Hall,  Junior  High  School  and  Central  Elemen¬ 
tary  School  relative  to  possible  shelter  spaces  was  made  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Police  Chief,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Principal  of  the  Junior  High  School,  Principal  of  Central  Elementary 
School,  Shelter  Officer  (who  is  a  graduate  of  the  Federal  Government 
School  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  in  Shelter  subjects),  and  the  undersigned. 

11.  Program  papers  were  completed  in  accordance  with  Federal  and  State 
laws,  regulations  and  directives  and  were  approved  by  the  Massachusetts 
Civil  Defense  Agency  on  December  3,  1962. 

12.  The  Town  of  Scituate  was  certified  as  being  eligible  for  participation  in' 
any  Federal  Government  Matching  Funds  Programs  and  for  Government 
surplus  property  immediately  after  the  program  papers  were  approved. 

13.  The  budget  for  the  year  1963  has  been  drawn  up  and  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.  This  budget  has  been  kept  at  a  minimum  figure. 

The  following  has  been  planned  for  1963: 

1.  Establishment  of  a  definite  Town  alert  signal. 

2.  Up-dating  of  communications  equipment. 

3.  Further  expansion  and  training  of  Communications  Unit. 

4.  Following  for  radiological  equipment  for  Fixed  Radiological  Monitoring 
Stations. 

5.  Further  training  of  Radiological  personnel. 
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6.  Continuing  study  of  Shelter  Program  to  consider  licensing  of  public 
shelters. 

7.  Better  equipping  of  Control  Center. 

8.  Offering  of  First  Aid  Courses. 

9.  Establishing  and  equipping  of  Emergency  Station. 

10.  Recruiting  of  additional  personnel. 

11.  Distribution  of  a  booklet  covering  Town  Civil  Defense. 

This  year  has  been  a  busy  one  and  important  groundwork  has  been  laid  which 
I  hope  can  be  carried  on  during  the  coming  year. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  all  citizens  of  Scituate  and  all  Town  departments 
for  their  fine  cooperation  during  1962.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town 
of  Scituate  for  the  period  from  January  1,  1961,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to 
April  9,  1962,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the  several  depart¬ 
ments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collec¬ 
tion,  were  examined,  checked,  and  compared  with  the  books  of  the  town  accountant 
and  the  town  treasurer. 

An  analysis  was  made  of  the  town  accountant’s  ledgers,  the  receipts  being 
checked  with  the  treasurer’s  books  and  the  payments  being  compared  with  the 
warrants  authorizing  them  and  with  the  treasurer’s  records  of  payments.  The 
appropriations  and  loan  authorizations,  as  listed  from  the  town  clerk’s  records 
of  town  meetings,  as  well  as  the  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  authorized  by 
the  finance  committee,  were  checked  with  the  town  accountant’s  ledger.  A  trial 
balance  was  drawn  off,  and,  after  the  necessary  adjustments  resulting  from  the 
audit  were  made,  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  April  9,  1962. 

The  suhety  bonds  furnished  by  the  several  town  officials  required  by  law  to 
furnish  such  surety  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  checked  in 
detail.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  analyzed  and  compared  with  the  records 
of  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  other  sources 
from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  payments  were 
checked  with  the  selectmen’s  warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town 
funds.  The  cash  balance  on  April  9,  1962,  was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash 
in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished 
by  the  banks  in  which  town  funds  are  deposited. 

The  payments  made  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were  compared 
with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  checked  with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books,  representing  the  investment  of  the  trust  and  invest¬ 
ment  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer,  were  examined  and  listed.  The 
income  was  proved  and  all  transactions  were  checked  in  detail. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the  town  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  taxes  and  water  liens  transferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were 
compared  with  the  collector’s  records,  the  foreclosures  were  verified,  and  the 
reported  redemptions  and  sales  were  checked  with  the  receipts  as  recorded  on  the 
treasurer’s  and  the  town  accountant’s  books.  The  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions 
on  hand  were  listed,  reconciled  with  the  town  accountant’s  ledger,  and  verified  by 
comparison  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 
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The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  tax,  excise,  assessment,  departmental,  and  water  accounts  outstanding  at  the 
time  of  the  previous  examination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitment  lists, 
were  audited  and  verified.  The  cash  book  additions  were  proved  and  the  reported 
payments  to  the  treasurer  were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  recorded  receipts. 
The  recorded  abatements  were  checked  with  the  assessors’  records  of  abatements 
granted,  the  amounts  transferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were  proved,  and  the  out¬ 
standing  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  respective  accounts  in  the 
general  ledger.  The  collector’s  cash  balance  on  April  9,  1962,  was  proved  by 
actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  outstanding  tax,  excise,  assessment,  departmental,  and  water  accounts 
were  further  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto 
indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  collector  make  a  determined  effort  to  effect  a 
settlement ,of  the  delinquent  taxes  which  date  back  to  1957. 

The  town  clerk’s  accounts  pertaining  to  dog  and  sporting  licenses  issued,  as 
well  as  to  the  collection  of  miscellaneous  fees,  were  examined  and  checked.  The 
payments  to  the  treasurer  and  to  the  State  were  verified,  and  the  cash  balance  on 
April  9,  1962,  was  proved  by  actual'  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  board  of  selectmen,  the  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures,  and  the  inspectors  of  building,  wires,  gas  and  plumbing,  as  well  as  of 
the  police,  health,  and  school  departments,  and  of  all  other  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and  checked, 
the  recorded  collections  being  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  receipts. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  tables 
showing  reconciliations  of  the  treasurer’s  and  the  collector’s  cash/summaries  of 
the  tax,  excise,  assessment,  tax  title,  tax  possession,  departmental,  and  water 
accounts,  together  with  schedules  showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the 
trust  and  investment  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  several  town  officials  during  the  progress 
of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  apprecia¬ 
tion.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTH  SHORE 
REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 

School  was  opened  in  September,  before  completion  of  the  construction.  This 
resulted  in  some  inconvenience  and  overworking  of  the  staff  but  we  considered 
this  preferable  to  delaying  the  opening.  The  pupils  are  enthusiastic  about  the 
school  and  we  find  them  applying  themselves  very  well.  Discipline  problems  have 
been  minor,  due  to  some  extent  to  the  fact  that  all  pupils  understand  that  they  may 
remain  enrolled  only  so  long  as  they  behave  and  succeed  in  their  studies.  Voca¬ 
tional  courses  inevitably  involve  hazards  and  it  is  essential  that  every  pupil 
have  his  wits  about  him  at  all  times,  not  only  to  prevent  injury  to  himself  but  to 
others.  Obviously,  horseplay  cannot  be  tolerated  for  a  moment.  This  requires 
that  pupils  grow  up  rather  suddenly.  Some  may  not  be  able  to  do  this  and  must  be 
dropped. 

During  the  school  year  1962-1963  we  have  only  first  year  pupils  and  somewhat 
more  than  half  the  staff  which  will  eventually  be  required.  In  the  school  year 
1963-1964  we  will  have  about  half  the  enrollment  capacity  and  nearly  a  full  staff. 

In  January  we  offered  seven  evening  trade  extension  courses.  These  are 
given  for  persons  who  in  their  usual  employment  have  need  of  the  instruction. 
They  are  quite  different  from  the  industrial  arts  programs  given  in  our  local 
high  schools. 

The  eventual  cost  of  operation  of  this  school  will  be  very  small  but  for  the 
first  few  years  it  will  be  substantial  because  the  state  reimbursement  is  not  made 
for  several  years  after  the  expenditures  are  made.  For  the  calendar  year  1963 
the  costs  AFTER  full  reimbursement  has  been  paid  will  be  as  follows:  Abington 
$207.69;  Cohasset,  $1,334.86;  Hanover,  $4,991.04;  Norwell  a  gain  of  $1,782.87; 
Rockland,  $19,241,73;  and  Scituate,  $525,59,  a  total  of  $23,366.86.  The  costs  to 
each  town  is  determined  by  the  number  of  pupils  attending  and  state  reimburse¬ 
ment  formulae. 

Visitors  to  the  school  are  welcome  at  anytime,  and  we  hope  that  both  parents 
and  business  representatives  will  become  acquainted  with  what  we  are  doing  for 
the  community.

REPORT  OF  THE 
SCITUATE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

Dear  Fellow  Citizens, 

In  reviewing  reports  of  the  Public  Schools  in  this  section  of  the  Town  Report 
for  the  past  ten  years,  it  is  immediately  apparent  that  we  in  Scituate  have  been 
preoccupied  for  a  long  time  with  crises  resulting  from  the  lack  of  sufficient 
school  housing.  Unfortunately  this  is  still  true. 

Presently  our  fourth  elementary  school,  the  first  in  six  years,  is  under  con¬ 
struction.  It  is  already  a  certainty  that  when  it  opens  next  September  most  of  the 
sixth  grade  will  remain  in  the  junior  high  school  because  the  number  of  elementary 
grade  children  we  shall  have  will  exceed  the  capacity  of  four  schools  by  about  300. 

This  is  consistent  with  the  calculations  worked  out  in  the  fall  of  1960  when  the 
Hatherly  School  was  being  planned  (at  which  time  the  sixth  grade  was  already 
housed  in  the  newly  completed  wing  of  the  junior  high).  It  was  computed  that,. by 
moving  the  ninth  grade  to  the  newhigh  school  when  it  opened,  the  capacities  of  our 
two  secondary  schools  would  permit  this  arrangement  for  two  or  three  years. 
Current  enrollment  projections  indicate  that  it  will  be  possible  only  through 
June  1965. 

The  clear  impact  of  this  is  that  we  shall  need  a  fifth  elementary  school  by 
September  1965.  In  order  to  have  it  ready  in  time  it  will  be  necessary  to  purchase 
land  and  provide  money  for  architect’s  plans  this  year.  Toward  this  purpose  two 
articles  have  been  placed  in  the  Warrant  for  next  month’s  Town  Meeting.  We 
respectfully  urge  your  support  for  these  articles.  If  we  begin  the  30  month  build¬ 
ing  schedule  now,  we  shall  be  able  for  the  very  first  time  to  complete  a  school 
when  it  is  needed,  rather  than  one,  two,  or  three  years  after  it  is  needed.  Housing 
is  not  the  prime  requisite  of  education  but  without  an  adequate  quantity  of  it  we 
cannot  conduct  our  educational  program  effectively  and  we  cannot  get  our  money’s 
worth  for  the  substantial  amount  we  spend  annually  on  the  program  itself. 

Worrying  about  inadequate  housing,  however,  is  not  the  only  concern  of  a 
school  committee.  Its  first  responsibility  is  educational  standards  and  the  ad¬ 
ministrative  leadership  necessary  to  reach  the  laudably  high  goals  that  you,  the 
community,  have  set  for  your  schools.  On  the  question  of  leadership  your  Com¬ 
mittee  last  April  reached  a  decision  which  resulted  in  our  setting  forth  to  obtain 
a  new  superintendent  of  schools. 

In  all  the  literature  on  the  function  of  school  committees  one  constantly  finds 
the  statement  that  the  hiring  of  a  superintendent  is  far  and  away  the  most  im¬ 
portant  single  act  they  perform.  It  was  with  a  sober  realization  of  this  undoubted 
truth  that  we  began  the  task.  We  were  determined  to  perform  it  well. 

After  carefully  assessing  the  dimensions  and  characteristics  of  our  particular 
situation,  we  prepared  a  profile  (in  terms  of  personal  qualities,  education,  and 
experience)  of  the  kind  of  man  needed,  in  our  judgment,  to  make  a  good  Scituate 
Superintendent  of  Schools.  We  tested  this  in  consultation  with  our  five  principals 
and  then  presented  it  to  the  Harvard  and  Boston  University  Graduate  Schools  of 
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Education,  asking  that  each  provide  us  with  the  names  of  five  men  who  best  fitted 
our  requirements,  whether  or  not  they  were  seeking  a  new  position. 

We  worked  almost  entirely  from  this  list,  giving  consideration  to  only  four 
of  the  number  who  applied  on  their  own.  The  entire  selection  process  took  from 
April  12  until  July  5.  (The  Chairman  would  like  to  note  here  that  from  June  1 
until  August  20  George  C.  Young,  fellow  member  and  an  experienced  school  ad¬ 
ministrator,  served  most  capably  and  without  recompense  as  Acting  Superintend¬ 
ent.  For  this  unselfish  service  to  his  community  the  other  four  members  and, 
we  are  sure,  the  community  itself  are  deeply  grateful.) 

If  time  proves  that  the  Committee  chose  wisely,  1962  may  mark  a  significant 
turning  point  in  the  history  of  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  —  the  year  when  they 
completed  the  tumultuous,  difficult  process  of  growing  up  and  entered  a  period  of 
maturity.  Your  schools  have  the  tools  with  which  to  meet  the  test  of  quality  in  a 
decade  which  has  demonstrated  as  never  before  the  value  of  good  education.  Your 
schools,  in  short,  can  be  as  good  as  you  want  them  to  be.

REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

It  is  with  extreme  pleasure  and  optimism  that  I  present  my  first  annual  re¬ 
port  as  superintendent  of  the  Scituate  Public  Schools. 

It  would  be  presumptuous  on  my  part,  in  view  of  a  relatively  short  tenure,  to 
make  an  evaluation  of  the  progress  made  by  the  various  divisions  during  the  year 
1962. 
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However,  an  overview  of  the  system  as  a  whole  indicates  that  its  targets  are 
on  the  frontiers  of  learning  which  bring  the  findings  of  research  into  the  class¬ 
rooms. 

The  general  pattern  of  this  report  will  focus  on  the  future  as  it  relates  to  the 
foundations  set  in  the  past. 

Organization  and  Administration 

Scituate,  I  believe,  is  ready  to  move  out  of  the  tightly  structured  graded  sys¬ 
tem  at  the  elementary  level  into  one  which  is  more  flexible  and  geared  to  the 
varying  degrees  of  physical,  emotional,  and  learning  growth  which  appears  among 
its  students. 

Such  new  developments  as  the  Ungraded  Primary,  Team  Teaching,  and  Team 
Learning  should  be  investigated  and  tailored  to  fit  the  particular  needs  of  this 
school  system. 

Large  and  small  group  instruction  at  the  secondary  level  should  be  investigated 
and  evaluated.

Any  reputation  that  a  school  system  might  have  or  make  in  its  pursuit  of  ex¬ 
cellence  is  merely  a  reflection  of  what  takes  place  day  by  day  in  the  classroom 
under  the  direction  and  guidance  of  competent  and  dedicated  teachers. 

We  in  Scituate  must,  therefore,  continue  to  support  a  program  which  en¬ 
courages  continuous  professional  growth  among  our  present  staff  members  and 
maintains  a  financial  posture  which  will  enable  us  to  attract  superior  personnel 
as  the  need  for  additions  and  replacements  to  the  staff  emerges. 

School  Program 

It  has  been  said  “that  the  curriculum  is  the  sum  total  of  the  school’s  efforts 
to  influence  learning  whether  in  the  classroom,  on  the  playground  or  out  of  school.” 

Curriculum  development  is  an  ongoing  operation  and  must  be  geared  to  a 
dynamic  and  changing  society. 

Science 


Scituate  has  made  significant  strides  in  the  specific  areas  of  Science,  namely 
the  new  PSSC  approach  to  Physics,  the  new  approach  to  Biology  and  a  coordinated 
program  for  General  Science  grades  7  thru  9. 

Mathematics 


The  area  of  Mathematics  has  received  considerable  attention.  In  grades  7-12 
an  accelerated  program  has  evolved,  and  the  new  School  Mathematics  Study  Group 
(SMSG)  program  is  contemplated  for  grades  5-9. 
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Foreign  Language 

The  Foreign  Language  program  (French)  beginning  in  grade  4  will  be  con¬ 
tinuous  thru  grade  12. 

The  use  of  tapes  and  electronic  devices  in  this  field  has  advanced  to  a  point 
where  language  laboratory  facilities  and  TV  are  part  of  the  everyday  tools  used 
by  teachers  and  pupils  alike. 

The  Humanities 


The  “cultural  lag”  which  has  plagued  humanity  since  recorded  history  still 
remains.  In  view  of  the  rapid  advances  made  in  communication  media  and  trans¬ 
portation,  paralleled  by  the  emergence  of  new  nations,  we  must  without  delay 
bring  about  a  “breakthrough”  in  the  fields  of  English,  Social  Studies  and  the  Arts 
similar  to  that  which  has  been  made  in  Sciences,  Mathematics  and  the  Foreign 
Languages. 

It  is  evident  from  the  brief  description  of  subject  area  advances  which  are 
now  in  operation,  that  the  Public  Schools  of  Scituate  are  sensitive  and  receptive  to 
new  approaches  to  the  education  of  its  youth.  However,  a  successful  and  quality 
program  must  have  as  its  base  Written  Curricula  from  kindergarten  thru  grade 
twelve. 

Therefore,  immediate  action  on  the  part  of  faculty  and  staff  should  focus  on 

the  development  of  curriculum  guides  in  all  areas - English,  Social  Studies, 

Mathematics,  Science,  Foreign  Language  and  the  auxiliary  areas  of  Business 
Education,  Industrial  Arts,  Home  Economics,  Music,  Art  and  Physical  Education. 

The  scope  of  the  task  is  such  that  a  three  to  four  year  time  span  will  un¬ 
doubtedly  elapse  before  the  production  of  skeleton  guides  can  be  completed. 

Guidance  Services 


The  area  of  pupil  guidance  services  and  counseling  should  be  viewed  as  be¬ 
ginning  with  kindergarten  and  ending  two  to  four  years  after  graduation  from  high 
school.  It  is  only  thru  adequate  guidance  services  that  realistic  paths  and  programs 
can  be  set  for  our  youth  to  reach  their  individual  goals. 

Scituate  again  has  made  progress  in  this  area  at  the  secondary  level  but  needs 
additional  staff  and  programs  in  the  elementary  and  junior  high  school. 

School  Plant 


Inadequate  school  housing  is  one  of  the  unmet  needs  facing  Scituate  today. 
This  has  resulted  in  overcrowded  classrooms,  the  use  of  substandard  spaces 
within  our  present  facility  and  a  limitation  on  the  kind  of  educational  program  that 
can  be  offered. 

This  is  a  double-edged  sword - it  is  difficult  for  the  professionally  trained, 

competent  teacher  to  perform  at  optimum  and  it  also  reduces  the  attractiveness 
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of  the  educational  climate  to  those  who  might  be  prospective  teachers.  The  ade¬ 
quacy  of  school  facilities  in  addition  oftentimes  is  the  “magnet”  that  attracts  or 
repels  a  discerning  future  resident. 

Scituate  has  made  substantial  efforts  in  providing  for  the  unmet  needs  in 
school  housing.  I  suggest,  however,  that  the  time  lag  between  the  identification  of 
the  need  and  its  resolution  should  be  shortened.  Immediate  action  should  be  taken 
to  provide  additional  school  housing  facilities  sufficient  to  provide  equal  educa¬ 
tional  opportunity  for  all  children. 

School  and  Community  Relations 

The  art  of  communication  by  the  school  with  its  publics  is  one  that  has  yet  to 
be  mastered. 

It  will  be  a  major  area  of  concentration  by  the  superintendent  and  those  re¬ 
sponsible  to  use  all  devices  available  to  inform  parents  and  the  public  in  general 
about  what  is  happening  in  their  schools. 

Channels  will  be  open  so  that  parents  individually  and  collectively  will  be  able 
to  communicate  with  their  schools. 

Conclusion: 


For  the  immediate  future  I  suggest  these  guidelines  in  our  pursuit  of  ex¬ 
cellence. 

1.  A  toughening  of  the  curriculum  with  a  coordinated  approach  grades  K 
thru  12. 

2.  Expansion  of  the  guidance  and  counseling  services. 

3.  A  gradual  incorporation  of  the  new  patterns  of  the  instructional  organiza¬ 
tion  such  as  the  Ungraded  Primary,  Team  Learning  and  Team  Teaching 
where  applicable;  and  the  involvement  of  the  faculties  in  in-service  pro¬ 
grams  in  order  to  implement  these  new  patterns. 

4.  A  wider  use  of  findings  of  research  and  development,  especially  in  the 
field  of  technology, 

5.  A  broader  involvement  of  the  various  publics  in  the  development  of  the 
emerging  design  for  education  in  Scituate. 

Scituate  presents  a  climate  for  learning  which  is  “attuned  to  the  times  and 
the  needs  of  the  times.”  It  is  my  hope  that  parents,  teachers  and  pupils,  in  fact 
the  total  community,  will  continue  in  their  pursuit  of  excellence.  The  result,  I  am 
confident,  will  be  a  quality  program  producing  a  quality  product.

A  vaccination  certificate  must  be  presented  to  the  school  when  a  pupil  enters 
for  the  first  time. 

A  birth  certificate  must  be  presented  for  those  pupils  whose  births  were  re¬ 
corded  outside  of  Scituate.

To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

In  accordance  with  the  prior  votes  of  the  Town,  a  Public  Works  Department 
will  come  into  being  immediately  following  our  annual  Town  Meeting  in  March 
with  the  Selectmen  acting  as  Public  Works  Commissioners.  The  Selectmen 
have  not  been  content  to  let  this  change  come  upon  them  suddenly  but  have  taken 
many  preparatory  steps  to  insure  an  immediate  operating  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment.  The  Public  Works  Department  will  include  the  functions  of  previous 
departments  known  as  Engineering,  Highways,  Water,  Park  and  Tree  Warden. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  establishment  of  a  Public  Works  Department  to  take 
over  the  prior  departments  in  an  organizational  revision  of  such  magnitude  that 
all  of  the  desirable  changes  cannot  be  made  at  once.  There  must  be  a  transitional 
period  during  which  some  of  the  prior  organization  will  be  retained.  We  must 
still  continue  to  perform  the  functions  of  these  various  departments.  We  would 
like  to  report,  however,  on  some  of  the  things  that  we  have  done  to  date,  on  some 
of  the  things  which  we  will  be  planning  to  do  during  the  coming  year,  and  some  of 
the  longer  range  plans. 

We  have  appointed  as  the  first  Public  Works  Superintendent,  -  John  E. 
Bamber.  John’s  long  experience  as  a  Town  Engineer  and  his  intimate  connections 
with  the  department  operations  qualify  him  well  for  this  position.  We  are  proud 
of  this  choice.  We  have  worked  with  Mr.  Bamber  in  the  preparation  of  a  con¬ 
solidated  P.W.D.  budget,  and  from  preliminary  discussions  with  the  Advisory 
Committee  the  budget  which  will  be  presented  to  you  will  include  this  single  budget 
for  all  of  these  prior  departments.  For  a  comparison  of  the  estimated  costs  for 
the  new  Department  with  the  prior  departments,  it  will  be  necessary  to  add  to¬ 
gether  the  prior  budget  of  the  separate  departments.  Under  this  combined  budget 
we  expect  to  find  a  flexibility  in  the  use  of  equipment  and  personnel  which  will 
produce  more  efficient  operation  and,  at  the  same  time,  savings  to  the  Town. 

During  the  coming  year  we  will  expect  to  develop  yearly,  monthly,  weekly 
and  daily  plans  for  the  various  units  in  the  Department,  with  systems  of  accounting 
which  will  reflect  more  closely  our  costs  of  operation.  We  will  expect  closer 
control  of  purchasing  and  inventory  of  equipment  and  materials.  Sometime  during 
the  year  we  would  expect  to  reorganize  the  space  in  the  Town  Hall  to  accommodate 
the  new  Department  and  to  transfer  much  of  the  billing  operation  of  the  Water 
Department  to  this  new  space  in  the  Town  Hall.  We  will  look  carefully  at  the 
possibility  of  reduction  in  permanent  full-time  personnel,  and  the  use  of  temporary 
personnel  during  the  busy  season.  Again,  we  must  caution  that  there  are  transi¬ 
tional  problems  both  in  relation  to  physical  location  of  units  and  also  with  respect 
to  personnel. 
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As  a  long  range  proposition  we  will  look  to  the  possibility  of  a  central 
location  for  the  Public  Works  Department,  possibly  at  the  present  Highway 
Department  quarters,  and  the  advisability  of  owning  more — or  less —  of  our  own 
heavy  equipment,  or  alternatively,  contracting  for  work  and  materials. 

These  are  a  few  of  the  problems  which  have  been  discussed  and  for  which 
we  must  find  solutions;  but  with  the  fine  cooperation  which  we  have  had  from 
members  of  all  departments  concerned,  we  are  confident  that  these  and  other 
problems  will  be  solved  to  the  Town’s  benefit.

Your  co-operation  to  the  end  that  all  births  may  be  properly 
recorded  will  be  greatly  appreciated. 

Blanks  for  returns  of  births  will  be  furnished  upon  application  to 
parents,  householders,  physicians,  and  registered  medical  offices  as 
provided  in  Chapter  46,  Section  15,  General  Laws.

The  attention  of  interested  parties  is  called  to  Chapter  51,  Section  2,  of  the 
General  Laws,  viz:  If  the  name  of  a  female  who  is  duly  registered  as  a  voter  is 
changed  by  marriage  or  by  decree  of  court,  her  right  to  vote  in  her  former  name 
shall  continue  until  January  first  next  following.  Adherence  to  this  law  requires 
every  female  now  on  the  voting  list  whose  name  is  changed  by  marriage  or  by 
decree  of  court  to  appear  before  the  Town  Clerk  or  at  an  advertised  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Registrars  and  re-register  as  a  voter  if  desirous  of  continuing  to 
vote  in  Scituate,  as  her  previous  name  will  automatically  be  stricken  from  the 
list.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  COUNSEL 


As  the  town  continues  to  grow  the  number  of  legal  problems  increases  each 
year.  It  frequently  happens  that  legal  questions  arise  for  which  there  are  no  legal 
precedents  so  that  in  attempting  to  answer  them,  we  are,  in  effect,  “sailing  an  un¬ 
charted  sea”.  All  town  counsels  with  whom  I  have  talked  have  had  this  experience 
on  many  occasions. 

Early  in  February  it  became  necessary  for  a  bill  to  be  enacted  by  the  legislature 
to  arrange  for  the  financing  of  the  proposed  restoration  of  the  beach  at  North 
Scituate.  The  Federal  Government  had  agreed  to  pay  one  half  of  the  cost  of  this 
project,  namely  $130,000.00,  if  the  remaining  $130,000.00  were  to  be  paid  by  the 
Town  of  Scituate,  the  County  of  Plymouth,  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
The  Town  had  raised  and  appropriated  the  sum  of  $65,000.00  (some  portion  of  which 
might  or  might  not  be  paid  by  the  County),  leaving  a  balance  of  $65,000.00  to  be  paid 
by  the  Commonwealth.  As  the  Federal  Government  would  not  pay  any  money,  until 
such  time  as  this  project  had  been  completed  to  its  satisfaction,  it  became  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  project  to  be  financed,  in  effect,  the  Commonwealth  was  therefore  to 
act  as  a  banker  and  disburse  the  necessary  funds  to  complete  the  work,  at  which 
time  the  Federal  Government  would  reimburse  it  to  the  amount  of  $130,000.00  as 
agreed. 

As  the  result  of  a  number  of  conferences  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  counsel  for  the  Senate,  a  Bill  was  drafted  which  was  filed  in  the  Senate  by  Sen¬ 
ator  Holmes.  Subsequently  it  was  passed  by  both  the  House  and  the  Senate. 

The  volume  of  litigation,  both  on  behalf  of  the  town,  as  well  as  against  it,  also 
seems  to  increase  from  year  to  year. 

During  1963  two  cases  involving  appeals  from  decisions  of  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeals  on  petitions  for  variances  were  tried  at  length  in  the  Plymouth  Superior 
Court.  In  both  cases  the  Court  upheld  the  decisions  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals. 

A  temporary  restraining  order  was  obtained  by  an  unsuccessful  bidder  enjoining 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  from  awarding  a  contract  for  the  purchase  of  several  motor 
vehicles  to  the  successful  bidder.  At  the  hearing  held  in  the  Superior  Court  in 
Boston  on  the  return  day  of  the  order  of  notice  the  Court  vacated  the  restraining 
order,  so  for  all  practical  purposes  this  litigation  has  been  concluded. 

A  very  troublesome  case  brought  by  a  Boston  hospital  against  the  Town  for  hos¬ 
pital  services  for  some  $1,000.00  rendered  to  a  minor  was  settled  by  working  out 
an  arrangement  under  which  the  Welfare  Department  paid  $100.00,  and  the  balance 
of  the  settlement  was  paid  by  the  patient’s  father,  who  borrowed  the  money  from  his 
employer. 

There  are  quite  a  number  of  other  cases  which  are  pending  in  court.  Some  of 
these  cases  may  be  dropped,  discontinued,  or  dismissed.  Others  may  be  settled 
eventually.  The  remainder  will  probably  have  to  be  tried  in  due  course  when  they 
are  reached  for  trial. 
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Advice  and  opinions,  both  oral  and  written,  have  been  given  to  the  various  de¬ 
partments  of  the  town  on  many  occasions.  Substantially  all  regular  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  were  attended.  Upon  request  meetings  of  the  other  Boards  were 
attended  as  well. 

The  splendid  co-operation  of  the  heads  of  all  of  the  Town  Departments  has  been 
greatly  appreciated.

REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

With  the  establishment  of  a  Public  Works  Dept,  thereby  abolishing  the  positions 
of  Water  Commissioners,  we  submit  our  final  report. 

A  new  standpipe  was  contracted  for  and  completed  during  1963.  This  addition 
of  1,280,000  gallons  storage  to  our  water  system  during  one  of  the  driest  seasons 
on  record  was  certainly  one  of  extreme  importance  and  prevented  a  drastic 
restriction  on  water  use,  especially  with  hoses  and  sprinklers.  Conservative  use 
of  water  is  a  must  at  all  times. 

The  meter  program  is  starting  in  its  4th  year  with  a  little  over  60%  of  the 
Town  already  metered.  We  have  established  a  program  to  meter  the  entire  town 
over  a  period  of  10  years  to  prevent  a  large  expenditure  in  any  one  year. 

The  income  from  the  sale  of  water  each  year  was  estimated  to  decrease  with 
the  installation  of  meters  but  at  the  present  it  has  shown  a  slight  increase 
partially  due  to  the  large  excess  bills  of  some  of  the  new  residents. 

The  exploration  for  water  each  year  is  a  must.  Land  is  becoming  scarce  and 
water  is  getting  more  difficult  to  locate.  We  have  been  fortunate  this  past  year 
to  find  another  source  of  supply  and  money  will  be  asked  for  this  year  to  develop 
and  induct  this  source  of  supply  into  our  system. 

It  is  hoped  that  another  500,000  gallons  per  day  will  be  available  from  this 
well. 

To  Mrs.  Edith  Manson,  our  loyal  employee  who  retired  December  31  after  18 
years  of  faithful  service,  we  send  our  wishes  that  she  may  enjoy  many  happy  years 
of  leisure. 

To  the  other  Departments  in  the  town  we  say  thanks  for  the  many  years  of 
co-operation  which  helped  make  Scituate  the  Town  we  all  love  and  admire.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  SUPERINTENDENT 


To:  The  Water  Commissioners  of  Scituate 
Gentlemen: 

Following  is  the  thirty-second  annual  report  to  the  Scituate  Water  Commis¬ 
sioners  recording  the  work  accomplished  during  the  year  of  1963. 

In  accordance  with  our  long  range  water  main  replacement  program  the  water 
main  on  First  Parish  Road  has  been  completed  from  Cudworth  Road  to  Kent 
Street  and  connects  with  the  new  water  main  on  Edward  Foster  Road  to  Second 
Cliff. 

On  June  16,  1963  the  new  water  tower  on  Pincin  Hill  was  completed  and  put  in 
operation.  This  new  tower  has  a  capacity  of  1,280,000  gallons  and  this  additional 
supply  helped  maintain  more  even  pressure  throughout  the  peak  loads  of  the 
summer. 

Exploration  work  was  carried  out  during  the  summer  and  a  supply  with  an 
estimated  yield  of  500,000  G.P.D.  of  good  quality  water  was  found  on  the  south 
side  of  the  Wasco,  Inc.,  property  near  the  Herring  Brook. 

Each  year  exploration  work  must  continue  in  order  to  keep  ahead  of  the  rapid 
growth  of  our  Town  and  the  increase  of  gallons  per  capita  due  to  the  installation 
of  automatic  washers  in  both  new  and  old  homes. 

During  the  severe  drought  last  fall  our  water  table  dropped  to  an  all  time  low 
but  by  alternating  the  operation  of  the  pumping  stations  we  did  not  have  to  curtail 
the  use  of  water. 

A  detailed  table  of  the  years’  accomplishments  follows  this  report,  including 
all  capital  expenditures  which  determine  the  valuation  of  the  department. 

Again  I  wish  to  thank  the  heads  and  personnel  of  all  departments  for  their 
fine  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

SCITUATE  HEALTH  SERVICE,  INC. 


The  object  of  the  Scituate  Health  Service,  Inc.,  as  stated  in  its  Constitution, 
shall  be:  “To provide  health  benefits  to  the  Town  of  Scituate  by  the  promotion  of 
or  assistance  in  beneficial  health  programs  or  activities  and  to  provide  limited 
assistance  in  individual  instances  to  assist  in  education  through  scholarship  aid.” 
All  services  rendered  are  volunteered  by  members  and  there  is  no  paid  staff. 

To  achieve  this  objective  in  1963,  the  following  activities  were  conducted  in 
cooperation  with  the  Board  of  Health: 

A  Well  Baby  Conference  (11  clinics),  under  the  guidance  of  Dr.  Olga  Allers,  at 
which  babies  were  examined  and  the  mothers  advised  on  the  care  and  health  of 
their  children. 

Volunteer  services  at  the  Immunization  or  Triple  Vaccine  Clinic. 

The  Adult  Sabin  Oral  Vaccine  Program  was  continued  with  doses  of  Type  II 
being  administered  in  April.  Three  clinics,  one  for  each  Type,  were  held  later 
in  the  year  for  those  who  had  missed  the  original  clinics. 

Awarded  two  $200  scholarships  to  seniors  who  were  accepted  at  an  accredited 
school  of  nursing,  one  to  Miss  Marilyn  Minard  who  entered  Mount  Auburn  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing,  and  the  other  to  Miss  Sandra  Ford  who  entered  Childrens’ 
Hospital  School  of  Nursing. 

Working  with  the  school  nurses,  we  purchased  glasses,  paid  for  dental  work 
and  gave  other  limited  financial  assistance  to  the  children. 

Plans  are  now  being  made  to  sponsor  a  Glaucoma  Clinic  and  a  Hearing  Clinic 
in  the  spring. 

Our  organization  is  supported  by  voluntary  contributions  from  Scituate  resi¬ 
dents.  Our  annual  fund  raising  drive  is  held  in  July. 

We  look  forward  to  continued  and  greater  service  to  the  community.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 


The  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Scituate 

Gentlemen: 

The  first  order  of  business  of  the  Sewer  Commissioners,  subsequent  to  their 
appointment  and  organization  as  a  board,  was  the  selection  of  an  engineering  firm 
to  act  as  consultant  to  the  town  in  the  preparation  of  a  final  design  for  a  sewer 
system  and  sewage  treatment  plant. 

Following  interviews  with  representatives  of  three  engineering  firms  the 
Commissioners  voted  to  select  the  firm  of  Metcalf  &  Eddy.  This  decision  was 
made  primarily  because  of  this  firm’s  national  reputation  of  competency  in  the 
field  of  sanitary  engineering  and  the  competitive  make-up  of  their  fee  structure 
when  compared  with  the  other  firms  interviewed.  The  choice  was  also  based  on 
the  town’s  experience  and  satisfaction  during  the  past  ten  years  with  Metcalf  & 
Eddy’s  performance  as  advisors  to  previous  boards  and  committees  in  matters 
pertaining  to  the  sewerage  program. 

As  a  result  of  the  apprehension  expressed  by  persons  representing  several 
organizations  and  boards,  both  locally  and  in  towns  abutting  the  North  River,  the 
board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  arranged  for  a  meeting  of  these  boards  and  or¬ 
ganizations  on  10/15/63.  Representatives  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health, 
the  Department  of  Natural  Resources,  and  the  Water  Resources  Board  explained 
in  detail  the  proposed  sewerage  program  and  its  effect  on  the  North  River.  Data 
was  presented  to  show  that  the  discharge  of  treated  effluent  would  not  have  the 
disastrous  effect  predicted  by  opponents  of  our  program. 

Approval  of  the  proposed  site  for  location  of  a  sewage  treatment  plant  was 
requested  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health.  An  open  hearing  at  the  State  House 
on  this  matter,  as  required  by  law,  was  held  on  10/31/63.  Approval  was  granted 
by  the  Department  on  12/10/63. 

The  application  for  advance  funds  from  the  Federal  Government,  having  been 
delayed  pending  approval  of  the  site  by  the  authorities,  was  processed  subsequent 
to  the  receipt  of  this  approval. 

Three  bills  have  been  introduced  into  the  legislature  by  the  selectmen  from 
the  town  of  Norwell.  These  bills  provide  for:  (1)  the  formation  of  a  North  River 
sewer  district,  (2)  a  joint  Department  of  Public  Health  and  legislative  commission 
study  on  the  feasibility  of  the  formation  of  a  North  River  sewer  district,  and  (3) 
prohibition  of  the  discharge  of  sewage  effluent  from  a  sewerage  plant  into  the 
North  River  basin. 

The  board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  opposes  the  formation  of  a  North  River 
sewer  district  by  legislation  at  this  time  in  the  absence  of  a  competent  study  by 
all  parties  involved.  The  commission  has  no  objection  to  legislation  providing  for 
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a  study  by  competent  authorities.  The  commission  opposes  legislation  which  would 
prohibit  the  discharge  of  effluent  from  a  treatment  plant. 

It  is  the  intent  of  the  Sewer  Commission  to  present  at  town  meeting  articles 
for  consideration  by  the  town,  which  will  implement  a  program  for  construction 
of  a  system  of  sewers  and  a  sewage  treatment  plant.

REPORT  OF  THE 

SOUTH  SHORE  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Scituate: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control  Project’s 
activities  in  the  Town  of  Scituate  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1963. 

The  Town  of  Scituate  appropriated  $4900  for  mosquito  control  in  1963,  Along 
with  this  $4000  was  appropriated  for  salt  marsh  maintenance.  This  money  was 
used  for  mosquito  control  in  the  Town  of  Scituate  by  the  South  Shore  Mosquito 
Control  Project,  a  cooperative  effort  embracing  the  City  of  Quincy  and  Towns  of 
Scituate,  Braintree,  Cohasset,  Duxbury,  Hingham,  Hull,  Marshfield,  Norwell  and 
Weymouth.  The  Project  is  a  year  round  operation  based  on  a  three-phase  plan 
for  the  reduction  of  mosquitoes. 

PERMANENT  CONTROL 

A  method  whereby,  with  the  use  of  trenching  equipment  and  hand  labor,  many 
shallow  stagnant  water  areas  are  removed.  This  reduces  the  number  of  sites  ca¬ 
pable  of  breeding  mosquitoes.  Most  of  this  drainage  is  done  on  salt  marsh.  How¬ 
ever,  where  possible,  work  is  done  in  fresh  water  brooks  and  streams. 

PREVENTIVE  CONTROL 

The  prevention  of  the  mosquito  reaching  its  flying  stage,  by  the  use  of  small 
amounts  of  insecticide  applied  to  the  mosquito  breeding  sites  (shallow  stagnant 
water)  enabling  us  to  prevent  many  mosquito  larva  and  pupa  from  emerging  to  the 
adult  biting  insect.  By  larvaciding  we  can  concentrate  the  attack  on  mosquitoes  in 
their  most  vulnerable  stage  of  life. 
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ADULT  CONTROL 

In  spite  of  other  control  methods,  there  are  some  species  of  mosquitoes  that  are 
usually  controlled  by  adult  spraying- the culex (or  house  mosquito)  that  may  breed 
in  almost  any  container  that  will  hold  water  over  a  few  day  period,  making  control 
over  breeding  sites  impossible.  By  using  mist  sprayers  and  thermal  foggers  we 
are  able  to  reduce  the  droplet  size  so  small  amounts  of  insecticide  can  be  applied 
over  a  large  area,  enough  to  get  a  mosquito  kill  and  yet  keep  the  insecticide  residue 
to  a  minimum. 

With  this  basic  plan,  the  following  was  done  in  the  Town  of  Scituate  last  year. 
20,125  ft.  of  ditch  were  reclaimed,  625  ft.  of  new  ditch  were  trenched,  9,115  ft.  of 
existing  drainage  were  cleared  of  their  blockages,  all  to  reduce  mosquito  breeding 
sites.  In  addition,  4,525  ft.  of  brushing  were  done  to  enable  us  to  do  this  ditching 
work. 

150  gallons  of  insecticide  were  applied  by  aircraft  to  treat  150  acres  for  the 
spring  brood  of  aedes  mosquitoes  that  appear  in  early  summer,  and  2025  pounds  of 
insecticidal  dust  was  applied  to  1012  acres.  425  pounds  of  insecticidal  dust  were 
applied  to  212  acres  by  ground  equipment  to  smaller  wet  areas.  875  gallons  of  in¬ 
secticide  were  applied  to  875  acres  for  larval  and  pupal  control.  555  gallons  of  in¬ 
secticide  were  applied  by  mist  blower  to  555  acres  for  adult  as  well  as  larval  con¬ 
trol.  840  acres  were  fogged.  3185  catchbasins  found  to  be  breeding  mosquitoes 
were  sprayed. 

The  insecticides  used  by  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control  Project  are: 

D.D.T.,  both  dust  and  liquid 

Dieldrin,  both  liquid  and  granules  (dump  areas) 

Malathion  (fog  and  spray) 

DiBrom  #14  (fog) 

Baytex  29496  (catchbasins) 

All  applications  are  made  not  exceeding  dosage  recommended  on  registered 
labels  for  the  control  of  mosquitoes. 

The  Project  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  help  received  from  officials  and  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Town  and  sincerely  hopes  that  the  benefits  derived  by  these  depart¬ 
ments  as  a  result  of  this  cooperation  are  as  great  as  those  derived  by  the  Project.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

This,  together  with  the  report  of  our  expenditures  for  1963,  constitutes  the 
final  Report  to  be  submitted  to  the  townspeople  by  the  undersigned  Commissioners 
as  a  separate  and  independent  Park  Commission. 

The  work  on  the  town’s  parks  and  public  grounds  continued  with  no  major  in¬ 
novations  from  prior  years.  However,  two  lifeguards  were  added  to  our  roster  in 
1963,  making  a  total  of  10.  For  the  first  time  in  a  number  of  years,  the  beach 
cleaning  was  done  by  mechanical  equipment  instead  of  by  hand.  In  our  opinion,  the 
areas  cleaned  on  Sand  Hill§  and  Humarock  Beaches  should  be  extended  beyond  the 
present  limits,  and  if  not  taken  care  of  daily,  at  least  on  a  weekly  basis. 

Tennis  classes  were  conducted  at  three  sites,  instead  of  two,  for  the  first  time  - 
North  Scituate,  Junior  High  School  and  the  new  courts  at  the  High  School  -  under 
three  competent  instructors.

Just  as  the  years  have  witnessed  a  steady  growth  in  the  responsibilities  and 
obligations  of  the  work  of  this  Department  so  has  the  town  benefitted  from  the  prog¬ 
ress  represented  by  the  lengthening  experience  of  the  Department’s  regular  per¬ 
sonnel  and  the  technical  improvements  in  the  mechanical  equipment  used. 

This  progress  and  growth  now  evidences  itself  in  the  consolidation  of  our  work 
and  personnel  with  those  of  other  service  departments  to  form  the  new  Department 
of  Public  Works.  Wje  are  certain  that  the  trend  of  improved  and  expanding  services 
will  continue  under  the  new  consolidated  Department.

Bills  abolishing  settlements  in  GR  and  OAA  were  passed  in  1963  effective 
1/1/64.  The  settlement  laws  were  archaic  and  result  should  be  simplified 
procedures  of  administration.  .State  increase  in  reimbursement  is  from  2/3 
balance  after  Federal  in  OAA  to'70%  after  Federal;  and  20%  in  all  General  Relief 
with  “no  less  total  than  paid  to  cities  and  towns  in  June,  1962.”

TOWN  OF  SCITUATE  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  large  increase  in  appropriation  for  relief  resulted  from  too  drastic 
cutting  in  the  past  two  years. 


Any  changes  in  maximums  of  salary  are  not  contemplated  in  1964,  as  yet. 
In  1963  maximums  and  minimums  were  increased  in  July  and  were  mandatory, 
effecting  all  workers  in  the  Department. 

Also,  increases  in  relief  grants  of  5%  cost  of  living  increase  were  mandatory 
in  September.  No  Federal  increase  in  reimbursement  was  given  in  1963  and  re¬ 
mains  same  as  October,  1962.  As  always  in  the  past  several  years  we  must 
expect  increased  medical  costs  for  1964.  Medicare,  if  passed,  will  not  eliminate 
our  MAA  program,  and  have  only  a  slight  effect  in  delaying  eligibility  while  using 
Social  Security  Medical  first,  if  applicants  are  covered  by  Social  Security.  The 
over-all  effect  may  be  in  increased  ADC  rolls,  as  paychecks  of  young  people  are 
tapped  for  the  elderly,  and  they  need  care  for  themselves  and  their  children. 

Total  cost  of  aid  given  in  1963  -  $199,351.16. 

Federal  government  reimburses  about  49%  and  the  State  17%,  so  the  town  pays 
about  1/3.  Out  of  administration  the  reimbursement  is  higher  than  that  figure 
and  we  expect  it  to  be  higher  still  in  1964.  The  State  is  now  paying  a  larger 
share,  as  well,  of  salaries  and  administration  money,  which  also  should  increase 
in  1964. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  Town  Hall  personnel  and  departments  that  have 
cooperated  with  us,  as  well  as  other  departments,  school  personnel,  private 
organizations  and  individuals  too  numerous  to  mention  to  whom  we  refer  clients 
for  the  services  we  cannot  provide.

Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  a  brief  review  of  the  activities  of  the  Engineering  Department 
for  1963. 
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Plans  and  designs  were  drawn  for  the  drainage  between  Tenth  and  Eleventh 
Avenue,  expansion  of  the  Peggotty  Beach  and  the  new  Egypt  Beach  Parking  area, 
the  Ann  Vinal  Road  sidewalk,  along  with  numerous  drainage  studies,  etc. 

During  the  year  we  were  finally  able  to  complete  the  engineering  arrangements 
necessary  to  expedite  the  North  Scituate  Beach  replenishment  program,  and  the 

I  survey  will  be  started  early  in  February  with  hopes  of  construction  starting  in  the 

fall  of  1964. 

The  foreshore  protection  projects  repeatedly  requested  are  still  way  behind 
schedule,  and  it  appears  that  the  Town  in  the  future  will  be  faced  with  the  necessity 
of  doing  many  projects  entirely  from  local  funds. 

During  the  year  we  were  able  to  supplement  our  level  control  system.  With 
the  development  of  vacant  areas  if  becomes  increasingly  important  that  all 
contours  and  road  profiles  be  adjusted  to  a  common  base.  It  is  hoped  that  these 
elevations  will  be  used  as  the  basis  for  a  master  drainage  system  and  should  prove 
of  importance  to  future  sewerage  studies. 

Engineering  assistance  has  been  given  to  all  departments  requesting  same, 
and  I  sincerely  appreciate  the  cooperation  given  us  by  other  Town  Departments.

REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN

Gentlemen: 

This  year  the  Tree  Department  planted  207  new  shade  trees  on  our  roadsides. 
Most  of  the  plantings  were  on  newly  approved  streets  and  where  old  and  diseased 
trees  had  been  removed.  1963  was  a  dry  year  so  we  watered  all  plantings  with 
good  results.  We  have  used  the  same  types  of  shade  trees,  the  maples,  oaks, 
willow,  birch  and  moraine  locust.  The  moraine  locust  has  proven  to  be  the  hardi¬ 
est  tree  for  our  seashore  areas. 

This  was  a  light  year  for  insects.  We  anticipated  an  outbreak  of  the  canker- 
worm  from  the  towns  to  our  North  but  they  did  not  get  to  our  town  line.  The  Jap 
Beetle,  Elmleaf  Beetle  and  Gypsy  Moth  gave  us  very  little  trouble  but  the  Tick  was 
just  as  strong  as  in  other  years.  Only  approved  insecticides  are  used  for  spraying 
and  Operational  and  Supervisory  Licenses  are  to  be  held  by  this  department  and 
all  others  in  this  state  under  the  new  rules  of  the  Massachusetts  Pesticide  Board. 
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We  had  99  diseased  elm  trees  this  year.  These  trees  were  all  removed  and 
burned  as  required  by  law. 

All  corners  were  cleared  of  brush,  sidewalks  cleared  of  grass  and  all  poison 
ivy  treated. 

We  wish  to  thank  everyone  for  their  cooperation  this  year.

VETERANS  GRAVE  REGISTRATION  COMMITTEE

Gentlemen: 

As  the  town  continues  to  grow  the  need  for  investigation  and  planning  in  the 
area  of  cemetery  development  within  the  town  becomes  more  pressing. 

In  completing  my  year  of  service  in  the  capacity  of  Supervisor  of  Veterans 
grave  registration  for  the  Town  I  can  look  back  on  a  year  of  familiarizing  myself 
with  the  general  cemetery  situation  throughout  the  town  with  particular  interest 
in  the  manner  in  which  the  over  400  graves  of  war  veterans  are  being  cared  for. 

After  having  made  on  the  scene  inspections  of  all  town  cemeteries  during  all 
of  the  seasons  I  have  found  that  for  the  most  part  the  cemeteries  are  generally 
kept  in  good  condition.  I  have  made  recommendations  to  some  of  the  caretakers 
which  have  been  carried  out. 

I  have  set  up  a  schedule  of  permanent  rates  which  I  will  authorize  for  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  work  performed  in  the  towns  private  cemeteries  for  the  care  of  veterans 
graves  which  have  fallen  into  a  neglected  state  and  which  are  not  cared  for  under 
the  provisions  of  perpetual  care. 
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I  have  established  in  the  Veterans  Service  Department  office  in  the  Town  Hall 
a  permanent  file  and  reference  system  of  veterans  graves  registration.  In  work¬ 
ing  closely  with  Mr.  Kevin  Dwyer  the  Veterans  Agent  who  is  also  the  Burial 
Agent  for  veterans  in  the  town  I  have  been  able  to  make  the  services  of  this 
department  more  available  to  the  veterans  dependents  and  to  the  Funeral  directors 
and  others  having  an  interest  in  this  area. 

My  planning  for  the  ensuing  year  will  include  some  action  for  the  restoration 
of  some  of  the  abandoned  private  graves  that  contain  veterans,  and  the  possibility 
of  moving  some  of  those  graves  into  the  now  established  Veterans  Plot  at  the  town 
owned  Cudworth  Cemetery. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  all  who  have  assisted  me  during  the  past  year 
and  to  commend  the  Scituate  Park  Department  on  the  splendid  condition  they  have 
kept  the  veterans  graves  as  well  as  the  cemetery  as  a  whole  at  Cudworth.

In  accordance  with  its  assigned  responsibilities,  the  Board  reviewed  salary 
and  wages  and  rendered  interpretations  of  the  Classification  and  Salary  Plan. 

Since  the  last  major  adjustment  in  salaries  and  wages  in  1961,  the  cost  of 
living  had  increased  approximately  3%.  Accordingly,  the  Board’s  recommenda¬ 
tions  for  a  3%  increase  for  Schedules  I,  II  and  III  with  an  additional  $100  per  year 
for  the  Police  and  Fire  Department  personnel  in  Schedule  III  was  favorably  voted 
at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  The  additional  $100  per  year  for  the  Police  and  Fire 
Department  personnel  was  recommended  as  the  general  level  of  police  and  fire 
salaries  in  surrounding  and  comparable  towns  had  risen  in  a  greater  proportion 
than  just  the  cost-of-living  adjustment.  In  addition,  adjustments  were  recommended 
and  favorably  voted  for  Schedule  IV  --  Unclassified  and  Part-time  Positions. 

The  salary  for  the  Town  Hall  Custodian  was  readjusted  and  the  position  of  Head 
Librarian  who  will  supervise  the  two  town  libraries  and  coordinate  library 
services  in  the  town  was  established.  In  addition,  the  Classification  and  Salary 
Plan  was  amended  so  that  off-duty  Police  Officers  can  be  compensated  for  court 
appearances. 

In  December,  1962,  the  School  Committee  advised  us  that  they  had  adopted  the 
following  salary  policy  for  non-instructional  personnel:  “The  salary  schedules 
for  non-instructional  personnel  of  Scituate  Public  Schools  should  conform  gen- 
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erally  to  existing  wage  patterns  in  the  community,  particularly  to  town  employees 
where  applicable,  to  the  extent  that  they  permit  the  hiring  and  retention  of  per¬ 
sonnel  of  suitable  quantity  and  quality.”  In  keeping  with  this  policy  statement, 
the  School  Committee  and  the  Personnel  Board  held  a  joint  meeting  with  the  goal 
of  reaching  a  better  understanding  of  common  problems  and  trying  to  obtain  a 
more  uniform  approach  in  salary  and  benefits  for  all  town  employees. 

The  Board  greatly  appreciates  the  assistance  and  cooperation  of  Mr.  Otto  Seiss, 
Comptroller,  in  helping  the  Personnel  Board  to  administer  the  Classification  and 
Salary  Plan. 

The  Board  held  25  meetings  in  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  downward  trend  in  the  number  of  new  subdivisions  which  began  in  1962  has 
continued  into  1963.  At  present  most  of  the  unsubdivided  land  remaining  in  the 
Town  lies  west  of  Chief  Justice  Cushing  Way,  in  the  40,000  square  foot  zone.  The 
Board  anticipates  that  this  land  will  be  slow  to  develop  and  building  there  will  not 
hit  a  peak  until  presently  subdivided  lots  in  the  20,000  square  foot  zone  are  ex¬ 
hausted.

During  the  past  year,  in  addition  to  the  normal  administration  of  subdivision 
activity,  the  Board  has: 
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1.  Completely  reviewed  the  Subdivision  Control  Rules  and  Regulations;  made 
certain  changes  which  provide  for  effective  control  and  better  administra¬ 
tion;  and  published  the  revised  rules  for  the  guidance  of  all  builders  and 
developers. 

2.  Studied  in  depth  the  Town’s  drainage  problems.  From  this  investigation 
comes  the  strong  recommendation  for  a  Master  Drainage  Engineering  Study 
and  Soils  Study  as  set  forth  in  two  articles  in  the  1964  Warrant.  These 
Studies  would  provide  comprehensive  and  accurate  data  for  use  by  the 
Board  when  considering  future  subdivisions.  In  addition,  they  would  con¬ 
tain  much  information  vital  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the  Con¬ 
servation  Commission,  and  other  Boards  within  the  Town. 

3.  Worked  closely  with  the  School  Committee  to  develop  an  orderly  plan  for 
school  site  selection.  Frequent  joint  meetings  with  the  School  Committee 
were  held  to  review  enrollment  projections,  classroom  capacity  data,  and 
the  School  Committee’s  plans  for  future  housing  requirements. 

4.  Continued  a  joint  investigation  with  the  Chief  of  the  Scituate  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  into  the  critical  problem  of  providing  full  fire  alarm  protection  for 
the  Town. 

5.  Reviewed  the  details  of  the  Master  Plan  for  the  Town  of  Scituate  (Benjamin 
Report)  and  determined  the  need  for  some  selective  updating.  A  sum  of 
money  has  been  included  in  our  annual  budget  for  this  purpose. 

6.  Initiated  an  investigation  into  the  long  term  adequacy  of  the  existing  ceme¬ 
teries  within  the  Town.  Although  the  study  is  not  complete,  there  is  a 
reasonable  expectation  that  present  facilities  will  somehow  have  to  be 
expanded  to  serve  the  ultimate  population  of  the  Town. 

7.  Continued  implementation  of  sidewalk  program. 

8.  Further  studied  the  problems  of  Beach  Parking  facilities.  Recommendations 
for  expansion  of  parking  areas  for  the  North  Scituate  Beach  area  will  be 
included  in  the  1964  Town  Warrant. 

9.  Met  with  other  Town  officials,  Planning  Board  members  of  other  Towns, 
officials  of  the  Boston  Regional  Planning  Project,  and  others  in  an  effort 
to  keep  abreast  of  local,  regional  and  State  planning  activities. 

The  Board  sincerely  appreciates  the  cooperation  and  assistance  given  to  it  by 
i  majority  of  Town  officials,  developers  and  residents  and  asks  their  continued 
support  in  the  coming  year.

The  Conservation  Commission  has  during  the  past  year,  directed  its  activities 
towards  creating  a  sound  and  balanced  program  to  promote,  plan,  and  preserve 
our  outdoor  heritage  both  for  present  and  future  generations. 

The  great  tide  of  public  sentiment  for  conservation  was  evidenced  by  the 
enthusiasm  and  strong  citizen  support  shown  by  people  dedicated  to  the  preserva¬ 
tion  of  green  areas,  who  joined  the  Commission  as  associate  members. 
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The  Commission  being  especially  conscious  of  its  existence  in  the  midst  of  an 
area  so  famed  for  its  natural  beauty,  is  also  fully  cognizant  that  the  preservation 
of  open  spaces  requires  constant,  vigilant,  positive  action,  often  in  the  face  of 
strong  opposition.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCITUATE  LIBRARIES 


Board  of  Selectmen

Gentlemen: 

The  Scituate  Library  Committee  reports  the  greatest  circulation  in  the  history 
of  the  Allen  Memorial  and  Peirce  Memorial  Libraries  in  1963  with  a  total  of 
160,501  books  and  periodicals.  Of  these,  47,820  were  circulated  at  Peirce,  with 
an  increase  of  7,787  for  the  year.  Allen’s  circulation  was  112,681,  showing  a 
gain  of  3,446.  The  figure  for  new  registered  borrowers  was  598  persons  at 
Peirce  and  1003  at  Allen.  The  total  book  collection  for  the  two  libraries  has  now 
reached  33,900  volumes. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  fine  contribution  made  by  both  Mrs. 
Curran  and  Mrs.  Fletcher  as  librarians  of  the  Allen  and  Peirce  collections  during 
this  record  year. 

Reference  service  and  reader’s  advisor  service  continue  to  grow  and  bring 
increasing  demands  upon  the  library  staffs.  There  have  been  4,846  people  regis¬ 
tered  for  reference  work  during  this  year.  Other  services  which  relate  our 
libraries  to  the  community  are  the  children’s  story  hours,  classroom  visits  by 
school  children,  book  deposits  to  Lincoln  Park,  and  work  with  various  organiza¬ 
tions. 
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The  libraries  are  administered  by  the  Head  Librarian,  who  is  responsible  to 
the  Scituate  Library  Committee  representing  the  Allen  Memorial  Library  Associa¬ 
tion,  the  North  Scituate  Library  Association  and  a  designee  of  the  Scituate  School 
Committee.  This  past  year  has  seen  a  very  pronounced  measure  of  cooperation 
between  the  public  schools  and  the  libraries  which  has  made  it  possible  to  better 
serve  the  reading  and  reference  requirements  of  the  students. 

In  our  exciting  long-range  planning  for  effectively  coordinating  the  efforts  of 
the  libraries,  1964  will  see  more  efficient  procedures  for  the  work  of  staff 
members,  an  exchanging  of  staff  between  libraries,  the  coordination  of  book 
selection  policies  and  interchange  of  books  as  needed.  In  addition,  the  clerical 
detail  of  the  two  libraries  will  be  coordinated.  These  first  steps  will  give  better 
service  with  broader  scope  to  the  community.

In  accordance  with  your  instruction,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Scituate  for  the  period  from  April  10,  1962,  the  date  of  the 
previous  examination,  to  March  31,  1963,  and  submit  the  following  report  thereon: 

The  records  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  shown  on  the  books  of 
the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or  committing 
bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and  checked  with  the  records  of  the  town 
comptroller  and  the  town  treasurer  for  the  period  of  the  audit. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  office  of  the  town  comptroller  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  checked  with  the  records  of  the  depart¬ 
ments  making  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  with  the  treasurer’s  books,  while  the 
payments  were  checked  with  the  treasury  warrants  approved  by  the  selectmen  and 
with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book.  The  appropriations  and  transfers  were  checked 
with  the  town  clerk’s  records  of  town  meetings,  and  the  transfers  from  the  reserve 
fund  were  checked  with  the  records  of  the  advisory  board. 

The  comptroller’s  ledgers  were  analyzed,  the  necessary  adjusting  entries 
resulting  from  the  audit  of  the  several  departments  were  made,  and  a  balance 
sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  con¬ 
dition  of  the  town  on  March  31,  1963. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the  several  departmental  records  of 
payments  to  the  treasurer,  with  other  sources  from  which  the  town  received 
money,  and  with  the  comptroller’s  books,  while  the  recorded  payments  were 
checked  with  the  approved  warrants  authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds 
and  with  the  comptroller’s  books.  The  cash  balance  on  March  31,  1963,  was 
proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office,  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank 
balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit,  and  by  verification  of 
the  investments  in  United  States  Treasury  bills. 

The  transactions  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town 
treasurer  were  verified,  the  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment  of 
these  funds  being  examined  and  listed. 

The  recorded  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were  checked 
with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file.  The  amount 
of  interest  unpaid  was  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  balance  as  shown  by  a  state¬ 
ment  furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  for  Federal  and  State  taxes,  the  county  re¬ 
tirement  system,  and  group  insurance  were  examined  and  checked,  the  payments 
to  the  proper  agencies  being  verified. 
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The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the  town  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  taxes  and  water  liens  transferred  to  the  tax  title 
account  were  compared  with  the  town  collector’s  books,  the  redemptions  and 
sales  of  tax  possessions  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  recorded  receipts, 
and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  March  31,  1963,  were  listed, 
reconciled  with  the  comptroller’s  ledger,  and  checked  with  the  records  at  the 
Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  examined  and  checked.  The 
taxes,  excise,  assessments,  and  water  liens  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  examination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitments,  were  audited  and 
proved.  The  recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer,  the  recorded  abatements  were  proved  with  the  assessors’  records  of 
abatements  granted,  the  transfers  to  the  tax  title  account  were  checked  with  the 
records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed 
and  reconciled  with  the  comptroller’s  ledger. 

The  commitments  of  departmental  and  water  accounts  receivable  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked.  The  recorded  collections  were  proved  with  the  payments  to 
the  treasurer,  the  abatements  as  recorded  were  compared  with  the  departmental 
records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
reconciled  with  the  controlling  ledger  accounts. 

It  is  recommended  that  action  be  taken  by  the  new  collector  to  bring  about 
a  complete  settlement  of  all  taxes  of  prior  years. 

The  aggregates  by  levies  of  the  taxes,  excise,  assessments,  and  water  liens 
outstanding  on  March  31,  1963,  were  reported  to  the  assessors  for  their  use  in 
preparing  recommitment  warrants  to  the  new  collector,  and  detailed  lists  of  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  furnished  the  new  collector  for  his  use. 

Detailed  lists  of  the  outstanding  water  accounts  were  given  to  the  new  collector 
for  his  use,  and  the  total  amount  of  outstanding  water  accounts  was  reported  to 
the  water  commissioners  for  their  use  in  preparing  a  recommitment  warrant. 

The  outstanding  tax,  excise,  assessment,  departmental,  and  water  accounts 
were  further  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto 
indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and  checked.  The 
collections  on  account  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses,  as  well  as  of  miscellaneous 
receipts,  were  verified  and  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  State  and  to  the 
town  treasurer. 

The  surety  bonds  filed  by  the  town  officials  who  are  required  by  law  to  furnish 
them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  selectmen,  and  the  building, 
wire,  plumbing,  and  gas  inspectors,  as  well  as  by  the  police  and  health  depart¬ 
ments,  were  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 
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The  available  records  of  departmental  cash  collections  by  the  sealer  of  weights 
and  measures,  as  well  as  by  the  school  and  all  other  departments  in  which  money 
was  collected  for  the  town,  were  examined  and  checked.  The  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  verified  and  the  cash  on  hand  in  the  several  departments  was 
proved. 


There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  tables 
showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise, 
assessment,  tax  title,  tax  possession,  departmental,  and  water  accounts,  together 
with  schedules  showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  and  investment 
funds. 

During  the  progress  of  the  audit  cooperation  was  received  from  all  the  town 
officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express 
appreciation.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  COMPTROLLER 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  my  report  as  Comptroller  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1963,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapters  41  and  44,  General  Laws. 
This  report  is  comprised  of  three  sections  consisting  of: 

SECTION  A  -  An  itemized  statement  of  all  revenue  received  by  the  Town  for 
the  year  1963.  Verification  of  this  revenue  was  made  with  the  deposit  records  of 
the  Town  Treasurer. 

SECTION  B  -  A  schedule  of  all  expenditures  made  by  the  Town  during  the 
year  1963.  This  schedule  is  arranged  by  departments.  All  invoices  and  payrolls 
presented  for  payment  during  the  year  were  examined  for  accuracy  and  legal 
requirements  before  being  approved  and  submitted  to  the  Town  Treasurer  for 
payment. 

SECTION  C  -  Comprises  schedules  of  various  financial  statements  consisting 
of  Funded  Debt,  a  summary  of  Appropriation  Balances  and  the  Balance  Sheet  as  of 
December  31,  1963. 
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The  fourteen  Trust  and  Investment  Accounts  were  audited.  These  Funds  have 
been  deposited  in  Savings  Banks  so  as  to  earn  maximum  yield  consistent  with  the 
greatest  degree  of  safety. 

The  newly  designed  purchase  order  system  has  provided  a  means  for  encum¬ 
bering  appropriations  thus  assisting  departments  to  make  more  prudent  purchases. 

Appropriation  statements  were  prepared  by  the  Comptroller’s  office  and 
submitted  monthly  to  all  departments  charged  with  expenditures  of  Town  funds. 

Total  mechanization  of  ledger  posting  has  been  accomplished  in  the  accounting 
system  by  re-designing  and  modernizing  the  checks  and  ledger  forms  being  used. 

Four  modern  office  machines  have  been  purchased  and  installed  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  simplification  of  operations  and  greater  time  and  cost  savings.

Our  first  year  of  operation  has  been  most  gratifying.  During  the  1962-1963 
school  year  we  had  an  enrollment  of  129  in  nine  day  courses  and  80  in  the  trade 
extension  evening  school. 

During  the  summer  and  fall  of  1963  we  enrolled  32  in  a  manpower  retraining 
program  in  Metal  Fabrication  and  Precision  Sheet  Metal.  Of  the  original  enrollees 
23  were  placed.  Financially  the  course  was  very  helpful  since  we  received 
$29,000.00  for  specialized  equipment  for  permanent  installation. 

In  September  1963  we  enrolled  82  first  year  pupils  and  107  second  year  pupils. 
In  the  evening  school  we  had  an  enrollment  of  118  in  8  courses. 

Our  staff  now  consists  of  the  director,  19  teachers  and  12  non-teaching  em¬ 
ployees  including  one  part-time  nurse  and  three  part-time  bus  drivers. 

Our  athletic  program  has  been  restricted  by  the  small  enrollment  but  will 
expand  in  the  next  few  years.  This  year  we  will  offer  soccer,  basketball  and 
baseball. 

Our  financial  picture  has  improved  rapidly.  In  our  first  year  of  operation  the 
per  pupil  cost  was  very  high  because  of  the  high  initial  cost  of  “setting  up  house¬ 
keeping,”  the  enrollment  of  only  first  year  pupils  and  deferred  State  reimburse¬ 
ments.  Our  per  pupil  budget  for  the  fiscal  year  1964  is  about  $750.00.  We  hope 
to  see  this  significantly  reduqed  in  1965.  The  complete  financial  picture  is  given 
in  the  District  Treasurer’s  report. 

On  January  20th  we  held  open  house  and  dedication  exercises  at  which  the 
Commissioner  of  Education,  Dr.  Owen  B,  Kiernan  and  Mr.  Walter  J.  Markham, 
State  Director  of  Vocational  Education,  were  speakers.  About  3,000  persons 
visited  the  school  on  that  day.  We  'have  had  frequent  visitors  during  the  year, 
some  from  as  far  away  as  Brazil  and  Puerto  Rico. 

In  June  we  will  graduate  our  first  class.  It  will  be  composed  of  2nd  year  post 
graduate  pupils  in  electronics,  and  one  group  of  Seniors  in  automotive  repair. 

This  year  the  Advisory  Committee  of  local  business  men  and  tradesmen  were 
organized.  The  Committee  will  meet  and  visit  the  school,  reviewing  our  course 
offerings  and  give  constructive  advice  on  our  operations. 

We  look  forward  to  the  next  few  years  when  our  graduates  will  take  their  places 
in  our  community  and  feel  sure  that  they  will  be  welcomed  by  the  labor  market.

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MESSAGE  FROM  THE 
SCITUATE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


Dear  Fellow  Citizens, 

In  one  sense  1963  for  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  was  more  of  the  same  - 
more  children,  for  the  sixteenth  consecutive  year.  Statistically,  we  now  have 
almost  4,000  students,  10.4%  more  than  a  year  ago.  About  two  thirds  of  the  in¬ 
crease  resulted  from  the  difference  in  size  between  the  incoming  kindergarten 
class  and  the  outgoing  senior  class  -  375  vs.  130.  The  rest  resulted  from  new 
children  entering  at  various  grade  levels.  This  pattern  has  existed  for  a  number 
of  years  and  will  continue  for  several  more.  Next  fall  we  can  expect  another  in¬ 
crease  of  about  8%  and,  of  these  325  additional  students,  about  220  will  represent 
the  difference  between  the  new  kindergarten  and  the  present  Grade  12. 

As  predicted  a  year  ago,  the  completion  of  the  new  Hatherly  School  did  not 
solve  the  elementary  housing  problem;  the  entire  6th  grade  of  300  students  is  still 
housed  in  the  junior  high  school.  At  the  March  Town  Meeting  we  voted  to  proceed 
with  plans  for  a  fifth  elementary  school.  It  will  be  almost  an  exact  duplicate  of  the 
Hatherly  School  and  will  be  called  the  Cushing  School,  after  William  Cushing, 
first  Chief  Justice  of  the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Court.  This  school,  which  can 
be  ready  for  use  by  September  1965,  will  provide  sufficient  elementary  space, 
and  perhaps  a  little  to  spare,  for  the  first  time  in  seven  years. 

Meanwhile  we  will  have  reached  another  critical  point  in  secondary  housing. 
Both  the  senior  and  junior  high  schools  have  effective  capacities  of  about  800,  and 
by  1966  neither  will  be  able  to  handle  Grade  9,  which  we  have  considered  a  junior 
high  grade  but  have  had  to  house  in  the  high  school  ever  since  that  building  was 
completed.  In  either  school  Grade  9  would  push  the  enrollment  over  1,000.  The 
School  Committee  believes  that  the  sensible  solution  would  be  to  consider  Grade  9 
permanently  a  part  of  the  high  school  and  proceed  to  build  the  wing  the  high  school 
was  designed  to  receive.  Accordingly,  the  Committee  will  request  funds  for  plan¬ 
ning  this  wing  at  the  March  1964  Town  Meeting.  If  it  is  accepted,  the  construction 
can  be  completed  by  September,  1966  and  we  shall  have,  for  the  first  time  since 
1947,  enough  space  for  all  children  and  all  grades. 

In  another  sense  the  year  1963  was  wholly  different  from  prior  years.  It  was 
a  year  of  heartening  advance  in  many  areas  of  our  educational  program;  indeed, 
it  was  an  exhilarating  year  for  the  Committee.  In  following  pages  Dr.  Grandy  will 
discuss  some  of  these  changes  and  innovations,  but  we  sense  that  many  of  you,  even 
without  reading  them,  are  already  aware  of  this  forward  movement.  We  have 
heard  numerous  comments  and  observations  of  parents;  we  have  seen  students 
returning  from  private  and  parochial  schools;  and  we  have  noted  a  remarkable 
increase  in  one  year  in  the  proportion  of  new  families  moving  to  Scituate  from 
outside  New  England.  (The  last  point  is  significant  because  these  primarily  are 
people  transferred  by  their  companies,  and  most  of  them  shop  carefully  and  knowl¬ 
edgeably  for  schools  when  moving  to  a  new  area.) 
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Your  School  Committee  is  intent  on  sustaining  our  present  rate  of  academic 
growth  and  development.  Two  conditions  will  permit  it:  adequate  housing  and 
your  continued  interest,  support,  and  encouragement.  We  look  to  the  future  with 
confidence.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

It  is  with  pleasure  and  confidence  that  I  respectfully  submit  my  second  annual 
report  as  superintendent  of  the  Scituate  Public  Schools. 


SCHOOL  STAFF 


Scituate  continues  to  be  fortunate  in  the  quality  of  its  instructional  and  non- 
instructional  staff. 

The  large  majority  of  the  instructional  staff  continue  to  improve  professionally 
by  pursuing  graduate  work  at  the  various  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  the 
surrounding  area. 

With  the  opening  of  the  Hatherly  School  and  the  increased  enrollments  in  the 
junior  and  senior  high  schools,  eighteen  additional  instructional  personnel  were 
added  to  the  staff  this  year. 


SCHOOL  PROGRAM 

Scituate  schools  continue  to  emphasize  and  stress  the  fundamentals  of  reading, 
writing  and  numbers;  however,  the  schools  are  sensitive  to  new  developments  as 
they  emerge  from  research  and  pilot  studies  throughout  the  country. 

Language  Arts  Curriculum 

The  first  of  a  series  of  Curriculum  Guides  was  produced  this  summer. 

The  Language  Arts  Guide,  Grades  One  through  Six,  will  help  to  insure  reason¬ 
able  uniformity  through  grades  school  by  school. 

This  guide  was  written  during  the  summer  by  a  team  of  teachers  representing 
all  grades,  one  through  twelve.  Basic  guides  covering  grades  seven  through 
twelve  are  needed  in  order  to  complete  the  series  in  this  area. 

Social  Studies 


A  complete  review  of  the  Social  Studies  program,  grades  one  through  twelve, 
is  in  progress.  This  project  will  cover  a  period  of  two  years.  Many  of  the  areas 
formerly  studied  in  the  intermediate  grades  will  be  introduced  in  the  primary 
grades. 

A  complete  review  of  the  subjects  offered  at  the  high  school  in  this  area  has 
been  made,  with  the  following  new  subjects,  World  Geography  and  World  History, 
contemplated  for  1964. 
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Honors  Program  in  United  States  History 

An  experimental  honors  program  in  United  States  History  is  being  given  to  a 
selected  group  of  students  who  have  shown  unusual  aptitude  or  interest  in  history. 
This  program  parallels,  the  freshman  college  program  and  will  prepare  students 
for  advance  placement  in  this  area. 

Mathematics 

Beginning  in  September,  1963,  the  new  School  Mathematics  Study  Group 
(SMSG)  program  was  offered  in  four  divisions  at  grades  seven  and  eight. 

All  elementary  teachers  are  taking  an  in-service  course  in  the  new  approach  to 
the  teaching  of  mathematics  in  the  elementary  grades.  This  course  will  prepare 
our  teachers  for  the  new  program  in  mathematics  which  will  be  given  in  the  ele¬ 
mentary  schools  beginning  September,  1964, 

Science 


The  excellent  program  in  science  being  carried  on  in  grades  seven  and  eight 
will  make  it  possible  for  those  students  with  demonstrated  achievement  in  this 
field  to  elect  biology  as  a  freshman  science  course.  This  will  allow  these  students 
time  in  their  junior  and  senior  schedules  to  elect  advance  courses  in  science  and 
mathematics,  or  add  courses  in  foreign  language,  English,  social  studies  or  the 
arts. 

Foreign  Language 

The  study  of  foreign  language  (French)  in  grades  four  through  eight  has  been 
refined  and  reinforced. 

A  qualified  foreign  language  teacher  has  been  assigned  to  grades  four  through 
six  to  work  with  teachers  and  pupils,  supplementing  the  TV  program  Parlons 
Francais. 

Students  in  both  the  seventh  and  the  eighth  grades,  for  the  first  time,  may  elect 
a  full  credit  French  course,  which  is  offered  four  periods  a  week.  It  is  contem¬ 
plated  that  for  those  who  demonstrate  superior  achievement,  it  will  be  possible  to 
elect  French  II  their  freshman  year. 

Special  Services 


Two  special  service  personnel  have  been  added  to  the  school  staff  this  past  year, 
a  school  adjustment  counselor  and  a  speech  therapist. 

The  major  portion  of  the  time  of  these  specialists  is  spent  in  the  elementary 
grades. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  programs  carried  on  by  these  specialists  is  the 
early  identification  of  behavioral  and  speech  difficulties,  followed  by  remedial 
action  and  the  involvement  of  the  teacher,  parents  and  pupil  in  the  solution  of  the 
problem. 
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Positive  results  are  already  evident  and  further  progress  in  these  fields  can 
be  expected. 

Libraries  Elementary 

School  libraries  are  today  an  essential  part  of  a  well-balanced  and  quality 
school  program. 

Libraries  have  been  established  in  each  elementary  school,  and  a  certified 
school  librarian  has  been  assigned  to  supervise  and  coordinate  the  library  serv¬ 
ices  of  the  four  elementary  schools.  A  volunteer  group  of  some  sixty  parents  and 
interested  citizens,  sponsored  by  the  individual  school  P.T.A.s,  staffs  and  operates 
these  libraries  during  the  day. 

Additional  funds  should  be  allocated  in  order  that  the  several  libraries  may  be 
adequately  stocked  with  books  and  reference  sets.  In  order  that  duplication  of 
effort  and  materials  are  kept  at  a  minimum,  regular  meetings  are  held  with  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Town  Libraries  during  the  year. 

SCHOOL  PLANT 


Enrollments  continue  to  increase,  both  in  the  beginning  years  and  at  the 
secondary  levels.  Total  enrollment  will  reach  4000  by  the  end  of  the  present 
school  year. 

Junior  High  School  and  Elementary  Schools 

Increased  enrollment  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  will  make  it  necessary 
to  move  six  or  seven  divisions  of  the  sixth  grade,  now  housed  in  the  new  wing  of 
the  junior  high  school,  to  the  four  elementary  schools  in  September  of  1964. 
These  divisions  will  be  assigned  to  emergency  classrooms  in  the  gymnasia  and 
play  areas  of  the  individual  schools.  Classroom  space  will  be  rented  to  house  the 
kindergarten  classes  assigned  to  the  Jenkins  School. 

High  School 

The  enrollment  at  the  high  school  has  exceeded  its  capacity  (800).  In  Septem¬ 
ber,  1964  the  high  school  will  enroll  an  estimated  940  pupils. 

This  condition  produces  large  classes,  limited  flexibility  in  scheduling,  and  a 
limitation  on  the  student’s  freedom  in  the  selection  of  his  program  of  studies. 

Observation 


It  is  imperative  that  immediate  action  be  taken  to  provide  funds  for: 


a.  An  additional  elementary  school 

b.  An  addition  to  the  present  high  school 

These  two  additions  are  necessary  if  we  in  Scituate  are  to  continue  to  provide  an 
adequate  educational  program  for  our  children. 
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SCHOOL  AND  COMMUNITY  RELATIONS 

This  past  year  the  School  Committee  and  the  staff  have  made  every  effort,  not 
only  to  keep  the  various  publics  informed  of  the  progress  and  needs  of  the  schools, 
but  to  involve  representative  citizens  in  some  of  its  major  activities. 

Intercom 

This  publication,  sponsored  by  the  School  Committee  and  the  staff  of  the  Scituate 
Public  Schools,  is  a  periodic  progress  report  on  the  various  programs  carried 
on  in  the  schools. 

This  publication  is  distributed  to  parents  and  interested  citizens  five  times  a 
year.  It  is  a  major  part  of  an  annual  report. 

Salary  Survey 

This  year  the  School  Committee  enlisted  the  services  of  representative  citizens 
and  teachers  to  study  present  practices  in  the  payment  of  teachers  and  staff,  and 
to  recommend  salary  policies  which  the  School  Committee  might  consider  for  the 
future. 

The  superintendent  mentions  this  activity  as  a  positive  example  of  the  involve¬ 
ment  of  many  segments  of  a  community  in  working  on  pertinent  school  problems. 

CONCLUSION 

Guidelines  set  for#the  future  in  the  superintendent’s  1962  report  remain  to  be 
fully  realized  and  are  repeated  for  emphasis. 

1.  A  toughening  of  the  curriculum  with  a  coordinated  approach  grades  K 
through  12. 

2.  Expansion  of  the  guidance  and  counseling  services. 

3.  A  gradual  incorporation  of  the  new  patterns  of  the  instructional  organization 
such  as  the  Ungraded  Primary,  Team  Learning  and  Team  Teaching  where 
applicable;  and  the  involvement  of  the  faculties  in  in-service  programs  in 
order  to  implement  these  new  patterns. 

4.  A  wider  use  of  findings  of  research  and  development,  especially  in  the  field 
of  technology. 

5.  A  broader  involvement  of  the  various  publics  in  the  development  of  the 
emerging  design  for  education  in  Scituate. 

A  Portrait  of  an  Education  in  Scituate 

This  We  Believe - that  each  student  must  learn  to  think  for  himself  and 

must  be  able  to  communicate  effectively  his  ideas  to  others. 

We  strive  to  place  the  student  in  this  position  of  dual  responsibility  and  to 
teach  him  judgment  and  discrimination  in  his  responses.  The  coin  of  individuality 
has  two  sides,  and  along  with  self-expression  and  initiative  come  self-discipline 
and  social  responsibility.  Only  with  a  parallel  development  can  our  young  people 
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achieve  fully  realized  roles  in  their  families,  and  in  the  local,  national  and  inter¬ 
national  communities  of  tomorrow. 

If  these  ends  are  to  be  reached,  every  citizen  must  bear  his  share  of  responsi¬ 
bility  for  our  future.

THE  MOUTH  OF  THE  NORTH  RIVER  LOOKING  FROM 
THIRD  TO  FOURTH  CLIFFS 

The  mouth  of  the  North  River,  so  familiar  to  boat  owners  today,  was 
formed  during  the  Great  Storm  of  November  27,  1898,  when  a  tidal  wave 
broke  through  the  shingle  beach  between  Third  and  Fourth  Cliffs. 

Until  then,  the  river  flowed  toward  this  beach,  turned  almost  at  a  right 
angle  and  continued  three  miles  south,  parallel  with  Humarock  Beach, 
before  joining  the  South  River  to  empty  into  the  ocean.  Humarock  thus 
was  separated,  as  it  is  today,  from  the  rest  of  Scituate. 

The  storm  accomplished  what  North  River  shipbuilders  had  planned 
for  many  years.  In  fact,  in  1841  John  Quincy  Adams,  who  had  returned  to 
Congress  after  being  President,  visited  the  area  to  obtain  data  he  might 
use  to  induce  Congress  to  appropriate  funds  to  improve  the  old  outlet  to 
the  sea,  or  better  still,  to  cut  a  new  mouth  through  the  beach  between  the 
cliffs.  Nothing  came  of  his  efforts  and  shipbuilding  on  the  river,  already 
on  the  wane  for  a  number  of  reasons,  eventually  died  out. 

More  than  1000  vessels  were  built  in  river  yards  from  colonial  times 
through  the  mid-1800’s.  Prior  to  1800,  the  river  was  known  the  world 
over  for  its  ships,  which  were  designated  not  as  having  been  built  in 
Scituate,  Marshfield,  Hanover  or  Pembroke,  but  “on  the  North  River”. 
Perhaps  the  most  famous  was  the  Columbia,  the  first  ship  to  carry  the 
American  flag  around  the  world.  This  was  the  same  ship  that  explored 
the  Columbia  River  in  Oregon  in  1792,  and  gave  that  waterway  its  name.

However,  should  the  Council  fail  to  act  upon  such  appointments  within  thirty 
calendar  days,  then  the  person  involved  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  law¬ 
fully  appointed.  Any  appointment  in  the  executive  branch  by  an  officer 
other  than  the  Governor  which  heretofore  required  Council  approval  shall 
henceforth  require  approval  by  the  Governor. 

Removals  from  office  shall  no  longer  require  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Council,  except  in  the  case  of  the  Youth  Service  Board,  which  removals 
must  still  receive  Council  approval.  As  in  the  case  of  appointments  still 
requiring  Council  approval,  such  recommended  removal  from  the  Youth 
Service  Board  must  be  acted  upon  by  the  Council  within  thirty  calendar 
days;  otherwise  the  proposed  removal  shall  become  effective  as  if  approval 
had  been  given.  In  the  case  of  any  appointment  which  heretofore  required 
Council  approval  the  Governor,  may  within  fifteen  days  of  the  making  of 
the  appointment,  remove  the  person  appointed  without  cause. 

The  Council  shall  no  longer  be  required  to  approve  the  fixing  of  any 
compensation  for  services  rendered  in  the  executive  department.  And 
henceforth  there  need  be  no  approval  by  the  Council  of  actions  or  agree¬ 
ments  by  executive  officers,  including  but  not  limited  to  borrowings  and 
loans,  investments,  leases,  licenses,  purchases  and  conveyances,  and 
contracts,  and  also  including  the  promulgation  of  rules  and  regulations.

After  the  same  date  the  an¬ 
nual  expense  allowance  is  to  be  six  hundred  dollars  for  each  member  and 
the  travel  allowance  is  to  be  eight  cents  per  mile  with  a  stated  minimum 
and  an  alternative,  and  a  member  chosen  to  fill  a  vacancy  or  who  resigns 
during  a  session  is  to  be  entitled  to  per  diem  compensation  at  the  rate  for 
each  regular  annual  session  and  to  the  allowances  for  travel  and  other  ex¬ 
penses  for  the  time  of  his  membership. 

It  is  also  provided  -that  in  addition  to  the  compensation  for  the  1963 
annual  session  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  of  the  House  shall 
be  paid  thirty-nine  hundred  dollars,  the  floor  leaders  of  each  major  politi¬ 
cal  party  in  the  Senate  and  House,  the  Chairman  of  the  Senate  Committee 
on  Ways  and  Means  and  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  of  that  committee  of 
the  House,  shall  be  paid  twenty-nine  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  and 
each  other  member  shall  be  paid  nineteen  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  Each 
member  shall  also  be  entitled  to  an  additional  expense  allowance  of  two 
hundred  dollars  for  the  calendar  year  1963  and  the  travel  allowance  shall 
be  at  the  rate  of  eight  cents  per  mile  with  a  stated  minimum  and  an  al¬ 
ternative  for  the  balance  of  the  calendar  year  1963.

ARTICLE  1

any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

VOTED:  That  the  sum  of  $2,600,000.00  be  appropriated  for  construct¬ 
ing,  on  lands  now  owned  by  the  Town,  and  originally  equipping  and  furnish¬ 
ing  an  addition  to  the  existing  high  school,  that  the  sum  of  $100,000.00  be 
appropriated  for  remodeling  and  reconstructing  a  portion  of  the  existing 
high  school  building.  That  to  raise  the  appropriation  of  $2,600,000.00  the 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  authorized  to  issue 
$2,600,000.00  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  under  Chapter  645  of  the  Acts  of 
1948,  as  amended;  that  to  raise  the  appropriation  of  $100,000.00  the  sum 
of  $40,000.00  be  transferred  from  free  cash  and  the  Treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  authorized  to  issue  $60,000.00  bonds  or 
notes  of  the  Town  under  Chapter  275  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended,  and 
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that  the  Scituate  School  and  Public  Building  Committee  be  authorized  to 
take  all  action  necessary  to  carry  out  the  foregoing  projects.

Blanks  for  returns  of  births  will  be  furnished  upon  application  to  parents 
householders,  physicians,  and  registered  medical  offices  as  provided  in 
Chapter  46,  Section  15,  General  Laws.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 
Fellow-citizens  of  Scituate: 

Many  of  the  matters  which  annually  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  now  fall  within  the  purview  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  and  such  matters  are  contained  in  that  Department’s  report. 
There  have  been,  nevertheless,  other  matters  which  should  be  reported. 

The  anchorage  area  in  Scituate  Harbor  has  been  enlarged  by  several 
acres  due  to  the  dredging.  This  will  provide  room  for  a  great  many  more 
boats.  In  addition,  new  floats  were  built  and  placed  in  the  Cole  Parkway 
landing  area  to  accommodate  a  greater  number  of  small  boats  and  tenders. 
This  space  has  been  rented  quite  successfully  during  the  first  year  for 
nominal  amounts,  has  produced  reasonable  revenue  in  relation  to  the  cost, 
and  will  probably  be  extended  in  another  year.  Extra  patrolling  has  been 
provided  in  order  to  combat  vandalism  in  the  Harbor. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  foreshore  protection  work  has  been  ad¬ 
vanced  by  the  work  done  on  the  sea  wall  along  the  North  Scituate  Beach, 
and  the  contract  is,  at  this  writing,  being  let  for  other  foreshore  protec¬ 
tion  work  in  the  area  of  Third  Cliff.  Other  than  emergency  work  this  is 
the  first  type  of  work  which  the  Town  has  enjoyed  for  several  years,  and 
we  hope  that  it  will  continue  in  order  to  protect  our  valuable  shore  line. 

The  parking  area  at  Peggotty  Beach  has  been  enlarged  as  has  the  park¬ 
ing  area  at  Egypt  Beach.  It  is  intended  to  temporarily  cover  the  Egypt 
parking  area  with  an  oil  surface  at  this  time,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this 
Egypt  parking  area  will  attract  more  of  the  visitors. 

Scituate  has  been  brought  within  the  Massachusetts  Bay  transportation 
area  and  wifi  henceforth  be  subject  to  an  assessment  for  its  share  of  the 
costs.  It  is  not  clear  yet  how  Scituate  will  benefit  very  directly  from 
present  plans;  however,  for  several  years  there  has  been  a  rough  line 
showing  a  roadway  from  the  Expressway  through  the  Hingham  Ammuni¬ 
tion  Depot  and  entering  Scituate  near  the  Scituate- Cohasset  line.  There 
is  no  indication  that  this  can  be  expected  immediately,  but  it  is  a  rather 
definite  plan  when  and  if  money  becomes  available  for  this  work. 

The  Selectmen  will  enter  an  article  in  the  Town  Meeting  Warrant  cal¬ 
ling  for  the  purchase  of  all  of  the  land  owned  by  the  New  Haven  Railroad 
in  the  town  of  Scituate.  This  project  came  up  at  the  last  Town  Meeting, 
and  the  Selectmen  were  authorized  to  enter  into  negotiations.  The  Board 
is  convinced  that  the  land  should  be  taken  at  this  time,  that  it  is  exceed- 
ingly  valuable  to  the  Town  for  many  purposes,  and  that  if  the  continuity  of 
this  section  of  land  is  broken  by  sales  of  small  portions  to  individuals, 
the  Town  will  have  lost  a  valuable  asset. 

Dogs  may  be  man’s  best  friend,  but  you  could  not  prove  it  by  the  com¬ 
plaints  that  we  receive  almost  weekly  complaints  of  bites,  attacks,  nui¬ 
sance,  damage,  and  intimidation.  Unfortunately,  the  complaints  have 
frequently  led  to  dissension  among  neighbors,  but  our  primary  concei  n  is 
the  protection  '  of  the  safety  of  the  people,  and  it  will  continue  to  be  the 
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policy  of  the  Board  to  order  immediate  restraint,  and  if  necessary  de¬ 
struction,  of  animals  which  threaten  this  safety. 

During  1964  our  Presidential  elections  pointed  up  a  problem,  in  that 
the  counters  were  required  to  count  throughout  the  night  until  late  in  the 
morning  following  the  day  of  the  election.  The  Board  has  considered  vot¬ 
ing  meters  and  the  addition  of  personnel.  Of  course  this  problem  will 
not  arise  again  in  such  magnitude  for  4  years,  but  we  think  arrangements 
must  be  made  so  that  the  counters  at  any  election  will  not  be  required  to 
work  unreasonable  lengths  of  time. 

We  will  miss  retired  Town  Clerk  Bill  Wade,  with  whom  we  have  had 
many  pleasant  years  of  association. 

In  the  course  of  a  year,  we  have  occasion  to  deal  with  a  number  of 
boards  and  officials,  and  we  are  favorably  impressed  with  the  abilities  and 
friendliness  of  almost  all,  but  we  think  it  is  warranted  that  we  should  single 
out  for  particular  comment  our  Personnel  Board,  which  has  done  an  ex¬ 
ceedingly  good  job  for  the  Town.  We  are  especially  impressed  with  the 
abilities  of  the  persons  serving  on  the  Personnel  Board  and  the  accumula¬ 
tion  of  facts  and  statistics  which  back  up  their  recommendations. 

Our  meetings,  which  are  scheduled  weekly  on  Tuesdays,  are  open  meet¬ 
ings,  and  we  appreciate  the  attendance  of  many  of  the  Townspeople  at  these 
meetings  to  assist  with  their  suggestions  and  comments.  We  invite  all 
to  participate  to  the  fullest  extent  in  Town  government  by  attending  our 
meetings  and  the  meetings  of  other  Boards.  We  wish  to  acknowledge  the 
cooperation  of  the  many  Townspeople  and  Town  officials  with  whom  we 
have  had  contact  through  the  year  who  have  contributed  so  measurably  to 
making  our  year  pleasant  and  successful.

In  its  first  year  of  operation,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has  been 
required  to  consolidate  the  functions  previously  under  five  separate  De¬ 
partments:  Engineering,  Highway,  Park,  Tree  and  Water.  It  is  not  easy 
in  any  endeavor  to  change  over  from  traditional  and  historical  status  to  a 
new  and  somewhat  unknown  form  or  organization.  Your  Commissioners 
have  recognized  the  close  involvement  of  past  methods  of  operation,  ex¬ 
isting  facilities  and,  most  important,  present  personnel.  We  are  pleased 
to  report  very  satisfactory  progress  in  bringing  about  this  consolidation. 
Credit  for  this  progress  must  be  given  to  Superintendent  Bamber,  Division 
Supervisors  and  the  cooperation  of  the  personnel  in  all  Divisions  of  the 
Department. 

We  think  our  greatest  progress  in  the  first  year  has  been  in  the  area 
of  central  budgeting  and  purchasing  control.  It  is  noteworthy  that  the 
D.P.W.  in  1964  spent  some  $13,000.  less  than  the  combined  expenditures 
of  the  separate  Departments  in  the  prior  year: -even  though  the  D.P.W. 
made  a  large  expenditure  ($30,000.)  for  capital  equipment.  This  saving 
to  the  Town  has  not  been  made  at  the  expense  of  depletion  of  inventories 
or  deterioration  of  service.  During  the  current  year  we  have  operated  on 
the  basis  of  no  hire,  no  fire  policy.  We  will  continue  to  operate  insofar 
as  possible  with  our  present  personnel,  but  in  view  of  the  expanding  nature 
of  our  services,  more  miles  of  road,  more  water  services,  larger  areas 
of  public  grounds  around  schools,  etc.,  we  cannot  say  that  new  personnel 
will  not  be  necessary.  We  have  followed  the  policy  of  contracting  for  size¬ 
able  jobs. 
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In  the  future  we  will  strive  for  further  flexibility  by  interchange  of 
personnel  and  equipment;  central  radio  communication;  possible  central 
location  of  facilities.  The  D.P.W.  should  be  looking  to  take  over  certain 
other  functions  dealing  with  the  physical  facilities  and  services  of  the 
Town,  such  as  maintenance  of  public  buildings,  collection  of  garbage  and 
possibly  rubbish.  (In  conference  with  the  Board  of  Health,  it  was  agreed 
that  the  Board  of  Health  would  retain  supervision  of  the  garbage  contract 
and  dump  for  at  least  one  more  year.) 

Appended  to  this  report  is  the  First  Annual  Report  of  Superintendent 
Bamber  which  gives  details  of  the  operation  of  the  Department.  We  rec¬ 
ommend  careful  reading  of  his  report.

To  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Works 
Gentlemen: 

The  transitional  period  in  converting  the  several  'departments  into  a 
consolidated  Public  Works  has  required  considerable  time  and  effort  over 
and  beyond  the  regular  working  periods.  A  great  deal  has  been  accom¬ 
plished  and  much  remains  to  be  done.  However,  I  am  convinced  that  sav¬ 
ings  have  resulted  without  curtailing  services,  reducing  stock  inventories 
or  plant  and  equipment  maintenance. 

Our  equipment,  after  nine  months  of  consolidation,  is  vastly  improved 
and  I  recommend  that  in  1965  additional  equipment,  including  a  Public 
Grounds  Division  Winch  Truck,  a  three-quarter  ton  Pick-up  Truck,  two 
Hydraulic  Sprayers  and  a  1959  Highway  Truck  be  traded.  The  two  Sprayers 
will  replace  old  equipment  that  was  burned  and  upon  which  insurance  in 
the  amount  of  $1,700.  has  been  paid  to,  and  deposited  in,  the  Town  Treas¬ 
ury.  It  is  also  recommended  that  an  additional  Sander  be  purchased. 
Sound  business  procedure  indicates  that  vehicles  be  traded  after  five  years, 
or  75,000  miles  (special  equipment  excluded).  The  purchase  of  costly 
heavy  equipment  is  not  recommended  as  the  overall  need  for  same  is 
periodic.  It  is  recommended  that  special  projects  requiring  heavy  or 
specialized  equipment  be  contracted  for  in  order  that  the  projects  can  be 
quickly  expedited  with  a  minimum  of  inconvenience  to  the  citizens. 

Consideration  should  be  given  to  the  purchase  of  land  as  a  site  for  a 
consolidated  Public  Works  building  even  though  it  may  be  financially  im¬ 
possible  to  build  for  several  years. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  large  tracts  of  land  be  acquired  for  water 
resources,  recreation  and  conservation  purposes. 
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I  wish  that  consideration  be  given  to  hiring  a  full  time  assistant  to  aid 
the  Town  Surveyor.  Under  our  new  procedure  all  projects  must  be  laid 
out  and  estimates  made  before  the  work  begins.  With  the  advent  of  sew¬ 
erage,  additional  engineering  assistance  will  prove  a  necessity. 

I  am  deeply  appreciative  to  the  Commissioners,  Division  Supervisors, 
Town  Surveyor  and  my  Secretary  for  their  willing  and  able  assistance  so 
freely  given  during  this  somewhat  hectic  conversion  period.  Our  thanks 
to  the  other  Departments  for  their  cooperation  and  to  the  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  for  their  watchfulness  during  the  night  and  snow-storm  warnings. 

In  accordance  with  your  request  I  submit  my  First  Annual  Report  of 
the  Department.

DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 
Superintendent’s  Report 
To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  submits  its  First  Annual  Report  for 
your  perusal  and  careful  consideration.  This  Department  became  opera¬ 
tive  on  April  1,  1964  in  accordance  with  the  Town’s  acceptance  of  Chapter 
41  of  the  General  Laws,  Sections  69C  and  69F,  inclusive. 

STATE  AID  PROJECTS  -  Phase  I  of  the  Driftway-Kent  Street  Chapter 
90  project  has  been  completed  and  the  contract  for  the  second  phase  has 
been  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder  in  the  amount  of  $98,630.10.  Construc¬ 
tion  will  commence  early  in  1965. 

During  1964,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  822,  Acts  of  1963,  the  Town  of 
Scituate  received  $23,592.06  direct  State  aid  for  local  highways,  said  sum 
being  allocated  for  the  permanent  construction  of  First  Parish  Road  from 
Stockbridge  Road  easterly  to  Front  Street  and  for  the  permanent  construc¬ 
tion  of  Brook  Street.  First  Parish  Road  has  been  completed  and  Brook 
Street  will  be  resurfaced  upon  the  completion  of  the  installation  of  the  new 
8”  transite  water  main  and  house  service  connections. 

In  July  a  portion  of  the  Surfside  Seawall  collapsed  requiring  immediate 
action.  Contracts  were  prepared  in  conjunction  with  the  State  and  repairs 
are  practically  complete.  The  cost  of  this  project  will  be  approximately 

$54,000. 

It  is  our  intent  to  take  advantage  of  every  available  aid.  County,  State 
or  Federal,  that  is  practical  for  the  Town. 

SPECIAL  PROJECTS  -  During  1964  a  new  gravel-packed  well  was 
partially  constructed  off  Maple  Street  and  it  is  our  hope  that  sufficient 
funds  will  be  appropriated  to  complete  this  project  early  in  1965  in  order 
that  this  new  source  can  be  used  during  peak  load  conditions. 
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EQUIPMENT  -  During  1964  the  following  new  equipmentwas  purchased 
to  replace  old  and  obsolete  units:

1- 2- 1/2  Ton  Highway  Truck 

4-3/4  Ton  Pickup  Trucks 

2 - Ranch  Wagons 

2 -Automatic  Sanding  Bodies

PURCHASING  PROCEDURES  -  The  following  items  were  purchased, 
under  competitive  bidding  procedures.  All  equipment.  Bituminous  Mac¬ 
adam,  Road  Asphalts,  Sand,  Gravel,  Loam,  Rock  Salt,  Drainage  Pipe, 
Water  Pipe,  Meters,  Tires,  Paint,  Fertilizer  and  a  continuing  contract  for 
Gasoline  and  Oil.  Other  smaller  purchases  were  made  after  receiving 
three  quotations. 

PROJECTS  LET  OUT  UNDER  CONTRACT  -  The  following  projects 
were  awarded  to  contractors  after  advertising  and  opening  of  sealed  bid 
proposals:

First  Parish  Road  Sidewalk  from  Municipal  Grounds  easterly  to  Country 
Way  -  2,400  feet. 

Ann  Vinal  Road  Sidewalk  from  Pleasant  Street  northwesterly  to  Hollett 
Street  -  1,850  feet. 

Rebuilding  Senior  High  School  Football  Field  -  360  feet  by  160  feet. 

Laying  2,400  feet  of  8”  transite  Water  Main  on  Brook  Street  to  replace 
old  and  corroded  6”  cast  iron  main. 

Cleaning  beaches  at  Egypt,  Sand  Hills,  Peggotty  and  Humarock  -  7  days 
a  week  for  12  weeks. 

Cleaning  Restrooms  at  Minot  Beach,  Community  House  at  North  Scituate 
and  Cole  Parkway. 

Construction  of  a  12”  gravel-packed  well  -  90  feet  deep. 


DIVISIONAL  REPORTS 
ENGINEERING  DIVISION 

On  April  13,  1964,  John  F.  Caulfield  took  over  the  duties  of  the  newly 
created  position  of  Town  Surveyor.  Mr.  Caulfield  is  a  Registered  Land 
Surveyor  with  twenty  years  experience  in  the  surveying  and  engineering 
field.  In  the  past  nine  months  he  has  done  a  most  creditable  job. 

During  1964  the  Engineering  Division  completed  surveys,  layout  plans 
and  descriptions  of  the  following  streets  for  acceptance  as  Town  Ways: 
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1  -  Hilltop  Road,  Daedalus  Circle  and  Meadow  Lane .  2,250  feet 

2  -  Country  Club  Circle .  1,180  feet 

3  -  Satuit  Trail . 2,725  feet 

4  -  Rainbow  Court .  300  feet 

5  -  Pennfield  Road .  1,170  feet 

6  -  Aberdeen  Drive  (partial) .  1,055  feet 


Total  lineal  feet  added  to  the  Highway  Complex  is  8,680  feet  or  1.65 
miles. 

Specifications,  plans  and  surveys  were  made  for  the  sidewalks  on  Ann 
Vinal  Road  and  First  Parish  Road  and  for  the  Scituate  High  School  Foot¬ 
ball  Field. 

The  Assessors  Maps  have  been  brought  up-to-date  including  street 
numbering,  subdivisions  and  all  lot  changes.  Zoning  maps  were  revised, 
printed  and  colored  and  drainage  study  of  Rosa’s  Lane  area  was  completed 
in  order  to  determine  the  Betterment  cost  prior  to  acceptance. 

This  Division  has  furnished  services  to  the  Highway  Division  (survey, 
lines  and  grades  for  2,500  feet  of  pipe  and  22  catch  basins).  Water  Division 
(survey  and  grades  at  new  Well  Site),  School  Department  (detailed  plan  of 
High  School  Lot)  and  the  Board  of  Health  (revised  Town  Dump  area).  Also, 
Engineering  services  have  geen  given  to  the  Planning  Board  in  connection 
with  a  Zoning  Questionnaire  from  the  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Plan¬ 
ning  Boards  relative  to  the  usages  in  all  zones  and  areas  of  lakes,  ponds, 
playgrounds,  cemeteries,  municipal  services,  marshes,  beaches,  libraries 
and  historical  sites  and  the  Town  Dumps,  etc.  Also,  considerable  time 
has  been  given  to  viewing  new  developments.  Engineering  services  have 
been  at  the  disposal  of  all  other  Town  Departments  requiring  same. 


HIGHWAY  DIVISION 

The  Highway  Division  during  the  year  1964  completed  construction  on 
the  First  Parish  Road  Project  under  Chapter  822,  Acts  of  1964,  and  also 
installed  931  feet  of  pipe  and  9  catch  basins  on  Brook  Street,  under  funds 
from  the  same  Chapter. 

Grading  and  resurfacing  of  Meadow  Lane,  Hilltop  Road  and  Daedalus 
Circle  was  also  completed  under  the  Betterment  Act. 

Approximately  21.4  miles  of  road  were  oiled  and  sand  treated. 

DRAINAGE  -  2,503  feet  of  pipe  was  laid  and  22  catch  basins  were  con¬ 
structed.  The  drainage  program  should  be  accelerated  in  future  years. 

STREET  SWEEPING  -  Ninety-one  miles  of  accepted  Town  Highways 
were  originally  swept  and  many  roads  received  a  second  sweeping.  Also, 
all  paved  parking  areas  were  cleaned  and  swept. 

STREET  PAINTING  -  Five  hundred  gallons  of  White  Traffic  paint  and 
two  hundred  seventy  gallons  of  Yellow  paint,  covering  in  excess  of  42  miles 
were  applied  to  the  Highways  by  outside  contractors. 
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STREET  AND  TRAFFIC  CONTROL  SIGNS  -  Approximately  102  signs 
and  standards  were  purchased  and  erected  on  the  Highways.  The  amount 
of  vandalism  to  street  signs  has  reached  serious  proportions  and  it  is 
recommended  that  in  the  future  the  number  of  additional  signs  be  held  to 
a  minimum. 

CATCH  BASIN  CLEANING  -  Eight  hundred  twenty-five  catch  basins 
were  cleaned  by  the  Eductor  Method.  This  method  handles  the  cleaning  by 
a  flushing  and  suction  action  in  one  operation.  It  is  recommended  that  the 
use  of  this  method  be  continued.  Approximately  150  catch  basins  were 
cleaned  by  Highway  Division  labor. 

SIDEWALK  RESURFACING  -  3,548  feet  of  Sidewalks  were  resurfaced 
during  1964. 

ROAD  RESURFACING  -  During  1964,  3,340  feet  of  roads  were  re¬ 
surfaced  including  Norwell  Avenue  (Edgar  to  Garden),  Jericho  Road  and 
a  portion  of  Hatherly  Road. 

GUARD  RAILS  -  Approximately  900  feet  of  old  wooden  guard  rails 
were  replaced  by  concrete  posts  made  at  the  Highway  Division  Garage 
during  the  winter  months. 

PATCHING  -  About  800  tons  of  Bituminous  Patching  was  used  to  fill 
holes  and  broken  shoulders. 

BRIDGE  AND  CULVERTS  REPAIRS  -  Repairs  involving  grouting  to  the 
foundation  were  made  to  the  Edward  Foster  Road  Bridge.  Major  repairs 
were  made  to  the  culvert  under  Grove  Street  and  the  culvert  under  Country 
Way  at  the  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Pond.  We  must  be  prepared  to  make  exten¬ 
sive  repairs  to  the  Edward  Foster  Bridge  in  the  near  future. 

WATER  DIVISION 

Following  is  the  report  of  the  Public  Works  Department,  Water  Division 
recording  of  work  accomplished  during  the  year  1964. 

The  long  range  water  main  replacement  program  of  two  thousand  or 
more  feet  per  year  was  carried  out  by  installing  an  8”  transite  main  on 
Brook  Street  from  Front  Street  to  Stockbridge  Road,  a  distance  of  approxi¬ 
mately  2,400  feet. 

During  the  Spring  of  1964  a  gravel-packed  well  was  installed  on  land 
acquired  under  Article  19  of  the  1964  Warrant  and  a  water  main  was  in¬ 
stalled  from  the  well  site  to,  and  connecting  with  the  existing  main  on  Old 
Forge  Road.  The  foundation  for  the  pumping  station  around  the  new  well 
was  also  constructed.  It  is  hoped  this  new  well  will  deliver  over  500,000 
gallons  per  day. 

A  new  telemetering  system  was  installed  during  the  summer,  with  the 
assistance  of  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  which  records  accurate 
elevations  of  the  water  in  our  standpipes  at  all  times. 
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Exploration  work  was  carried  out  with  no  success.  Seismic  surveys 
showed  bedrock  in  one  locality  so  shallow  that  it  did  not  warrant  the  ex¬ 
penditure  of  funds  for  drilling,  and  test  borings  that  were  made  in  other 
locations  produced  only  a  small  volume  of  water.  However,  we  must 
continue  exploring  all  available  areas  that  are  left  within  the  Town. 

We  realize  that  in  the  very  near  future  all  towns  on  the  eastern  sea¬ 
board  that  depend  on  gravel-packed  wells  as  a  source  of  supply  will  not 
be  able  to  meet  the  ever  increasing  demands.  The  Resources  Commis¬ 
sion  is  exerting  every  effort  to  find  new  sources  of  supply  for  these  areas, 
which  may  result  in  the  formation  of  a  Southeastern  Water  District. 

During  1964  we  entered  our  second  year  of  drought.  Our  water  table 
dropped  to  an  all  time  low,  and  we  had  to  declare  a  state  of  emergency 
during  the  summer  months.  The  rainfall  deficit  for  the  two-year  period 
is  16.24  inches. 

Due  to  the  fall-off  of  new  construction  we  were  able  to  raise  many  gate 
boxes  and  test  control  valves  and  hydrants,  a  project  we  had  hoped  to  do 
for  a  long  time. 

A  detailed  table  of  the  year’s  accomplishments  follows  this  report  in¬ 
cluding  all  capital  expenditures.

PUBLIC  GROUNDS  DIVISION 

Under  Public  Works  we  have  the  direct  consolidation  of  two  former 
departments;  namely,  the  Park  and  Tree.  This  consolidation  has  proved 
to  work  out  exceptionally  well  as  it  allows  for  a  normal  interchange  of 
manpower. 

Our  first  year  proved  to  have  less  than  normal  problems  insofar  as 
we  had  no  hurricanes,  an  exceptionally  dry  summer,  requiring  a  small 
spraying  program.  We  were  not  invaded  from  the  North  and  West  by  the 
canderworm,  ticks,  elm  tree  beetle,  fall  web  worm,  gypsy  moth

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and  the  Japanese  beetles.  Hence,  the  insect  problem  was  not  as  serious 
as  anticipated. 

The  mowing  program  was  somewhat  curtailed  due  to  the  drought.  How¬ 
ever,  with  the  addition  of  the  new  Hatherly  School  grounds  we  now  have 
122.5  acres  in  mowable  area.  This  area  is  represented  by  approximately 
40  plots  in  different  locations. 

All  grass  plots,  shrubs,  bushes  and  garden  plots  were  cared  for  as 
needed. 

The  Lawson  Park  wading  pool  was  used  more  than  usual  requiring  con¬ 
siderable  attention  and  water.  It  is  recommended  that  a  filter  recirculat¬ 
ing  device  be  installed  next  year. 

The  Beaches  presented  the  usual  problems  of  kelp,  rock-weed,  broken 
glass,  etc.  It  is  hoped  that  next  year  the  Lifeguards  can  be  utilized  to 
assist  the  Contractor  during  the  day. 

The  Tennis  Courts  are  very  popular  and  we  plan  to  resurface  those  in 
need  of  repair.  It  is  hoped  that  some  work  can  be  done  on  the  Little  League 
playing  fields. 

Many  of  the  buildings  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Department  are  in 
need  of  repairs,  including  the  Old  Scituate  Lighthouse,  Beaver  Dam  Road 
buildings.  Comfort  Stations,  etc.  The  Comfort  Station  at  Cole  Parkway  is 
now  closed  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Health.  It  is  becoming  increasingly 
difficult  to  keep  these  operative. 

The  Lawn  areas  were  limed  and  fertilized,  soil  samples  taken  and 
analyzed  resulting  in  a  change  of  fertilizer  for  1965. 

We  planted  160  new  shade  trees  along  our  roadsides  and  due  to  the  dry 
summer  it  was  necessary  to  water  them  on  two  occasions. 

During  1964,  171  diseased  Dutch  Elm  trees  were  taken  down,  128  were 
removed  to  the  Town  Pit  and  burned  prior  to  April  1,  as  required  by  State 
Law.  Since  September  an  additional  43  have  been  cut  down  and  removed 
to  the  Pit.  Some  37  other  dead  trees  were  also  removed  from  our  road¬ 
sides,  63  stumps  were  cut  below  ground  level,  the  holes  filled  with  loam 
and  seeded. 

All  areas  reported  requiring  insect  control  were  sprayed  as  well  as 
poison  ivy  patches  along  the  roadsides.  The  practice  of  spraying  poison 
ivy  on  private  property  was  discontinued  on  advice  of  Town  Counsel. 

The  Roadside  brush  clearing  program  was  carried  on  as  usual  with 
emphasis  being  placed  on  corners,  near  street  and  traffic  lights  and  dan 
gerous  locations  for  highway  safety.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  COUNSEL 

The  past  year  has  been  a  busy  one,  apart  from  litigation.  The  accept¬ 
ances  of  streets  present  many  and  time  consuming  problems.  Frequently 
easements  must  be  procured  and  recorded,  in  addition  to  the  labor  in¬ 
volved  in  preparing  and  recording  the  orders  of  taking,  and  so  on  requires 
much  time  and  effort. 

With  the  exception  of  three  meetings,  which  were  during  my  vacation 
period,  i.e.,  one  in  May,  one  in  June  and  one  in  September,  all  of  the  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  were  attended.  Of  course,  and  as  is  in¬ 
variably  the  case,  many  other  meetings  of  the  various  Town  Boards  were 
attended. 

A  brief  report  with  respect  to  litigation  follows: 

A  judgment  was  obtained  for  the  Town  of  about  $480.00. 

A  Zoning  case  was  tried  resulting  in  a  decision  upholding  the  finding 
of  the  Zoning  Board.  An  appeal  was  taken  to  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court, 
and  this  appeal  is  pending. 

A  restraining  order  was  entered  enjoining  the  Selectmen  from  issuing 
a  liquor  license.  As  the  result  of  hearings  in  the  Superior  Court,  con¬ 
suming  most  of  two  days,  the  Court  dissolved  the  restraining  order,  and 
the  case  may  therefore  be  regarded  as  concluded. 

An  appeal  to  the  Supreme  judicial  Court  was  taken  from  a  decree  of 
the  Superior  Court  affirming  the  decision  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals. 
Briefs  were  prepared  and  filed  on  behalf  of  the  Town.  The  Supreme  Court 
ruled  that  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  exceeded  its  authority. 

A  suit  against  the  Town  for  several  hundred  dollars  was  dismissed. 

A  case  against  the  Town,  brought  by  a  hospital  against  the  Welfare 
Department  for  about  $1300.00  was  settled  for  $326.00  with  the  advice  and 
approval  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

Two  cases  against  the  Town  for  legal  services  alleged  to  have  been 
rendered  under  the  statute  before  the  Civil  Service  Commission  were  set¬ 
tled  for  $300.00  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  before 
whom  these  cases  came  for  trial. 

After  a  hearing,  an  appeal  from  a  decision  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Ap¬ 
peals  was  sustained  by  the  Superior  Court.  An  appeal  has  been  filed  from 
this  decision  to  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  and  this  appeal  is  now  pending. 

There  are  still  a  number  of  cases  pending  in  Court  in  which  the  Town 
is  involved.  Some  may  be  settled,  but  still  some  must  be  tried  when  they 
are  reached  for  trial. 

And  so  the  volume  of  litigation  increases  and  in  all  probability  it  will 
continue  to  do  so. 
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As  is  invariably  the  case,  advice  and  opinions  to  various  Town  Depart¬ 
ments,  and  the  heads  of  Departments,  have  been  requested  and  given  with 
increasing  frequency. 


The  Town  ^is  fortunate  in  having  very  able  heads  of  its  Departments, 
and  the  Town  s  committees  are  almost  invariably  composed  of  able  and 
conscientious  individuals.  It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  them.

During  the  past  year  case  loads  have  increased  reflecting  the  care  of 
our  aged  Veterans  and  Veteran’s  widows.  The  costs  for  hospital  and 
medical  care  increased  considerably.  The  work  of  the  Veteran’s  Agent 
relates  to  direct  aid  when  needed  and  the  duties  of  the  Service  Officer  in¬ 
volve  Federal  Benefits  to  eligible  veterans,  and  their  dependents.

REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSE 


Board  of  Health 
Scituate,  Massachusetts 

Dear  Sirs: 

Daily  visits  have  been  made  by  the  nurse  to  patients’  homes  for  the 
administration  of  nursing  care  and  treatments,  as  ordered  by  the  Physi¬ 
cians.  Health  Supervision,  and  health  instruction  regarding  nursing  care 
and  measures  to  prevent  disease  and  promote  health. 

The  Clinic  activities  for  the  year  of  1964  were  as  follows: 

Well  Baby  conferences  were  conducted  monthly  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Olga  Allers,  M.D.,  Pediatrician  from  Childrens  Medical  Center, 
Boston,  Mass.  Infants  and  Pre- school  children  were  examined  and  mothers 
were  instructed  and  advised  regarding  their  care  and  health. 

The  Whooping  Cough,  Diptheria  and  Tetanus  Immunization  Clinics  were 
held  during  the  first  four  months  of  the  year,  with  Dr.  Milton  Berlad,  M.D., 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health  officiating. 

High  School  Students  and  adults  were  immunized  against  Diptheria  and 
Tetanus  by  Dr.  Max  Miles,  M.D.,andDr.  Milton  Berlad,  M.D.,  in  the  month 
of  May.  764  individuals  received  the  vaccine. 
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A  Glaucoma  Eye  Test,  with  Doctors  from  the  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary 
was  held  in  November  of  which  70  adults  participated. 

An  Oral  Polio  Immunization  Clinic  was  held  at  the  Scituate  Town  Hall 
during  the  first  four  months  of  the  year,  a  total  of  395  children  and  adults 
received  the  vaccine. 


The  Personnel  and  the  Mobile  X-ray  Unit  from  the  Plymouth  County 
Tuberculosis  Association  visited  Scituate  May  25,  1964.  A  total  of  743 
residents  had  chest  X-rays.  The  Tubercular  Heaf  Test  was  administered 
in  January,  1964  to  the  Scituate  School  children.

The  Scituate  Health  Service,  Inc.  is  a  non-profit  volunteer  group  which 
offers  its  services  and  limited  financial  help  to  the  community. 

Its  principle  functions  are: 

1  -  Promoting  and  assisting  in  public  health  activities  such  as 

clinics.

Sterneedle  -  used  in  Tuberculin  testing. 

Li rument  sterilizer  —  for  needles  and  smallei  instruments. 
Autoclave  -  purchased  January  1965. 
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In  1964  two  scholarships  of  $300  each,  one  went  to  Lois  Rhodes  who 
entered  Brockton  City  Hospital  School  of  Nursing;  one  to  Nanette  Mac¬ 
donald  who  entered  Burbank  Hospital  School  of  Nursing. 

Our  organization  is  supported  by  voluntary  contributions  and  our  fund 
drive  is  held  during  July.  We  wish  to  thank  those  who  have  donated  in  the 
past.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

SOUTH  SHORE  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 
To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Scituate: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control 
Project  s  activities  in  the  Town  of  Scituate  for  the  year  ending  October 
31,  1964.  h 

The  Town  of  Scituate  appropriated  $4900  for  mosquito  control  in  1964. 
Along  with  this  $4000  was  appropriated  for  salt  marsh  maintenance.  This 
money  was  used  for  mosquito  control  in  the  Town  of  Scituate  by  the  South 
Shore  Mosquito  Control  Project,  a  cooperative  effort  embracing  the  City 
of  Quincy  and  the  Towns  of  Scituate,  Braintree,  Cohasset,  Duxbury,  Hing- 
ham,  Hull,  Marshfield,  Norwell  and  Weymouth.  The  Project  is  a  year 
round  operation  based  on  a  three-phase  plan  for  the  reduction  of  mos¬ 
quitoes,  that  is  Permanent  Control,  Preventive  Control  and  Adult  Control. 

The  following  was  accomplished  by  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control 
Project  last  year  in  the  Town  of  Scituate. 

PERMANENT  CONTROL 

22,150  feet  of  drainage  ditch  were  reclaimed,  4825  feet  of  existing 
drainage  ditch  were  cleared  of  their  blockages,  all  to  reduce  possible 
mosquito  breeding  areas.  3275  feet  of  brushing  was  done  to  allow  access 
to  ditch  or  spray. 

PREVENTIVE  CONTROL 

50  acres  of  small  isolated  woodland  swamps  were  prehatch  treated  with 
dust  upon  ice  in  winter  months  to  prevent  the  development  of  the  mos¬ 
quito  eggs.  800  acres  of  larger  swamp  areas  were  treated  in  the  spring 
of  the  year  by  air  from  a  Piper  Cub  aircraft  for  larval  control  of  spring 
mosquitoes. 

During  the  summer  months  many  areas  had  to  be  checked  and  rechecked 
for  possible  mosquito  breeding  and  if  found  sprayed.  1373  gallons  of  in¬ 
secticide  were  sprayed  for  larval  and  pupal  control  mixed  for  and  applied 
at  the  rate  of  a  gallon  per  acre. 

Catchbasins  are  a  source  of  a  great  many  mosquitoes.  These  have  to 
be  treated  as  often  as  three  times  a  summer  season,  depending  on  a  wet 
or  dry  season.  1580  basins  were  treated  in  the  Town.  These  are  the 
basins  treated,  not  the  number  of  town  basins. 

ADULT  CONTROL 

Spraying  for  adult  mosquitoes  becomes  necessary  where  complaints 
of  large  numbers  of  mosquitoes  move  into  an  area,  usually  migrating  from 
uncontrolled  areas  or  from  many  small  water  containers  that  breed  the 
Culex  or  house  mosquitoes.  788  gallons  of  insecticide  were  space  sprayed 
with  hydraulic  sprayer  and  mist  blower  mixed  and  applied  at  and  between 
one  half  and  one  gallon  per  acre. 
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When  weather  and  other  conditions  were  favorable  an  insecticidal  ther¬ 
mal  fogger  was  used.  This  usually  in  the  evening  hours.  23  gallons  of 
insecticidal  fog  oil  were  applied  at  the  rate  of  four  and  a  half  acres  to  the 
gallon. 

The  insecticides  used  by  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control  Project 
were: 

DDT  Wettable  Powder 
DDT  Emulsifiable  Concentrate 
Malathion  Emulsifiable  Concentrate 
Malathion  Immiscible  and  oil  (fog) 

Naled  DiBrom  #14  (fog) 

Baytex  (catchbasins) 

All  these  insecticides  are  registered  and  labeled  for  use  in  mosquito 
control  and  are  applied  at  no  greater  amounts  than  their  labels  recommend 
as  being  proper  for  mosquito  control  operations. 

The  main  goal  of  this  Project  shall  always  be  to  work  toward  eliminat¬ 
ing  as  many  of  the  mosquito  breeding  sites  as  possible  through  drainage 
or  fill  rather  than  a  dependence  on  insecticides.  To  reduce  the  mosquito 
pest  along  with  reducing  amounts  of  chemical  pesticides  is  what  organized 
mosquito  control  means. 

The  Project  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  help  received  from  officials 
and  departments  of  the  Town  and  sincerely  hopes  that  the  benefits  derived 
by  these  departments  as  a  result  are  as  great  as  those  derived  by  the 
Project.

To  the  Voters  of  Scituate: 

We  wish  to  thank  all  Town  Departments  as  well  as  private  volunteers 
for  all  their  assistance  given  our  Department  during  this  past  year. 

It  was  a  less  hectic  year  for  our  calls  on  the  Scituate  ambulance. 
Chronic  and  acute  hospitalizations  showed  a  cut  to  a  total  expenditure  of 
just  over  $11,000.  As  usual,  when  needed,  the  ambulance  and  its  drivers 
should  be  a  source  of  community  pride. 

Overall  increases  in  cost,  hospitals,  nursing  homes,  etc.  were  off-set 
by  a  smaller  caseload  at  the  end  of  the  year,  than  1963. 
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Because  of  requests  from  many  citizens  we  are  including  the  following 
facts  in  our  report: 


Total  cost  of  relief  and  administrative  1964  . $221,212.37 

Total  Federal  reimbursement  Relief  and 

Administrative  1964  . $108  703.06

1965  brings  the  Economic  Opportunity  Act,  Mass  Job  Corps,  perhaps 
Medicare  for  a  massive  attack  on  poverty.  This  department  will  investi¬ 
gate  all  possible  avenues  towards  community  cooperation  to  eliminate 
poverty  in  our  town.  However,  to  say  that  1965  is  the  last  year  of  Public 
Welfare  Department’s  needed  existence,  is  perhaps  too  optimistic  at  present 
writing.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  1964  is  hereby  sub¬ 
mitted  for  your  approval. 

The  department  responded  to  a  total  of  854  emergency  calls,  of  which 
96  were  box  alarms.  We  note  that  of  these  96  audible  calls  45  were  de¬ 
liberate  false  alarms.  We  believe  that  the  pranksters  responsible  can 
not  realize  the  serious  consequences  which  could  result  from  this  practice, 
more  especially  when  several  boxes  are  sounded  in  rapid  succession,  thus 
activating  every  piece  of  fire  apparatus  and  leaving  no  apparatus  imme¬ 
diately  available  to  legitimate  emergencies. 

Vandalism  and  fires  of  undeterminable  origin  numbered  some  eight  or 
ten  of  the  total  calls,  and,  as  is  to  be  expected,  careless  disposal  of  smok¬ 
ing  materials  was  accountable  for  a  goodly  part  of  the  total  calls. 

First  aid  emergency  calls  numbered  145  and,  we  believe  this  service 
to  be  a  welcomed  and  valuable  adjunct  to  our  duties. 

It  has  been  our  practice  for  some  years  to  render  service  in  the  pump¬ 
ing  out  of  flooded  cellars.  In  the  year  just  past  the  department  answered 
135  calls  for  this  service. 

The  three  year  program  providing  for  the  modernization  and  extension 
of  the  fire  alarm  system  is  now  entering  the  second  stage  of  construction. 
The  Humarock  system  is  currently  in  operation  and  will  be  tied  into  the

parent  system  by  radio  relay  immediately  upon  receipt  of  F.C.C.  license 
and  F.A.A.  approval.  In  co-operation  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  in 
agreement  with  the  Advisory  Board  we  will  seek  a  sum  of  money  at  the 
annual  Town  Meeting  to  implement  the  second  phase  of  the  program. 

The  mutual  aid  agreements  with  our  contiguous  towns  of  Cohasset, 
Marshfield  and  Norwell  have  been  of  great  benefit  during  the  past  year 
and  we  express  our  appreciation  to  these  good  neighbors. 

We  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  various  town  Boards,  Departments 
and  Committees,  and  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  for  their  valued  and  con¬ 
tinued  co-operation.

The  building  of  new  residence's  declined  in  1964  with  91  permits  issued 
for  new  dwellings  as  against  119  in  1963.  However,  the  average  value  of 
new  dwellings  has  increased  approximately  $3,000  over  1963.

Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  a  brief  review  of  my  activities  for  the  past  year  as 
the  custodian  responsible  for  the  care  of  the  many  veterans  graves  located 
in  the  various  cemeteries  in  the  Town. 

I  have  continued  my  inspections  of  the  veterans  grave  sites  in  all  of 
the  cemeteries,  and  have  found  with  some  exceptions  that  the  burial  areas 
are  in  good  condition.  Some  of  the  very  old  sections  are  in  need  of  ground 
reconditioning  that  I  feel  the  cost  of  which  would  be  too  heavy  for  the 
Associations  to  handle. 

The  rate  schedule  which  I  established  last  year  has  been  complied  with 
and  has  provided  funds  for  me  to  bring  about  the  establishment  of  the  new 
Veterans  Section  in  the  Town  owned  Cudworth  Cemetery. 

On  behalf  of  the  veterans  of  the  Town  I  would  like  to  thank  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  thorough  study  and  ultimate  approval 
of  the  new  180  grave  lots  now  set  aside  in  Cudworth  Cemetery  for  needy 
veterans.  This  step  has  provided  a  much  needed  Town  service  and  I  be¬ 
lieve  has  added  to  the  historic  record  of  our  community. 

I  have  made  available  to  the  various  Funeral  Directors  the  services 
which  I  am  allowed  to  provide,  and  have  ordered  from  the  Department  of 
the  Army  and  Navy  memorial  markers  for  some  unmarked  veterans  graves 
in  town  cemeteries. 

I  have  recommended  to  your  Board  the  establishment  of  a  Cemetery 
Commission  and  with  your  approval  will  file  legislation  at  this  years 
Annual  meeting  seeking  the  approval  of  the  Town. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  all  who  have  contributed  toward 
keeping  our  cemeteries  in  good  order,  particularly  the  Parks  Division  of 
the  Scituate  Public  Works  Department.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PERSONNEL  BOARD

In  accordance  with  its  assigned  responsibilities,  the  Board  reviewed 
salaries  and  wages  and  rendered  interpretations  of  the  Classification  and 
Salary  Plan. 

No  general  wage  increase  was  recommended  since  our  study  of  sur¬ 
rounding  communities  indicated  that  Scituate’s  rates  of  compensation 
compared  favorably.  In  addition,  the  cost  of  living  had  increased  only 
1-1/2%  since  the  general  increase  recommended  and  voted  at  the  1963 
Town  Meeting.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  no  employee  group  submitted 
an  Article  in  this  Warrant  for  salary  increase.  Since  the  Classification 
and  Salary  Plan  went  into  effect  in  1956,  this  was  the  first  year  that  there 
were  no  major  salary  Articles  in  the  Warrant  sponsored  by  either  the 
Personnel  Board  or  an  Employee  Group. 

Articles  were  sponsored  by  the  Personnel  Board  and  were  acted  favor¬ 
ably  upon  for  improving  the  benefits  in  the  Classification  and  Salary  Plan 
as  follows:  Emergency  leave  with  pay  up  to  three  days  for  a  death  in  an 
employee’s  immediate  family;  granting  an  additional  day’s  vacation  if  a 
paid  holiday  falls  on  a  regular  scheduled  work  day  during  a  vacation  period; 
and  granting  paid  time  off  for  a  portion  of  the  day  before  Christmas. 

With  Public  Works  scheduled  to  go  into  effect  April  1st,  Articles  were 
sponsored  by  the  Personnel  Board  and  acted  favorably  upon  for  changing 
the  job  titles  in  Schedule  II,  eliminating  the  position  of  Town  Engineer  and 
Assistant  Town  Engineer  and  establishing  the  position  of  Town  Surveyor. 

The  Personnel  Board  has  worked  through  the  year  with  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  in  trying  to  obtain  a  more  uniform  approach  in  salary  and  benefits 
for  all  Town  employees.  Progress  has  been  made  and  it  is  expected  that 
further  progress  will  be  made  in  the  years  to  come.  Obviously,  such  a 
program  will  take  time  since  we  just  started  collaborating  the  latter  part 
of  1963. 

The  Personnel  Board  held  twenty-one  meetings  in  the  year  1964.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

This  past  year  has  been  an  active  year  for  the  Planning  Board.  We 
have  had  more  than  40  meetings  and,  although  this  year  there  was  not  a 
great  deal  of  activity  in  subdividing  control,  the  Planning  Board  was  kept 
busy  in  a  great  many  other  areas.  During  the  course  of  the  year  there 
were  four  site  plan  hearings,  three  public  hearings  on  subdivisions  creat¬ 
ing  an  additional  15  lots  and  27  Form  “A”  plans  presented. 


During  the  year  with  the  many  meetings,  your  Planning  Board  members 
had  an  average  attendance  of  better  than  8Q  percent  or  4  out  of  5  members 
were  present  at  every  meeting.  At  our  first  meeting  Charles  S.  Connolly 
was  greeted  as  a  newly  elected  member. 


Some  of  the  areas  in  which  the  Planning  Board  worked  this  year  were 
meetings  with  the  various  representatives  concerned  with  the  beach  park¬ 
ing  problem  in  North  Scituate.  We  hope  we  have  made  some  constructive 
steps  to  increase  the  parking  facilities  and  alleviate  some  of  the  traffic 
problem. 

This  past  year  saw  the  implementation  of  a  soil  study  with  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture.  Meetings  were  held  with  the  State  concerning  re¬ 
location  of  Route  128  and  also  concerning  problems  of  drainage  and  sanitary 
disposal  in  the  Town  of  Scituate. 


Dana  G.  Mauch  was  appointed  as  our  representative  on  the  School  and 
Public  Building  Committee. 

We  worked  with  other  town  officials  and  property  owners  in  the  area  oi 
drainage  easements.  Our  sidewalk  program  continues,  although  rather 
slowly.  However,  our  subdivisions  continue  to  build  sidewalks  which  are 
ultimately  tying  into  the  overall  sidewalk  program. 

This  year  the  Planning  Board  instituted  a  comprehensive  filing  and  in¬ 
dexing  of  all  plans,  subdivisions  and  other*  related  material. 

Scituate’s  most  natural  asset  is  its  harbor  which  received  attention  as 
the  proposed  marina  in  the  harbor  came  under  study.  We  hope  that  the 
Scituate  Harbor  Development  Committee  can  be  activated  to  propei  ly  de¬ 
velop  our  harbor. 

Neil  Murphy  was  appointed  as  our  representative  to  the  Conservation 
Commission.  A  School  Site  Selection  Subcommittee  was  appointed  to  work 
with  the  Planning  Board  and  the  School  Committee  in  meeting  the  ever  in¬ 
creasing  demand  for  additional  school  sites.  Additional  playgrounds  and 
recreational  areas  also  received  attention  this  year. 


Meetings  were  held  with  various  regional  planning  agencies  including 
the  Boston  Regional  Planning  Project.  Meetings  were  held  with  the  various 
library  associations  and  assistance  was  offered  to  them  in  expansion  an 


development  programs. 
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Some  of  the  areas  which  will  need  continued  attention  will  be  the  areas 
of  Scituate  which  have  been  subdivided  but  not  yet  built  upon,  particularly 
subdivisions  prior  to  our  present  Rules  and  Regulations. 

The  problem  of  refuse  disposal  is  becoming  critical  and  the  Planning 
Board  held  meetings  with  representatives  of  incineration  construction  and 
viewed  various  sanitary  landfill  operations. 

The  Planning  Board  will  continue  to  review  the  Zoning  By-Laws  and 
the  Rules  and  Regulations  so  that  they  will  be  consistent  with  the  times 
and  leave  no  undesirable  loopholes. 

With  all  of  the  necessary  projects  with  which  the  Town  is  faced,  a  real¬ 
istic  capital  outlay  budget  must  be  prepared. 

In  summary,  we  have  gone  forward  this  year  with  what  we  feel  is  pro¬ 
gressive  planning.  However,  we  realize  there  are  still  areas  which  need 
to  be  investigated  and  reviewed.  The  Town  of  Scituate  must  face  these 
problems  in  an  orderly  fashion  and  your  Planning  Board  working  together 
with  all  of  the  other  Town  boards  and  agencies  feels  confident  that  the 
future  development  of  the  Town  must  be  an  orderly  one  and  in  the  best 
interests  of  its  citizens.

We  have  had  a  wonderful  year  at  Lincoln  Park.  The  residents  take  a 
great  deal  of  pride  in  their  Club,  which  has  flourished  under  the  guidance 
of  its  president,  Mrs.  Amy  Sherman;  and  in  their  flower  gardens  and 
window  boxes,  for  which  they  have  received  many  compliments.  Our 
Senior  Citizens  here  at  Lincoln  Park  have  set  a  wonderful  example  as  to 
how  a  small  community  should  live. 

I  The  AUTHORITY  has  improved  the  property  by  constructing  additional 
parking  facilities,  reducing  the  “turnaround”  and  blacktopping  the  area 
about  the  clothes  yards. 

The  second  payment  in  reduction  of  the  mortgage  has  been  made. 
Thirty-eight  years  from  now,  Lincoln  Park  will  be  presented  to  the  Town 
of  Scituate,  free  of  charge.  At  that  time  it  will  be  in  A1  condition,  as  we 
set  aside  money  in  the  Operating  Reserve  Fund  each  yehr,  over  and  above 
our  operating  expense,  for  the  care,  maintenance  and  improvement  of  the 
property. 

We  have  only  two  new  residents  at  Lincoln  Park  this  year.  Our  appli¬ 
cations  for  apartments  number  over  fifty  people  who  are  over  65  years  of 
age,  of  low  income  and  in  need  of  Housing. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  the  civic  groups  who  have  so  generously  given 
gifts,  time  and  talents  to  help  make  Lincoln  Park  an  ideal  place  for  our 
Senior  Citizens.

The  primary  responsibility  of  the  Extension  Service  is  as  the  1914  law 
states  “to  aid  in  diffusing  among  the  people  of  the  United  States  useful 
and  practical  information  on  the  subjects  relating  to  Agriculture  and  Home 
Economics  and  to  encourage  the  application  of  same”. 

Resources  of  the  University  of  Massachusetts  and  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  are  available  to  the  Staff  of  the  Plymouth  County 
Extension  Service  because  of  a  mutual  assistance  agreement. 

To  make  this  service  available  to  you,  funds  are  provided  by  the  Fed¬ 
eral,  State  and  County  governments.  Thus  the  name- Cooperative  Extension 
Service. 

Since  1915,  when  the  Plymouth  County  Extension  Service  was  organized 
and  established,  educational  information  pertaining  to  Agriculture,  Home 
Economics  and  4-H  Club  Work  has  been  given  free  to  citizens  of  Plymouth 
County. 

The  Extension  Service  office  is  located  in  the  Court  House,  Brockton, 
Massachusetts,  and  is  staffed  by  agents  who  conduct  programs  in  Agri¬ 
culture,  Home  Economics  and  4-H  Club  Work  by  furnishing  educational 
information  through  farm  and  home  visits,  letters,  newspaper  articles, 
radio  talks,  meetings,  office  visits  and  telephone  calls. 

You  are  invited  to  make  full  use  of  the  services  provided  by  the  Ex¬ 
tension  Service  but  should  remember  that  although  the  Extension  Service 
furnishes  the  information,  it  is  you  who  makes  the  decision  as  to  how  the 
information  may  be  used  to  best  advantage. 

Requests  for  information  can  be  directed  to  the  Plymouth  County  Ex¬ 
tension  Service,  Court  House,  Brockton,  Massachusetts.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Scituate,  Massachusetts 

During  the  past  decade  the  rapid  population  growth  has  called  for  con¬ 
servation  of  our  natural  resources.  The  need  to  preserve  our  heritage 
has  at  last  been  recognized  throughout  the  entire  nation.  Toward  this  end, 
in  1961,  the  Town  of  Scituate  voted  to  establish  a  Conservation  Commission. 

In  April  of  1964  two  new  appointees  were  welcomed.  Allerton  Bonney, 
Jr.  is  a  member  and  director  of  the  Scituate  Rod  and  Gun  Club.  Neil  J. 
Murphy  is  a  member  of  the  Scituate  Planning  Board.  In  November  John 
Ford,  tree  warden  for  many  years,  reluctantly  resigned  from  the  com¬ 
mission  because  of  the  pressure  of  his  new  position  as  head  of  the  Park 
Department.  He  asked  that  he  remain  a  part  of  the  work  on  conservation, 
and  is  now  an  associate  member  of  the  commission.  Mrs.  Douglas  Dayton, 
and  associate  member  for  three  years  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  to  fill 
the  vacancy  caused  by  Mr.  Ford's  resignation. 

This  year  the  commission  adopted  the  following  statement  concerning 
the  goal  and  purpose  of  the  Scituate  Conservation  Commission:  “The 
prime  goal  and  object  of  this  commission  is  land  acquisition  or  preserva¬ 
tion.  Every  other  activity  such  as  compilation  of  land  inventories,  bio¬ 
logical  surveys,  publication  of  reports  and  studies,  being  subservient  to 
and  geared  toward  the  acquisition  of  land  for  preservation  in  the  natural 
state,  or,  for  public  outdoor  recreational  use.” 

The  commission  voted  that  its  priority  project  for  1965  would  be  ac¬ 
quisition  and  protection  of  the  North  River  marshlands.  The  Board  of 
Assessors  provided  the  commission  with  a  list  of  all  property  owners  of 
North  River  marshland  along  with  assessments.  We  are  grateful  to  Miss 
Katherine  Flaherty,  secretary  to  the  Board  of  Assessors,  for  her  time  in 
preparing  this  list.  Negotiations  with  some  owners  have  already  com¬ 
menced. 

By  statute  it  is  possible  for  the  voters  to  create  a  Conservation  Fund 
to  be  administered  by  the  Commission  for  the  purpose  of  acquisition  or 
protection  of  natural  resources  — land  considered  of  prime  importance  in 
the  conservation  program.  The  North  River  marshes  are  of  prime  im¬ 
portance  according  to  a  report  issued  by  the  State  Department  of  Natural 
Resources  in  1964.  Often  the  need  to  act  immediately  outweighs  any  other 
consideration  in  the  effort  to  acquire  land  for  conservation  purposes. 
Without  a  substantial  fund,  it  is  impossible  to  make  any  commitment  to  a 
property  owner  prior  to  town  meeting.  The  Commission  voted  to  request 
a  fund  of  $5000  in  addition  to  normal  budget  requirements  at  the  1965  town 
meeting. 

To  insure  success  of  this  program,  we  of  the  commission  leel  that  we 
need  more  balance  in  existing  conservation  endeavors.  It  is  one  of  our 
aims  to  investigate  fully  the  establishment  of  a  “Scituate  Land  I  rust  — 
a  private  trust  separate  and  distinct  from  the  commission  and  organized 
for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  conservation  lands.  Many  owners  are  re¬ 
luctant  to  donate  to  the  town  whereas  they  might  donate  to  a 
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private  organization.  An  educational  meeting  has  been  arranged  to  pursue 
this  matter  more  fully. 

In  October  the  commission  held  an  informative  meeting  on  Cluster 
Zoning.  Guest  speakers  were  Jerry  Levin  of  Regent  Homes,  Inc.,  builders 
and  developers  of  a  cluster-zoned  sub-division  in  Andover;  Austin  O’Toole 
and  Richard  S.  Lund  of  the  Homebuilders  Association,  and,  as  featured 
speaker,  Regis  Harrington  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Commerce 
and  Planning. 

Exploration  of  all  means  of  achieving  sound  conservation  planning  is 
one  of  our  responsibilities.  Cluster  Zoning  will  be  reviewed  in  depth 
during  the  coming  year. 

The  need  to  educate  and  to  inform  the  public  about  conservation  is  im¬ 
mediate.  With  today’s  society  geared  to  accept  land  development  of  any 
type,  the  job  of  conservation  becomes  a  major  task.  Projected  studies 
forecast  that  in  this  country,  population  will  double  within  thirty  years  — 
that  the  population  of  the  world  will  be  five  times  what  it  is  today  within 
one  hundred  years.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  naturalists  and  conservationists 
are  concerned? 

Late  in  the  year,  members  and  associate  members  of  the  commission 
began  a  program  of  educating  and  informing  the  Scituate  citizens  of  the 
work  being  done  by  national  state  and  local  officials  in  the  field  of  con¬ 
servation.  Display  posters  have  been  prepared,  pamphlets  have  been 
gathered  for  distribution  and  methods  of  education  employed  by  other 
commissions  have  been  investigated  to  determine  their  feasibility  as  ap¬ 
plied  to  Scituate. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Douglas  Dayton  and  associate  member 
Barry  O’Neil,  monthly  displays  on  conservation  will  appear  throughout 
the  town  during  the  coming  year. 

The  commission  wishes  to  express  its  deep  appreciation  for  the  sup¬ 
port  of  its  associate  members.  Their  enthusiasm  and  support  is  a  most 
encouraging  projection  for  the  future.  It  is  our  hope  that  their  active 
participation  will  encourage  other  Scituate  townspeople  to  take  up  the  cause 
of  conservation  in  one  of  the  few  coastal  towns  still  retaining  a  large  per¬ 
centage  of  its  natural  heritage.

Dear  Lester: 

As  previously  mentioned  to  you,  I  have  been  considering  resigning  from 
my  post  as  Civil  Defense  Director  and  now  feel  that  I  should  tender  my 
resignation  on  or  before  the  end  of  this  year,  whichever  time  is  more  con¬ 
venient  for  you  and  the  Board. 

I  was  appointed  as  Director  on  April  17,  1962,  following  the  resignation 
of  Colonel  VonDette,  and  during  my  time  as  your  Director  have  attempted 
to  follow  the  policy  established  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  to  keep  ex¬ 
penditures  to  a  minimum. 

I  would,  however,  like  to  point  out  a  few  of  the  activities  that  have  taken 
place  during  my  time  as  your  Director  and  these  are  as  follows: 

1.  An  alert  warning  system  has  been  installed  at  Police  Headquarters. 

2.  The  Junior  High  School,  Central  Elementary  School  and  Town  Hall 
have  been  stocked  with  shelter  supplies. 

3.  Two  men  have  been  authorized  to  teach  the  personal  and  family 
survival  course. 

4.  Nineteen  men  have  completed  an  accelerated  radiological  monitor¬ 
ing  course. 

5.  Radio  drills  have  been  resumed  from  local  Civil  Defense  Head¬ 
quarters  to  Sector  Civil  Defense  Headquarters. 

6.  A  radio  drill  from  local  Civil  Defense  Headquarters  to  Communica¬ 
tion  Mobile  Units  throughout  the  town  has  been  held. 

7.  New  communications  equipment  has  been  added  and  existing  com¬ 
munications  equipment  updated. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  a  Town  Civil  Defense  Director  is  essentially 
a  co-ordinator  of  town  departments  when  designated  to  do  so  by  the  proper 
governing  authority,  and  I  wish  to  make  note  that  all  departments  have  been 

most  cooperative. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Civil  Defense  vol¬ 
unteers,  Town  Departments,  and  the  citizens  of  the  town  for  their  fine

REPORT  OF  THE  SCITUATE  LIBRARIES 

Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  Hall 
Scituate,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

The  Scituate  libraries  -  the  Allen  Memorial  and  the  Peirce  Memorial  - 
have  completed  another  year  of  notable  service  to  the  community. 

The  book  collections  have  been  enriched  by  a  “weeding”  operation  and 
the  addition  of  new  material.  Subject  gaps  are  being  filled  according  to 
plan.  There  are  41,2  67  volumes  in  the  two  libraries. 

In  1964,  circulation  reached  a  record  high  of  168,922  volumes.  This 
represents  approximately  14  books  per  capita  -  a  truly  amazing  use  of 
library  facilities.  Most  cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth  find  their 
libraries  circulate  less  than  8  volumes  per  capita.  In  addition,  the  librar¬ 
ies  provided  recorded  reference  service  to  adults  and  students  on  5005 
occasions. 

Other  services  included  children’s  story  hours,  book  deposits 
at  Lincoln  Park,  and  library  service  for  shut-ins  in  cooperation  with  the 
Scituate  Council  for  the  Aging. 

The  Public  Schools  and  the  libraries  have  worked  closely  in  areas  of 
common  interest.  Examples  are  the  availability  of  High  School  Library 
books  at  the  public  libraries  during  the  summer  and  the  load  of  public 
library  books  to  High  School  teachers  for  class  room  use. 

The  staff  of  the  libraries  has  been  encouraged  to  improve  its  profes¬ 
sional  stature  by  training  within  the  libraries  and  by  enrollment  in  outside 
courses  of  study. 
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Comparative  statistics  supplied  by  the  Commonwealth  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1964  show  that  the  services  of  the  Scituate  libraries 
continue  on  an  efficient  basis  -  dollars  and  cents  wise. 

The  increasing  use  of  the  libraries  with  the  growth  of  the  Town  has 
focussed  attention  on  the  gross  inadequacies  of  the  existing  physical  facili¬ 
ties  now  over  fifty  years  old.  We  must  plan  for  a  new  central  library 
building.  The  Scituate  Library  Committee  will  discuss  this  situation  with 
you  during  the  coming  year  so  that  the  matter  may  be  considered  at  the 
1966  annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  Committee  records  with  sorrow  the  passing  of  Mrs.  Margaret 
Smelzer,  one  of  its  original  members,  who  provided  forthright  leadership 
and  a  steadying  influence  during  her  time  with  us.

Gentlemen: 

This  year  of  1964  was  a  fine  one  for  those  who  liked  the  out  of  doors 
life.  Very  little  rain  fell  so  the  Pinsin  Hill  and  Mann  Lot  Town  Forests 
were  used  every  day  for  camping  or  picnics.  The  Girl  Scouts  again  used 
the  Pinsin  Hill  Forest  for  their  summer  day  camp  and  some  Boy  Scout 
troops  used  it  for  camping  out. 

The  tables  were  set  out  early  and  the  water  bubblers  turned  on  at  the 
same  time.  The  fire  trails  were  kept  clear  at  all  times  and  any  poison 
ivy  found  growing  was  destroyed.  Most  of  the  brush  was  cut  and  all  bad 
dead  fall  trees  removed.  Each  forest  had  rubbish  barrels  placed  in  them 
and  these  barrels  were  emptied  two  to  three  times  a  week. 

We  wish  to  thank  you  who  have  helped  to  keep  these  forests  clean  and 
have  been  careful  with  fires.

Scituate  Town  Forest  Committee 
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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Honorable  Selectmen 
and  Voters  of  the  Town  of  Scituate 

The  voters  of  the  Town  of  Scituate  at  last  year’s  Town  meeting  author¬ 
ized  a  bond  issue  to  finance  the  construction  of  a  sewage  treatment  plant 
and  a  system  of  sewers.  This  action  culminated  years  of  effort  by  many 
people  in  town  to  start  a  town  sewerage  system. 

Following  their  reappointment,  the  Sewer  Commissioners  planned  on 
a  rapid  development  of  the  program  to  design  and  construct  the  sewerage 
system,  but  one  delay  followed  another,  and  at  the  present  time  our  sys¬ 
tem  is  just  now  approaching  the  final  design  phases. 

The  principal  delay  encountered  was  due  to  the  efforts  of  several  groups 
from  within  and  outside  of  Scituate  to  influence  the  location  of  the  outfall 
of  the  sewerage  treatment  plant. 

A  study  of  the  engineering  and  economic  feasibility  of  a  common  out¬ 
fall  for  the  entire  North  River  valley  was  programmed  by  the  State  during 
this  past  year.  The  money  made  available  for  the  study  was  inadequate 
for  the  scope  of  work.  This  resulted  in  only  a  preliminary  report  being 
filed.  Further  State  funds  will  be  required  to  complete  the  report  but  no 
conflict  with  the  Town  of  Scituate ’s  plan  to  discharge  their  treatment  plant 
effluent  exists. 

A  letter  approving  our  proposed  method  of  treating  sewage  and  stipu¬ 
lating  a  method  of  discharging  the  treated  effluent  has  been  received  by  the 
Sewer  Commission  from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health.  The 
method  basically  provides  for  a  tertiary  treatment  of  the  effluent  by  dis¬ 
charging  it  through  a  sand  filter  into  the  ground. 

Regulations  governing  the  use  and  operation  of  the  town  sewerage  sys¬ 
tem  have  been  drafted  by  the  Sewer  Commissioners.  These  rules  will 
include  assessing  practices  and  assessments  for  connections  to  the  sew¬ 
erage  system.  Public  hearings  regarding  these  regulations  will  be  held 
this  Spring.

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  my  report  as  Comptroller  for  the  year  ending  De¬ 
cember  31,  1964  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  41  and  44, 
of  the  General  Laws.  This  report  is  comprised  of  three  sections  con¬ 
sisting  of: 

SECTION  A  -  An  itemized  statement  of  all  revenue  received  by  the  Town 
for  the  year  1964.  Verification  of  this  revenue  was  made  with  the  deposits 
on  record  with  the  Town  Treasurer. 

SECTION  B  -  A  schedule  of  all  expenditures  made  by  the  Town  during  the 
year  1964.  This  schedule  is  arranged  by  departments.  All  invoices  and 
payrolls  presented  for  payment  during  the  year  were  examined  for  ac¬ 
curacy  and  legal  requirements  before  being  approved  and  submitted  to  the 
Town  Treasurer  for  payment. 

SECTION  C  -  Financial  Reports  consisting  of  Net  Funded  or  Fixed  Debt, 
Summary  of  Appropriation  Balances  and  Balance  Sheet  -  December  31, 
1964. 

Monthly  Appropriation  Statements  prepared  in  the  Comptroller 's  Office 
were  sent  to  all  departments  charged  with  expenditures  of  Town  funds. 
These  statements  show  the  condition  of  the  appropriation. 

Plans  were  put  into  effect  to  mechanize  the  water  billing  system  with 
internal  accounting  control.  This  is  a  time  and  labor  saving  installation. 
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A  newly  designed  payroll  form  establishes  a  more  complete  and  ade¬ 
quately  spaced  record  approved  by  the. Bureau  of  Accounts. 

An  automatic  addressing  machine  for  faster  processing  of  our  tax  bills 
and  water  bills  is  recommended  in  a  special  article  which,  if  the  Town 
votes  acceptance,  will  reduce  to  a  permanent  metal  plate  the  manual  re¬ 
petitive  writing  of  bills  and  lists  in  the  Water  Division,  Assessors  De¬ 
partment,  and  payroll  preparation.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

SOUTH  SHORE  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 

In  September  1964,  our  third  school  year  began  with  an  enrollment  of 
2  28  pupils.  On  the  same  day  one  year  ago  the  enrollment  was  189.  Next 
fall  will  see  the  school  in  operation  with  enrollments  in  all  four  grades, 
nine  through  twelve. 

In  June  1964  the  school  held  its  first  graduation  exercises.  There  were 
17  graduates  divided  between  the  two  year  post-graduate  electronics  course 
and  those  from  the  automobile  repair  course  who  had  begun  their  training 
in  Abington.  It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  every  pupil  had  a  job  on  gradu¬ 
ation  day. 

In  June  1965,  we  expect  to  graduate  about  60  pupils. 

The  manpower  retraining  courses  which  the  school  operates  for  the 
Division  of  Unemployment  Security  have  proven  very  successful.  All  13 
of  last  years  trainees  found  immediate  employment,  many  having  been 
previously  unemployed  for  extended  periods.  In  February  1965  we  expect 
to  enroll  about  32  trainees  in  two  courses,  heliarc  welding  and  auto  body 
repair. 

This  year  an  outside  carpentry  course  has  been  initiated.  The  first 
projects  were  a  field  house  for  the  new  Hanover  High  School  and  the  layout 
of  a  one  room  addition  to  a  dwelling.  Next  year  an  outside  storage  building 
will  be  erected  for  the  vocational  school. 

The  evening  courses  in  trade  extension  have  been  popular  again  this 
year,  144  having  been  enrolled  in  eight  courses. 

Our  staff  now  consists  of  the  director,  2  3  teachers  and  13  non-teaching 
employees  including  one  part-time  nurse  and  three  part-time  bus  drivers. 

Open  house  was  held  again  this  year  and  proved  a  great  attraction, 
several  thousand  attended.  The  public  interest  in  the  school  remains  very 
high  as  is  indicated  by  the  open  house  attendance  and  the  ready  acceptance 
of  our  graduates  by  industry. 

It  is  our  hope  that  more  parents  will  come  to  realize  the  splendid  op¬ 
portunities  for  training  and  placement  offered  by  this  school.  The  fact 
that  ten  percent  of  the  student  body  is  made  up  of  non-resident  pupils  in¬ 
dicates  the  neighboring  towns  are  well  aware  of  the  school’s  potential. 
The  two  new  800  pupil  regional  vocational  schools  to  open  in  the  Brockton 
and  Canton  area  within  the  next  two  years  are  an  indication  of  public  rec¬ 
ognition  of  the  value  of  vocational  training. 

Two  changes  have  occurred  in  the  School  Committee  membership 
during  the  year.  Mr.  Robert  Driscoll  now  represents  Abington,  replacing 
Mr.  Charles  Hohman  whose  untimely  death  was  regretted  by  all.  Mr.  John 
Geary  represents  Cohasset,  replacing  Mr.  Henry  Perry  whose  new  position 
as  personnel  director  for  the  school  department  of  Winchester  led  him  to 
resign. 
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Again  this  year  the  Advisory  Boards  and  Finance  Committees  of  all 
towns  were  invited  to  attend  the  School  Committee  budget  meetings  and 
to  participate  in  the  discussions.  At  least  one  member  was  present  from 
each  of  five  towns.  This  has  proven  to  be  a  most  happy  arrangement  since 
it  allows  active  participation  in  the  discussions  and  decisions  being  made. 

The  School  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  Vocational  Advisory  Committee  for  their  great  interest  and 
helpful  suggestions.  This  committee  consists  of  members  of  the  indus¬ 
trial  and  business  community  and  serves  a  most  useful  purpose  of  keeping 
us  on  our  toes  and  up  to  the  times. 

We  look  forward  to  the  years  ahead  and  to  continued  service  to  youth 
and  industry.

A  MESSAGE  FROM  THE 
SCITUATE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

Dear  Fellow  Citizens, 


1964  in  our  schools  was  a  year  which  began  with  tragedy  and  ended  on 
a  most  encouraging  note.  The  Committee  and  the  schools  suffered  a  great 
personal  as  well  as  professional  loss  in  the  death  of  L.  Munro  Grandy. 
In  the  short  period  of  18  months,  as  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Dr.  Grandy’ s 
character  and  personality  had  made  a  remarkably  deep  impression  on  the 
entire  Town.  Additionally,  he  had  begun  to  make  solid  progress  in  many 
areas  of  curriculum  and  instruction  improvement,  which  had  been  our 
principal  purpose  in  bringing  him  to  Scituate. 


It  was  most  important,  therefore,  that  there  be  no  interruption  of 
leadership.  The  Committee  immediately  contacted  the  Harvard  Graduate 
School  of  Education,  to  see  if  one  of  the  experienced  men  in  their  Admin¬ 
istrative  Career  Program  might  be  able  to  work  part-time  in  Scituate 
until  the  Committee  could  obtain  a  permanent  replacement  who  would  meet 
the  standards  we  require.  Without  hesitation.  Harvard  sent  us  Wilburn 
Shannon  with  the  comment  that  they  would  not  be  at  all  surprised  to  see  us 
invite  him  to  stay.  After  a  month,  during  which  we  surveyed  the  available 
field,  it  was  clear  why  they  had  said  this,  and  we  concluded  that  looking 
further  would  be  just  a  waste  of  time.  Fortunately,  Mr.  Shannon  had  come 
to  a  similar  decision  about  Scituate.  As  a  result,  we  were  only  three 
weeks  without  a  superintendent,  and  all  of  the  programs  and  developments 
which  had  been  in  the  process  of  accomplishment  were  able  to  continue 
without  any  loss  of  momentum.  We  can  be  grateful  for  our  good  fortune. 

Within  this  report  you  will  learn  of  some  of  the  things  which  are  pres¬ 
ently  going  on  in  our  schools  to  improve  our  educational  program.  The 
Committee  is  particularly  pleased  with  the  progress  that  has  been  made 
this  year,  and  we  are  determined  that  this  progress  shall  continue  until  the 
Scituate  Public  Schools  are  as  good  as  the  Town  can  manage  economically. 

We  are  also  pleased  with  several  other  things.  For  one,  a  sizeable 
number  of  citizens  have  willingly  and  usefully  involved  themselves  in 
projects  to  solve  educational  and  organizational  problems.  These  people 
have  not  only  provided  invaluable  assistance,  but  have  come  much  closer 
to  our  schools  in  the  process.  After  viewing  the  results,  we  fully  intend 
to  continue  drawing  on  the  considerable  resources  of  our  citizenry.  For 
another,  we  have  become  aware  of  a  growing  realization  in  the  Town  that 
the  quality  of  our  schools  will  have  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the  Town’s 
future.  This  attitude  can  provide  strong  support  for  what  we  are  attempt¬ 
ing  to  do. 
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Finally,  on  December  28,  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  the  Town  dis¬ 
played  a  willingness  to  depart  from  a  long  established  procedure  for 
financing  school  construction,  upon  the  advice  and  recommendation  of  the 
School  Committee.  Aside  from  being  a  step  to  save  money,  this  was  an 
expression  of  confidence  in  the  Committee  and  in  the  future  of  the  Scituate 
Public  Schools.  We  shall  make  every  effort  to  continue  to  warrant  that 
confidence.

REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

It  is  with  satisfaction  and  pleasure  that  I  respectfully  submit  my  first 
annual  report  as  superintendent  of  the  Scituate  Public  Schools. 

PHILOSOPHY  OF  EDUCATION 

On  October  5,  1964,  the  Scituate  School  Committee  unanimously  adopted 
a  Philosophy  of  Education  as  follows: 

The  Scituate  School  Committee  is  legally  responsible  for  the 
education  of  the  children  of  Scituate.  This  responsibility  entails 
provision  of  a  capable  faculty,  adequate  facilities  in  which  to  teach, 
and  proper  equipment  and  materials  with  which  to  teach.  It  also 
entails  the  provision  of  a  challenging  intellectual  environment  which 
will:  serve  as  a  foundation  for  responsible  maturity;  help  to  pro¬ 
duce  informed,  concerned,  and  curious  adults;  and  develop  our 
children’s  abilities  as  citizens  to  make  the  intelligent,  rational  de¬ 
cisions  that  are  essential  to  the  wellbeing  of  our  society. 

Each  child  is  a  unique  individual.  Therefore,  we  believe  that 
our  school  program  should  be  sufficiently  flexible  to  meet  the  par¬ 
ticular  needs  and  capabilities  of  each  child. 

Education  is  a  dynamic  process.  Therefore,  we  believe  that  our 
school  program  should  be  continually  evaluated  to  determine  where 
improvement  is  possible  and  changed  whenever  necessary. 
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Education  is  a  primary  responsibility  of  the  entire  community. 
Therefore,  we  believe  the  School  Committee  has  a  responsibility 
of  leadership  for  involving  the  entire  community  in  setting  the 
standards  and  goals  of  its  schools;  and  a  responsibility  for  inform¬ 
ing  the  community  as  to  what  is  taking  place  in  its  schools  at  all 
times. 


SCHOOL  STAFF 

Scituate  is  fortunate  in  employing  and  maintaining  high  quality  instruc¬ 
tional  and  non-instructional  staff. 

A  significant  number  of  the  staff  continue  to  pursue  graduate  work  at 
the  various  institutions  of  higher  learning,  thus  improving  professionally. 

With  enrollments  in  the  elementary,  junior,  and  senior  high  schools 
increasing,  twelve  additional  instructional  personnel  were  added  to  the 
faculties  this  year. 


SCHOOL  PROGRAM 


The  Scituate  schools  stress  fundamentals  of  subject  matter;  yet,  the 
staff  members  are  cognizant  of  new  programs  in  reading,  mathematics, 
science,  and  social  studies  as  they  emerge  from  research  and  pilot  studies 
throughout  the  country.  As  innovations  are  given  respectability  in  pilot 
projects  they  are  initiated  in  our  schools. 

Language  Arts  Curriculum 

A  Language  Arts  Committee  has  been  formed.  This  committee  com¬ 
posed  of  teachers  representing  grades  kindergarten  through  grade  12  has 
begun  a  review  of  the  Language  Arts  Curriculum.  Its  efforts  during  the 
next  year  will  be  devoted  to  a  study  of  writing  and  reading. 

Pilot  programs  in  phonics  and  spelling  will  be  expanded  next  year. 

Social  Studies

The  first  phase  of  the  two-year  review  of  the  Social  Studies  Program 
has  been  completed.  The  project  resulted  in  changes  in  curriculum  and 
in  pilot  programs  in  kindergarten,  first  and  third  grades.  The  second 
phase  of  the  project  is  underway  and  will  develop  scope  and  sequence 
charts  for  kindergarten  through  grade  8  in  1965.  The  results  of  this 
project,  with  the  continual  review  of  subjects  offered  at  the  high  school, 
will  give  Scituate  schools  a  well-balanced  offering  in  the  Social  Studies 
area. 

Honors  Programs 

The  experimental  honors  program  in  United  States  History  has  been 
evaluated  and  found  very  successful.  It  is  continuing  this  year,  and  an 
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honors  program  in  Afro-Asian  Studies  has  been  added  in  the  twelfth  grade 
to  give  a  two-year  sequence  of  honors  work  in  Social  Studies.  First  re¬ 
ports  from  the  instructor  and  students  involved  in  Afro-Asian  Studies  are 
all  enthusiastic. 

The  Social  Studies  Department  with  the  help  and  advice  of  the  Librarian 
has  had  150  books  added  to  the  library  for  the  enrichment  of  the  Social 
Studies  program. 

Mathematics 


Introduction  of  a  modern  mathematics  program  to  all  students  in  Grades 
1-6  will  be  completed  by  September  of  1965.  An  experimental  program 
using  Cuisenaire  Rods  will  be  continued  in  selected  primary  grades. 

The  Mathematics  Curriculum  Committee  is  conducting  a  study  of  the 
total  K  -  12  mathematics  program.  Primary  aims  of  this  group  are  de¬ 
velopment  of  a  philosophy  for  mathematics  compatible  with  the  general 
Scituate  philosophy  and  a  curriculum  insuring  sequential  development  of 
concepts  and  skills  from  Kindergarten  through  Grade  12. 

Science 


During  the  past  three  years  the  professional  staff  in  the  Scituate  Public 
Schools  have  examined  and  tested  several  new  approaches  in  the  teaching 
of  science  content.  As  a  result,  modern  courses  in  physics  such  as  Phys¬ 
ical  Science  Study  Committee  (PSSC);  chemistry.  Chemical  Bond  Approach 
(CBA),  and  Chemical  Education  Materials  Study  (CHE M);  biology.  Biological 
Sciences  Curriculum  Study  (BSCS)  are  now  part  of  our  Secondary  School 
Curriculum. 

In  the  coming  year  curriculum  efforts  will  be  concentrated  on  the  ele¬ 
mentary  and  junior  high  school  levels  and  coordinated  through  Grade 
12. 

Foreign  Language 

For  the  first  time  9th  grade  pupils  have  elected  French  II  to  continue 
their  study  of  French  begun  in  the  elementary  schools. 

Next  year  a  Spanish  IV  course  will  be  added  to  the  present  curriculum. 

We  have  now  in  the  library  a  small  number  of  selected  books  in  French. 
With  coordinated  efforts  of  the  library  and  language  departments,  we  in¬ 
tend  to  increase  this  number  and  to  provide  the  advanced  student  of  French 
with  reference  and  outside  reading  material. 

Special  Services 


A  guidance  counselor  was  added  to  the  junior  high  school  staff  in  1964. 
This  has  allowed  the  adjustment  counselor  to  devote  most  of  her  time  to 
the  elementary  schools.

Five  towns  in  the  area  established  a  special  class  for  trainable  children 
in  Hanson.  Scituate  is  sending  children  to  this  class. 

Plans  are  being  made  for  an  additional  elementary  special  education 
class  for  next  year,  as  well  as  facilities  for  an  emotionally  disturbed  class. 

Vocational  and  Business  Education 

Many  courses  are  offered  for  the  terminal  non- college  bound  student. 

In  the  vocational  area,  students  can  either  complete  the  courses  at 
Scituate  Junior  High  and  High  Schools,  or  go  to  the  South  Shore  Vocational 
Technical  High  School  to  take  a  program  of  advanced  technical  training. 

The  business  education  department  aims  to  give  each  pupil  an  employ¬ 
able  skill  and  occupational  intelligence,  background  knowledge  and  an  under¬ 
standing  of  the  business  world,  and  develop  those  personal  qualities  and 
attitudes  that  will  make  a  happy,  productive  individual. 

Elementary  Libraries 

Good  school  libraries  are  the  heart  of  the  teaching  program  in  today’s 
schools. 

Libraries  have  been  in  operation  in  each  of  our  elementary  schools  for 
over  a  year.  A  certified  school  librarian  supervises  and  coordinates 
library  services  of  the  four  schools.  A  volunteer  group  of  nearly  100 
mothers  staff  the  libraries  during  the  day. 

A  school  library  is  more  than  a  collection  of  books.  It  is  a  laboratory 
for  discovery  involving  many  types  of  materials  -  records,  film  strips, 
and  pamphlet  files  are  three  examples.  The  elementary  school  library  is 
a  resource  center  for  the  school.  Additional  funds  should  be  allocated  in 
order  that  the  several  libraries  may  be  adequately  supplied  with  materials. 

Cooperation  between  school  and  public  libraries  is  encouraged.  Town 
and  school  librarians  meet  regularly  during  the  year. 


SCHOOL  PLANT 

Enrollments  continue  to  increase  at  all  grade  levels.  Total  enrollment 
reached  4,280  this  year  and  will  pass  4,500  in  1965-66. 

High  School 

A  favorable  vote  by  the  townspeople  on  December  28,  1964  assures  an 
addition  to  Scituate  High  School  which  will  double  its  capacity  to  a  total  of 
1,600  students.  An  enrollment  of  950  is  anticipated  in  September,  1965  lor 
the  present  building  with  a  capacity  of  800.  Large  classes  may  be  ex¬ 
pected  to  continue  until  1966  or  until  a  time  when  the  addition  is  available 

for  utilization. 
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Junior  High  School 

With  a  capacity  of  720,  the  Junior  High  School  is  operating  with  900 
pupils  enrolled  this  year.  Relief  is  expected  in  September,  1965,  when 
five  of  nine  sixth  grade  teachers  will  be  transferred  to  the  elementary 
schools.  The  Junior  High  School  structure  contains  a  section  of  the  oldest 
classrooms  in  the  Scituate  Public  Schools.  During  the  summer  of  1965 
a  modest  program  of  improvement  for  classroom  furniture  and  space  is 
planned. 

Elementary  Schools 


When  Cushing  School  is  completed  and  utilized  by  the  Town’s  children 
next  September,  all  students  from  grades  K  -  6  inclusive  will  be  ade¬ 
quately  housed.  This  year,  unfortunately,  children  are  being  taught  in 
physical  education  rooms  and  the  educational  building  of  the  Harbor  Method¬ 
ist  Church. 


SCHOOL  AND  COMMUNITY  RELATIONS 


Citizens  are  presently  serving  on  two  advisory  committees,  one  in¬ 
vestigating  the  teaching  of  foreign  language  in  the  elementary  schools,  and 
the  other  working  in  the  area  of  general  school  policy  development.  This 
type  of  citizen  involvement  reflects  a  growing  national  trend  in  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  general  educational  goals. 

The  school  publication  INTERCOM  continues  to  serve  as  a  communica¬ 
tion  link  between  the  schools  and  the  citizens.  Organizations  such  as  the 
PTA,  SAMBA  (band  parents)  and  the  SCITUATE  BOOSTERS  CLUB  are 
active  in  the  schools.  Compaunity  use  of  school  facilities  is  constantly 
growing,  with  many  youth  and  adult  organizations  meeting  afternoons  and 
evenings  at  the  various  buildings. 

Scituate  is  fortunate  to  have  information  in  depth  concerning  the  schools 
reported  by  able  correspondents  in  local  and  area  daily  and  weekly  news¬ 
papers. 


CONCLUSIONS 

Guidelines  for  continuous  improvement  of  the  Scituate  Public  Schools 
include: 

1.  Develop  curriculum  coordination  of  all  subjects  from  Grade  K 
through  12,  inclusive. 

2.  Continue  to  toughen  the  curriculum  while  placing  greater  emphasis 
on  behavioral  goals. 

3.  Improve  the  elementary  reading  and  writing  program  and  develop 
a  stronger  approach  to  written  and  oral  expression. 

4.  Encourage  a  higher  degree  of  self-discipline  in  study  habits  and  be¬ 
havior  on  the  part  of  all  students. 
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5.  A  gradual  incorporation  of  new  patterns  in  the  instructional  organi¬ 
zation,  such  as  the  ungraded  primary,  team  teaching  and  learning,  and 
programmed  instruction;  and  the  involvement  of  faculty  members  with 
in-service  programs  in  order  to  implement  these  new  patterns. 

6.  Continue  the  involvement  of  the  various  publics  in  the  development 
of  and  improvement  of  the  school  program. 

7.  Broaden  the  scope  of  the  Adult  Evening  School. 

8.  Make  a  wider  use  of  findings  of  research  and  development,  espe¬ 
cially  in  the  fields  of  curriculum  and  technology. 

Educational  purposes  and  goals  extend  beyond  the  boundary  of  the 
community.  Each  year  scores  of  students  leave  Scituate,  while  even  more 
students  transfer  from  schools  throughout  the  nation  to  our  town.  The 
responsibility  for  meeting  the  needs  of  all  children  and  youth  is  staggering. 
It  is  essential,  therefore,  that  every  citizen  bear  his  share  of  the  responsi¬ 
bility  for  our  schools’  improvement.
